AT A UNITED STATES 
BOMBER BASE IN ENGLAND, 
April 17 (AP).—In the _ second 
American raid in two days, a very 
large force of United States 
bombers today attacked the 
Focke-Wulf aircraft factory at 
Bremen, more than 400 miles from 
their English bases. 

More than 50 enemy planes were 
_ destroyed in the raid, the United 
States headquarters announced. 
Sixteen of the _  four-engined | 
_American bombers failed to re- 


turn. 

It was the first American raid 
on Bremen, but the second in less 
than a month on the Bremen 
area. Vegesack, near Bremen, 
was raided April 18. 

American Communique. 

The air force communique said: 

“It is announced by headquar- 
ters of the European theater of 
operations, United States Army. 
that a strong force of heavy bomb- 
ers of the Eighth Air Force at- 
tacked the highly important Focke- 
Wulf aircraft factory at Bremen in 
daylight today. — 

“Numerous bursts were seen if 
the target area. 

“The bombers, which were unes- 
corted, attacked in the face of in- 
tense anti-aircraft fire and strong 
fighter opposition. 

“More than 50 enemy aircraft 
were destroyed by the bombers. 

“U.S. A. A. F., R. A. F., Domin- 
fon and Allied fighters made diver- 
sionary sweeps. | 

“Sixteen bombers are missing.” 

Missourian’s Comment. 

The American bombers plowed 
through a wall of flak and fighters 
so thick that at times ‘‘you 
couldn't tell which was fighters 
and which was flak—you would 
watch a patch of flak and all of 
a sudden it would start moving 
away and you would see it was a 
fighter,” said Lieut. James Mober- 
ty of Moberly, Mo., navigator on 
the Fortress Dry Martini. 

The swarm of defensive fighters 
was estimated at more than 100. 

“I think we bashed up that fac@ 
tory all right,” said Lieut. Bruce 
Gardiner of St. Johns, Ariz., bom- 
bardier on the Dry Martini. “I saw 
s lot of bombs go right near it.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 17 (AP).— 
Slashing attacks by British and 
French Troops today in the shell- 
swept mountain heights of north- 
ern Tunisia cut new wedges in the 


enemy siege line which rings Tunis 
and Bizerte from a distance of 25 
to 50 miles. 

Slowly and stubbornly, two Brit- 
ish brigades exploited their cap- 
ture of the 2000-foot Djebel Ang 
and the lower Djebel Tanngoucha 
slightly to the east, Thrusting for- 
ward in strong patrols, the British 
reached some points only 25 miles 
from Tunis in this General sector 
north of Medjez-el-Bab. 

Not since the ill-fated campaigns 
in Norway and Greece have the 
British tackled such difficult 
mountain positions as those which 
tower beside the 13-mile stretch 
of raod to Teboufba where the 
plain of Tunis begins. The canyons 
have been sown thickly with mines 
Heavy German mortars with a 
range of 3000 yards and strong 
arrays of machine guns defend 
the approaches to each enemy 
strong point. 

French Attacks. 

French traaps concentrated their 
assaults about 30 miles south of 
Medjez-el-Bab against the south- 
western tip of the enemy’s Tunis- 
ian defenses in the mountains at 
the head of Ousseltia Valley. The 
mountain tops there average about 
2000 feet and the canyons are éven 
steeper and narrower than those 
near Medjez-el-Bab.

German Fighting Quali- 
ties, Lavish Use of 
Mines ‘Certain to Make 
Progress Siow,’ General 
Warns. 


NORTH AFRICA, April 17 (AP).— 
Although Allied ground forces 
have made Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel “run like hell” and the aerial 
and naval forces: have achieved 
“astounding results,” the British, 
French and Americans in North 
Africa have hard fighting ahead 


and future advances will be “dif- 
ficult and costly,” Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said today. 

The Allied supreme commander 
in North Africa, reviewing the en- 
tire North African campaign at 
one of his infrequent press con- 
ferences, had just returned from 
the Northern Tunisian front dur- 
ing which he inspected the Beja 
area, scene of a recent battle. 
While there he inspected some 
destroyed German Mark VI 60-ton 
tanks, 

Gen, Eisenhower said that the 
Germans, by elaborate sowing of 
mine fields which they then com- 
manded with mortar fire, had 


‘turned the mine into “an offensive 


instead of defensive weapon.” 
4680 Captured by Yanks. 

He said that the United States 
Second Army Corps, under Lieut. 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr., had 
captured 4680 prisoners in recent 
fighting on the Tunisian front, de- 
stroyed or captured 683 Axis ve- 
hicles, destroyed or damaged 69 
tanks and captured 150 guns. 

At the same time he revealed 
that Second Corps casualties to- 
taled 5372, including 903 men killed, 
3610 wounded and 859 missing. 

“The Second American Corps ac- 
complished what it set out to do, 
drawing off the German troops 
from in front of the Eighth Army 
and, at the time in the battle when 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 


forces broke through, was holding- 


approximately 35,000 Axis troops 
in the El Guetar-Maknassy area,” 
Gen. Eisenhower declared.

UITY FISCAL YEAR 
ENDS IN BLACK FOR 
FIRST TIME IN 14 


Comptroller Announces 
‘Balance of $513,174 at 


Close of Period Last 
Tuesday. 


For the first time in 14 years, 
the city has ended its fiscal year 
without ai deficit. Comptroller 
Louis Nolte announced yesterday 
there was a balance of $513,174 at 
the close of the 1942-43 fiscal year 
last Tuesday. The deficit a year 
ago was $651,853. 

The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, a private fact-finding 
agency, estimated a month ago the 
accumulated deficit would . be 
$1,005,123, including $343,270 it an- 
ticipated would have been incurred 
during the past year. In 1927, the 
last time the city operated “in the 
black,” the balance was $497,484. 

Mayor William Dee Becker, in- 
formed of the current balance by 
reporters, said, “The figures speak 
for themselves. This administration 
inherited a deficit of $1,362,247 
when we took,office two years ago, 
and our city is indeed fortunate 
that the balance of that deficit 
which remained at.the beginning 
of ine last fiscal year has been 
eliminated. The administration 
asks the full co-operation of our 
citizens to the end that we may 
continue to give St. Louis an eco- 
nomical businéss administration in 
the difficult war years ahtad.” 

$1,662,248 in Reversions. 

Largely responsible for wiping 
out the deficit was $1,662,243 in re- 
versions to the municipal revenue 
fund from appropriations to the 
different departments in the city 
government for the last year. The 
reversions were the. largest re- 
turn of unused funds in the city’s 
history. Last year the departments 
turned back $808,000. 

Other large reversions included 
$202,875 occasioned by the Federal 
Government discontinuing its food 
stamp program. In 1941 the city 
had appropriated $215,000, of which 
$200,000 was to be used as a re 
volving fund, with the remaindef 
being used to purchase equipment, 
office supplies and other things es- 
sential to administer the plan. 

The account of contracts and 
other deposits, collected from serv- 
ices by the city for which a charge 
is made and which formerly never 
reverted to the general revenue, 
turned back $375,190. Includéed in 
this item was $43,925 the city col- 
lected for old street-car rails torn 
up and sold for scrap; tin cans 
sold for scrap, $4662, and money

Foss is officially credit- 
ed with shooting down 26 Japa- 
nese planes, an American record 
for this war and the equal of the 
record set by Eddie Rickenbacker

AFFIDAVIT NO LONGER NEEDED 
TO REPLACE LOST RATION BOOK 


OPA Rules Payment of Notary’s 
Fee Is No Longer Necessary, It 
Informs Congressman Cochran.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—If a 
ration book is lost hereafter, the 
owner may file an application for 
replacement without being re- 
quired to make an affidavit. Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis stated today that he had 
been so advised by the Office of 
Price Administration. 

Cochran took up the matter with 
OPA after receiving many com- 
plaints that losers of ration books 
had been compelled to pay a 
notary’s fee before filing replace- 
ment applications. 

He called attention to the fact 
that by act of Congress income tax 
returns no longer require sworn 
statements, though false _ state- 
ments, if made, are considered per- 
jury. The same policy has been 
adopted by OPA, and will be fol- 
lowed in its new application forms, 


NAZI FIGHTER HITS FALLING

Flyer Says Messerschmitt “Looked

TEXT OF MAN-POWER ORDER 
FREEZING WORKERS IN JOBS| 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
HE text of the order by Man- 
power Commissioner McNutt 
regulating the transfer of work- 

ers follows: 

Pursuant to the authority vested 
in me as chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission by Execu- 
tive Order No. 9328, dated April 8, 


1943, I hereby prescribe the follow- 
ing regulation: 


904.1. Workers ‘previously en- 
gaged in other than essential ac- 
tivities for work in essential activ- 
ities. Any employer engaged in 
an essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who for the preceding 30 
days was not engaged in an es- 
sential activity. 


904.2. Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other than essential ac- 
tivities. No employer shall hire 
for work in an activity other than 
an esSential activity any new em- 
ploye who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity if the wage or 
salary rate to be paid by the em- 
ployer would exceed the rate most 
recently earned by such employe. 


904.3. Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities. 
No employer shall hire (exeept as 
provided for in Section 904.4 of 
this regulation) for work in an 
essential activity any new employe, 
who during the preceding 30-day 
period, was engaged in an essen- 
tial activity if the salary or wage 
rate to be paid by the employer 
would exceed the rate most re 
cently received during such period 
by the employe. 

904.4, Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities 
in areas. or industries subject to 
War Manpower Commission em- 
ployment stabilization programs. 


(a) Any employer engaged in an 
essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity, without regard 
to his preceding wage rate or sal- 
ary scale, providing such hiring is 
subject to, and permitted under an 
employment stabilization program 
approved by the War Manpower 
Commission. 


(b) A statement of availability 
shall be issued to any worker by 
his last employer or by the War 
Manpower Commission as may be 
provided in such employment sta- 
bilization programs and whenever 
the worker: 

(1) Is discharged by his last em- 
ployer. 

(2) Is laid off for an indefinite 
period or for a period of seven 
or more days, or 

(3) Can establish that his pres- 
ent employment does not utilize 
him at his highest skill or that 
he is not being employed at full 


time. 


No statement of availability 
shall be issued solely on the ground 
that an individual’s wage or salary 
rate is substantially less than that 
prevailing in the locality for the 
same or substantially similar work. 


Any such statement shall con- 
tain the worker’s name, his social 
security account number, if any; 
the name and address of the issu- 
ing employer or War Manpower 
Commission officer and office, the 
date of,issuance, and a statement 
to the effect that the worker may 
be hired elsewhere in an essential 
activity. The inclusion by an em- 
ployer on such notice of any in- 
formation other than that required 
by this regulation shall be deemed 
to be a violation of this regula- 
tion. 

904.5. Acceptance of employment 
by workers. No individual shall 
accept new employment with an 
employer if the employer is pro- 
hibited from hiring him under this 
regulation. 

904.6. Penalties. The hiring by 
an employer of a new employe, or 
the acceptance by an individual of

activities: 

All combat material, including 
the production of finished products 
and mantenance and repair of such 
items, parts and raw materials; 
also equipment necessary to pro- 
duce materials and parts. 

The production and manufacture 
of all fuels. 

The production of certain indus- 
trial and harmaceutica] chemicals. 

All communication services and 
the production of communication 
equipment, 

Agricultural activities designated 
as essential to the war program. 

The processing or manufacture 
of basic foods, including fresh, can- 
ned and otherwise preserved, ex- 
cept specialty and luxury items; 
also, processing and assembly of 
foods. 

The production of apparel for 
the armed forces and work cloth- 
ing. 

The production of selected equip- 
ment and machinery used in the 
manufacture of essential products, 
maintenance of essential facilities, 
and furnishing of essential serv- 
ices, 

The productidn of all parts nec- 
essary to the proper functioning 
of machinery utilized in the pro- 
duction of essential items. 

The construction of, and repair 
of military, industrial and com- 
munity facilities. 

The maintenance of al) facilities 
and production of items needed for 
the tranaportation of essential 
items. 

The manufacture of products 
and maintenance of facilities and 
services necessary for. civilian 
health, safety, morale and secur- 
ity. 

The maintenance of all govern- 
ment activities concerned with pro- 
mating or facilitating war produc- 
tion. 

In addition, the commission, in 
separate rulings, has held that cer- 
tain: peculiar local needs may re- 
quire classification of an activity 
as essential, such as laundries, cer- 
tain forms of transportation, ho- 
tels and restaurants.

(b) New employe means any in- 
dividual who has not been in the 
employ of the hiring employer at 
any time during the preceding 30- 
day period. 

(c) New employment means em- 
ployment with an employer by 
whom the individual has not been 
employed at any time during the 
30-day perfod preceding such em- 
ployment. 

904.8. Employe-employer agree- 
ments. Nothing in this regulation 
shall be construed to prejudice ex- 
isting rights of an employe under 
any agreement with his employer. 


904.9. Effective date. This regu- 


lation shall become effective at 
12:01 a, m., Sunday, April 18, 1943.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—Acting under orders from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, War Manpower 
Commissioner McNutt tonight 
clamped a modified “job-wage 
freeze” order on about half of the 
nation’s 52 million civilian work- 
ers and made violations a crim- 
inal offense, 

His order, effective at one min- 
ute after Saturday midnight, just 
four hours after he announced it,” 
was backed t, penalties as great 
as a $1000 fine and a year in pris 
on for violations either by employ- 
ers or employes. Directly affected 
are the 27 million persons now em- 
ployed in essential activities, in- 
cluding argriculture. 

These were forbidden to shift to 


a nonessential employer or from 
one essential employer to another 
at a higher salary or wage rate— 
determined on a pay-per-hour basis 
—unless they have been out of the 
first employer's pay qr 30 days or 
more, 
Exception to Order. 

An exception was made for shifts 
from one essential employer to an- 
other where either the old or new 
work is to be performed in an area 
where the War Manpower Com- 
mission has put into effect an em- 
ployment. stabilization program, 
often described as a job-freeze 
plan. 

In these cases, the shift may be 
made for higher pay if the old em- 
ployer will release the worker or 
the War Manpower Commission 
grants the release itself on the 
ground that the old employment 
did not make full-time use of the 
worker at his highest skill. 

Throughout the country, work- 
ers employed in nonessential activ- 
ities can move freely to other non- 
essential employers or essential 
employers who offer higher pay. 

Reason for Distinction. 

McNutt told a press conference 
the distinctions between nonessen- 
tial and essential workers were 
made to encourage shifts from 
nonessential to essential work and 
to prevent pay-motivated shifts by 
essential workers to new employ- 
ers, thus halting a serious cause 
of “man power waste.” 

Asked what the order would “do 
to the old American tradition 
that every man has a chance to 
better himself by going to better- 
paying work,” McNutt replied: 
“T’ll answer that in once sentence 
—we've got a war on.”

55 of 600 R. A. F. Heavy

LONDON, April 17 (AP).—Amer- 
ican heavy bombers, flying unes- 
corted in strong force, smashed at 
the Focke-Wulf fighter plane fac- 
tory at Bremen today and shot 
down more than 50 enemy planes 
enroute, but the 800-mile round 
trip cost the United States an un- 
precedented raid toll of 16 four- 
engined craft. 

The renewed campaign to flat- 
ten Germany's armgment industry 
also cost the British a record loss 


of 55 bombers last night out of a 
force of more than 600 attacking 
the great Skoda Works at Pilsen 
in Nazi-occupied Czechoslovakia 
and the industrial twin cities of 
Mannheim and Ludwigshaven on 
the Rhine. 

The Berlin r-dio immediately 
seized upon the opportunity to ex- 
ploit what it termed “sensational 
German defensive successes,” 
pointing out “that ‘“ééftihental 
ground defenses have “become a 
redoubtable adversary ‘of the 
R. A. F.” 

First U. 8. Raid on Bremen, 

In smashing at German air pow- 
er on the assembly line and in the 
skies, the Americans carried out 
their first attack of the war on 
Bremen itself. 

It was the second daylight as- 
- gault in two days for the American 
bombers, which yesterday pounded 
the U-boat bases at Brest and Lo- 
rient, and it carried the current 
Allied air attack twice around the 
clock. 

An Eighth Air Force announce- 
ment of today’s operations declared 
that hits were observed squarely 
on the target area. 

A spokesman said the specific 
target was the Focke-Wulf Flug- 
zeugbau, which is the largest as- 
sembly line for Germany's best 
“yellow nose” fighters. 

Bremen Well Defended. 

Returning airmen estimated the 
number of defensive fighters at 
more than 100. 

The American bombers plowed 
through a wall of flak and fighters. 
so thick that at times “you 
couldn’t tell which was fighters 
and which was flak — you would 
watch a patch of flak and all of 
a sudden it would start moving 
away and you would see it was a 
fighter,” said Lieut.

BRITISH ADVANGE 
SHOWLY IN AREA 
OF MEDIEZEL-BAB 


Mountains and Mined De- 
files Make Progress Dif- 
ficult—Fortresses Dam- 
age 8 Ships at Palermo.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 17 (AP).— 
Slashing attacks by British and 
French troops today in the shell- 
swept mountain heights of north- 
ern Tunisia cut new wedges in the 
enemy siege line which rings Tunis 
and Bizerte from a distance of 25 
to 50 miles. 

Slowly and stubbornly, two Brit- 
ish brigades exploited their cap- 
ture of the 2000-foot Djebel Ang 
and the lower Djebel Tanngoucha 
slightly to the east, Thrusting for- 
ward in strong patrols, the British 
reached some points only 25 miles 
from Tunis in this general sector 
north of Medjez-el-Bab. 

Not since the ill-fated campaigns 
in Norway and Greece have the 
British tackled such difficult 
mountain positions as those which 
tower beside the 13-mile stretch 
of road to Tebourba where the 
plain of Tunis begins. The canyons 
have been sown thickly with mines. 
Heavy German mortars with a 
range of 3000 yards and strong 
arrays of machine guns defend 
the approaches to each enemy 
strong point. 

French troops concentrated their 
assaults about 30 miles south of 
Medjez-el-Bab against the south- 
western tip of the enemy’s Tunis- 
jan defenses in the niountafhs at 
the head of Ousseltia Valley. The 
mountain tops there average about 
2000 feet and the canyons are even

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 17 (AP).— 


‘Although Allied ground forces 


have made Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel “run like hell” and the aerial 


and naval forces have achieved 
“astounding results,” the British, 
French and Americans in North 
Africa have hard fighting ahead 
and future advances will be “dif- 
ficult and costly,” Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said today. 

The Allied supreme commander 
in North Africa, reviewing the en- 
tire North African campaign at 
one of his infrequent press con- 
ferences,- had just returned from 
the Northern Tunisian front dur- 
ing which he inspected the Beja 
area, scene of a recent battle. 
While there he inspected some 
destroyed German Mark VI 60-ton 
tanks. 

Gen. Eisenhower said that the 
Germans, by elaborate sowing of 
mine fields which they then com- 
manded with mortar fire, had 
turned the mine into “an offensive 
instead of defensive weapon.” 

He said that the United States 
Second Army Corps, under Lieut. 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr., had 
captured 4680 prisoners in recent 
fighting on the Tunisian front, de- 
stroyed or captured 683 Axis ve- 
hicles, destroyed or damaged 69 
tanks and captured 150 guns. 

At the same time he revealed 
that Second Corps casualties to- 
taled 5372, including 903 men killed, 
3610 wounded and 859 missing.

Solicitation of war bond subscrip- 
tions went forward yesterday with- 
out slackening, even though the 
city-county quota had been passed, 
but the day’s total, 34,101,857, was 
the smallest for the week.

LITY FISCAL YEAR 
ENDS IN BLACK FOR 
FIRST TIME IN 14 


Comptroller Announces 
Balance of $513,174 at 


Close of Period Last 
Tuesday. 


For the first time in 14 years, 
the city has ended its fiscal year 
without a_ deficit. Comptroller 
Louis Nolte announced yesterday 
there was a balance of $513,174 at 
the close of the 1942-43 fiscal year 
last Tuesday. The deficit a year 
ago was $651,853. 

The Governmental .tesearch In- 
stitute, a private § fact-finding 
agency, estimated a month ago the 
accumulated deficit would be 
$1,005,123, including $343,270 it an- 
ticipated would have been incurred 
during the past year. In 1927, the 
last time the city operated “in the 
black,” the balance was $497,484. 

Mayor William Dee Becker, in- 
formed of the current balances.by 
reporters, said, “The figures speak 
for themselves. ThiS administration 
inherited a deficit of $1,362,247 
when we took offtce two years ago, 
and our city is indeed fortunate 
that the balance of that deficit 
which remained at the beyinning 
of .e last fiscal year has been 
eliminated. The administration 
asks the full co-operation of our 
citizens to the end that we may 
continue to give St. Louis an eco- 
nomical business administration in 
the difficult war years ahead.” 

$1,662,243 itn Reversions. 

Largely responsible for wiping 
out the deficit was $1,662,243 in re- 
versions to the municipal revenue 
fund from appropriations to the 
different departments in the city 
government for the last year. The 
reversions were the largest re- 
turn of unused funds in the city’s 
history. Last year the departments 
turnec back $808,000. 

Other large reversions included 
$202,875 occasioned by the Federal 
Government discontinuing its f.od 
stamp program. In 1941 the city 
had appropriated $215,000, of which 
$200,000 was to be used as a re 
volving fund, with the remainder 
being used to purthase equipment, 
office supplies and other things es- 
sential to administer the plan.

AFFIDAVIT NO LONGER NEEDED 
TO REPLACE LOST RATION BOOK 


OPA Rules Payment of Notary’s 
Fee Is Not Necessary, It In- 
forms Congressman Cochran.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—If a 
ration book is lost hereafter, the 
owner may file an application for 
replacement without being re- 
quired to make an affidavit. Rep- 
resentative John J, Cochran of St. 
Louis stated today that he had 
been so advised by the Office of 
Price Administration. 

Cochran took up the matter with, 
OPA after receiving many com- 
plaints that losers of ration books 
had been compelled to pay a 
notary’s fee before filing replace- 
ment applications. 

He called attention to the fact 
that by act of Congress income tax 
returns no longer require sworn 
statements, though false _ state- 
ments, if Made, are considered per- 
jury. The same policy has been 
adopted by OPA, and will be fol- 
lowed in its new application forms. 


FEW TO GET SYNTHETIC TIRES 
BEFORE LATE IN ’44, OWI SAYS 


Asserts Bulk of Motorists Won't 
Get Them Until Last Half of 
Next Year, If Then. 
WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information, in 
a report on the rubber situation 
tonight, reached the _ conclusion 
that the great bulk of the nation’s 
27-million civilian passenger car 
owners cannot eo new syn- 
thetic tires before the last half of 

1944, if that soon. 

The i1l-page report contained 
various statistics, including those 
of Rubber Director William M. Jef- 
fers. It estimated rubber supplies 
on hand or expected during this 
year at 716,000 tons, and require- 
ments at 612,000 tons, leaving a 
balance of 104,000 tons on Jan. 1, 
1944. 

Like Jeffers, the OWI called this 
balance dangerously low, since rub- 
ber manufacturing plants must 
maintain an inventory of 100,000 


tons to avoid shutdowns. 


TEXT OF MAN-POWER ORDER 
FREEZING WORKERS IN JOBS 


I 


Pursuant 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
HE text of the order by Manpower Commissioner McNutt roe 
lating the transfer of workers follows: 
to the authority vested in me as chairman of the 


War Manpower Commission by Executive Order No. 9328, dated 
April 8, 1943, I hereby prescribe the following regulations: 


904.1. Workers previously en- 
gaged in other than essential ac- 
tivities for work in essential activ- 
ities. Any employer engaged in 
an essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who for the preceding 30 
days was not engaged in an es- 
sential activity. 

904.2. Workers previously ° en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other than essential ac- 
tivities. No employer shall hire 
for work in an activity other than 
an essential attivity any new em- 
ploye who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity if the wage or 
salary rate to be paid by the em- 
ployer would exceed the rate most 
recently earned by such employe. 

904.3. Workers previously § en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities, 
No employer shall hire (except as 
provided for in Section 904.4 of 
this regulation) for work in an 
essential activity any new employe, 
who during the preceding 30-day 
period, was engaged in an essen- 
tial activity if the salary or wage 
rate to be paid by the employer 
would exceed the rate most re- 
cently received during such period 
by the employe. 

904.4. Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities | 
in areas or industries subject to 
War Manpower Commission em- 
ployment stabilization programs. 

(a) Any employer engaged in an 
essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity, without regard 
to his preceding wage rate or sal- 
ary scale, providing such hiring is 
subject to, and permitted under an 
employment stabilization program 
approved by the War Manpower 
Commission. 

(b) A statement of availability 
shall be issued any worker by 
his last employer or by the War 
Manpower Commission as may be 
previded in such employment sta- 
bilization programs and whenever 
the worker: 

(1) Is discharged by his last em- 
ployer. 

(2) Is laid off for an indefinite 
period or for a period of seven 
or more days, or 

(3) Can establish that his pres- 
ent employment does not utilize 
him at his highest skill or that 
he is not being employed at full 
time.

The hiring by 
an employer of a new employe, or 
the acceptance by an individual of 
new employment, in violation of 
this regulation is subject to the 
penal provisions of the act of Oct.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—Acting under orders from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, War Manpower 
Commissioner McNutt tonight 
clamped a modified “job-wage 
freeze” order on about half of the 
nation’s 52 million civillan worke- 
ers and made violations a crim- 
inal offense. 

His order, effective at one min- 
ute after Saturday midnight, just 
four hours after he announced it, 
was backed by penalties as great 
as a $1000 fine and a year in 
prison for violations either by em- 
ployers or employes. Directly af- 
fected are the 27 million persons 
now employed in essential] activi- 
ties, including agriculture, 

These were forbidden to shift to 
a nonessential employer or from 
oné essential employer to another 
at a higher salary or wage rate— 
determined on a pay-per-hour basis 
—unless they have been out of the 
first employer's pay for 30 days or 
more. 

Exception to Order. 

An exception was made for shifts 
from ond essential employer.to an- 
other where either the old or new 
work is to be performed in an area 
where the War Manpower Com- 
mission has put into effect an em- 
ployment stabilization program, 
often described as a job-freeze 
plan. 

In these cases, the shift may be 
made for higher pay if the old em- 
ployer will release the worker or 
the War Manpower on 
grants the release itself on the 
ground that the old employment 
did not make full-time use of the 
worker at his highest skill. 

Throughout the country, work- 
ers employed in nonessential activ- 
ities can move freely to other non- 
essential employers or essential 
employers who offer higher pay. 

Reason for Distinction. 

McNutt told a press conference 
the distinctions between nonessen- 
tial and essential workers were 
made to encourage shifts from 
nonessential to essential work and 
to prevent pay-motivated shifts by 
essential workers to new employ- 
ers, thus halting a serious cause 
of “man power waste.” 

Asked what the order would “do 
to the old American tradition 
that every man has a chance to 
better himself by going to better- 
paying work,” McNutt replied: 
“T'll answer that in one sentence 
—we've got a war on.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

Comptroller Announces 
Balance of $513,174 at 


Close of Period Last 
Tuesday. 


For the first time in 14 years, 
the city has ended its fiscal year 
without a deficit. Comptroller 
Louis Nolte announced yesterday 
there was a balance of $513,174 at 
the close of the 1942-43 ‘iscal year 
last Tuesday. The deficit a year 
ago was $651,853. 

The Governmental .tesearch In- 
stitute, a private fact-finding 
agency, estimated a month ago the 
accumulated deficit would be 
$1,005,123, including $343,270 it an- 
ticipated would have been incurred 
during the past year. In 1927, the 
last time the city operated “in the 
black,” the balance was $497,484. 

Mayor William Dee Becker, in- 
formed of the current balance by 
reporters, said, “The figures speak 
for themselves. This administration 
inherited a deficit of $1,362,247 
when we took office two years ago, 
and our city is indeed fortunate 
that the balance of that deficit 
which remained at the bexinning 
of «ue last fiscal year has been 
gorse The administration 
asks the full co-operation of our 
citizens to the end that we may 
continue to give St. Louis an eco- 
nomical business administration in 
the difficult war years ahead.” 

$1,662,243 in Reversions.,

out the deficit was $1,662,243 in re- 
versions to the municipal revenue 
fund from appropriations to the 
different departments in the city 
government for the last year.

AFFIDAVIT NO LONGER NEEDED 
TO REPLACE LOST RATION BOOK 


OPA Rules Payment of Notary’s 
Fee Is Not Necessary, It In- 
forms Congressman Cochran, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—If a 
ration book is lost hereafter, the 
owner may file an application for 
replacement without being re 
quired to make an affidavit. Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis stated today that he had 
been so advised by the Office of 
Price Administration. 

Cochran took up the mattér with 
OPA after receiving many com- 
plaints that losers of ration books 
had been compelled to pay a 
notary’s fee before filing replace- 
ment applications. 

He called attention to the fact 
that by act of Congress income tax 
returns no longer require sworn 
statements, though false _ state- 
ments, if made, are considered per- 
jury. The same policy has been 
adopted by OPA, and will be fol- 
lowed in its new application forms, 


FEW TO GET SYNTHETIC TIRES 
BEFORE LATE IN ’44, OWI SAYS 


Asserts Bulk of Motorists Won't 
Get Them Until Last Half of 
Next Year, If Then. 
WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information, in 
a report on the rubber situation 
tonight, reached the conclusion 
that the great bulk of the nation’s 
27-million civilian passenger car 
owners cannot expect new syn- 
thetic tires before the last half of 

1944, if that soon. 

The i1l-page report contained 
various statistics, including those 
of Rubber Director William M. Jef- 
fers. It estimated rubber supplies 
on hand or expected during this 
year at 716,000 tons, and require- 
ments at 612,000 tons, leaving a 
balance of 104,000 tons on Jan. 1, 
1944. 

Like Jeffers, the OWI called this 
balance dangerously low, since rub- 
ber manufacturing plants must 
maintain an inventory of 100,000 


tons to avoid shutdowns.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 


HE text of the order by Manpower Commissioner McNutt regu- 
lating the transfer of workers follows: 
to the authority vested in me as chairman of the 


No. 9328, dated 


April 8, 1943, I hereby prescribe the following regulations: 


904.1. Workers previously en- 
gaged in other than essential ac- 
tivities for work in essential activ- 
ities. Any employer engaged in 
an essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who for the preceding 30 
days was not engaged in an es- 
sential activity. 

904.2. Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other than essential ac- 
tivities. No employer shall hire 
for work in an activity other than 
an essential activity any new em- 
ploye who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity if the wage or 
salary rate to be paid by the em- 
ployer would exceed the rate most 
recently earned by such employe. 


904.3. orkers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities. 
No employer shall hire (except as 
provided for in Section 904.4 of 
this regulation) for work in an 
essential activity any new employe, 
who during the preceding 30-day 
period, was engaged in an essen- 
tial activity if the salary or wage 
rate to be paid by the employer 
would exceed the rate most re 
cently received during such period 
by the employe. 

904.4. Workers previously en- 
gaged in essential activities for 
work in other essential activities 
in areas or industries subject to 
War Manpower Commission em- 
ployment stabilization programs. 


(a) Any employer engaged in an 
essential activity may hire for 
work in such activity any new 
employe who, during the preceding 
30-day period, was engaged in an 
essential activity, without regard 
to his preceding wage rate or sal- 
ary scale, providing such hiring is 
subject to, and permitted under an 
employment stabilization program 
approved by the War Manpower 
Commission. 

(b) A statement of availability 
shall be issued to any worker by 
his last employer or by the War 
Manpower Commission as may be 
provided in such employment sta- 
bilization programs and whenever 
the worker: 

(1) Is discharged by his last em- 
ployer. 

(2) Is laid off for an indefinite 
period or for a period of seven 
or more days, or 

(3) Can establish that his pres- 
ent employment does not utilize 
him at his highest skill or that 
he is not being employed at full 
time. 

No statement of availability 
shall be issued solely on the ground 
that an individual’s wage or salary 
rate is substantially less than that 
prevailing in the locality for the 
same or substantially similar work. 

Any such statement shal] con- 
tain the worker’s name, his social 
security account number, if any; 
the name and address of the issu- 
ing employer or War Manpower 
Commission officer and office, the 
date of issuance, and a statement 
to the effect that the worker may 
be hired elsewhere in an essential 
activity. The inclusion by an em- 
ployer on such notice of any in- 
formation other than that required 
by this regulation shall be deemed 
to be a violation of this regula- 
tion. 

904.5. Acceptance of employment 
by workers. No individual shall 
accept new employment with an 
employer if the employer is pro- 
hibited from hiring him under this 
regulation. 

904.6. Penalties. The hiring by 
an employer of a new employe, or 
the acceptance by an individual of 
new employment, in violation of 
this regulation is subject to the 
penal provisions of the act of Oct. 
2, 1942 (Pub. No. 729, 77th Cong.). 


COMMISSION ISSUES LIST 
OF ESSENTIAL ACTIVITIES 
COVERED BY NEW ORDER 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 


HERE is the War Manpower 
H Commission’s list of essential 
activities: 

All combat material, including 
the production of finished products 
and ma-ntenance and repair of such 
items, parts and raw materials; 
also equipment necessary to pro- 
duce materials and parts. 

The production and manufacture 
of all fuels. 

The production of certain indus- 
trial and pharmaceutical chemicals. 

All communication services and 
the production of communication 
equipment. 

Agricultural activities designated 
as essential to the war program. 

The processing or manufacture 
of basic foods, including fresh, 
canned and otherwise preserved, 
except specialty and luxury items; 
also, processing and assembly of 
foods. 

The production of apparel for 
the armed forces and work cloth- 
ing. 

The production of selected equip- 
ment and machinery used in the 
manufacture of essential products, 
maintenance of essentia] facilities, 
and furnishing of essential serv- 
ices. 

The production of all parts nec 
essary to the proper functioning 
of machinery utilized in the pro- 
duction of essential items. 

The construction of, and repair 
of military, industrial and com- 
munity facilities. 

The maintenance of al) facilities 
and production of items needed for 
the transportation of essential 
items. 

The manufacture of products 
and maintenance of facilities and 
services necessary for civilian 
health, safety, morale and secur- 
ity. 

The maintenance of all govern- 
ment activities concerned with pro- 
moting or facilitating war produc- 
tion. 

In addition, the commission, in 
separate rulings, has held that cer- 
tain peculiar local needs may re- 
quire classification of an activity 
as essential, such as laundries, cer- 
tain forms of transportation, ho- 
tels and restaurants. 


The provisions of Sec. 4001.10 of 
the regulations of the Economic 
Stabilization Director, issued Oct. 
27, 1942, apply to any wages or 
salaries paid in violation of this 
regulation. 

904.7. Definitions. 

(a) Essential activity means any 
activity in the War Manpower 
Commission list of essential activ- 
ities (see appendix A) and any 
activity approved by a regional 
manpower director as a locally 
needed activity. 

(b) New employe means any in- 
dividual who has not been in the 
employ of the hiring employer at 
any time during the preceding 30- 
day period. 

(c) New employment means em- 
ployment with an employer by 
whom the individual has not been 
employed at any time during the 
30-day period preceding such em- 
ployment. 

904.8. Employe-employer agree- 
ments. Nothing in this regulation 
shall be construed to prejudice ex- 
isting rights of an employe under 
any agreement with his employer. 

904.9. Effective date. This regu- 
lation shall become effective at 


12:01 a. m., Sunday, April 18, 1943. 


Banquet, Spending Money, Dancing

DETROIT, April 17 (AP). 
Eighty soldiers watching war 
equipment roll from assembly lines 
of Detroit's “arsenal of democracy” 
were told by a United Automobile 
Workers (CIO) official tonight 
that their visit symbolized “the 
unity purpose of our country’s win- 
ning team—workers and soldiers, 
sweat and bravery.”

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP), 
—Acting under orders from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, War Manpower 
Commissioner McNutt tonight 
clamped a modified “job-wage 
freeze” order on about half of the 
nation’s 52 million civilian work- 
ers and made violations a crim 
inal offense. 

His order, effective at one min- 
ute after Saturday midnight, just 
four hours after he announced it, 
was backed by penalties as great 
as a $1000 fine and a year in 
prison for violations either by em- 
ployers or employes. Directly af- 


.fected are the 27 million persons 


now employed in essential] activi- 
ties, including agriculture. 

These were forbidden to shift to 
a nonessential employer or from 
one essential employer to another 
at a higher salary or wage rate— 
determined on a pay-per-hour basis 
—unless they have been out of the 
first employer's pay for 30 days or 
more. 

Exception to Order. 

An exception was made for shifts 
from one essential employer to an- 
other where either the old or new 
work is to be performed in an area 
where the War Manpower Com- 
mission has put into effect an em- 
ployment stabilization program, 
often described as a job-freeze 
plan, 

In these cases, the shift may be 
made for higher pay if the old em- 
ployer will release the worker or 
the War Manpower Commission 
grants the release itself on the 
ground that the old employment 
did not make full-time use of the 
worker at his highest skill. 

Throughout the country, work- 
ers employed in nonessential activ~- 
ities can move freely to other non- 
essential employers or essential 
employers who offer higher pay. 

Reason for on. 

McNutt told a press conference 
the distinctions between nonessen- 
tial and essential workers were 
made to encourage shifts from 
nonessential to essential work and 
to prevent pay-motivated shifts by 
essential workers to new employ- 
ers, thus halting a serious cause 
of “man power waste.” 

Asked what the order would “do 
to the old American tradition 
that every man has a chance to 
better himself by going to better- 
paying work,” McNutt replied: 
“T'll answer that in one sentence 
—we've got a war on.”

The communique said the raids 
were made by Liberator heavy 
bombers, Mitchell medium bombers, 
Lightning and Warhawk fighters. 

The communique added two at- 
tacks to the eight previously re- 
ported for last Wednesday. It said 
those two were made by Army 
fightér planes. 

The communiques of the last 
several days have indicated the air 
base was nearing the point of com- 
pletion.

RED PLANES RAID 
DANZIG, TILSIT 
AND KOENIGSBERG 


4000 Nazis Reported 
Killed in Caucasus Bat- 
tles — Good Fighting 
Weather Near. 


LONDON, April 18 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian planes raided Dan- 
zig, Koenigsberg and Tilsit and 
“bombed military objectives in 
those towns for two hours” Friday 
night, the Russians announced 
early today in a broadcast record- 
ed by the Soviet monitor. 


“Fires resulted and powerful ex- 
plosions were observed,” the spe- 
cial announcement said. It added 
that all the raiding planes but 
three returned to their bases. 


The Soviet midnight communi- 
que said no significant changes 
took place on the front yesterday, 
but reported 4000 Germans had 
been killed in two days of fighting 
around Novorossisk in the Cau- 
casus, where the spring thaw is 
over and the ground’ firm. 

One Axis counterattack in that 
sector was thus described by the 
communique: 


“Our positions were attacked by 
Rumanians marching in front, fol- 
lowed by German automatic rifle- 
men. 


“Under the deadly fire of the 
Soviet troops the Rumanians 
turned tail. Then the Germans 
opened fire against their “Allies” 
—the Rumanians. By a counter- 
blow our men beat the enemy and 
improved their positions, In this 
sector alone the enemy left three 
damaged tanks and 300 dead on 
the battlefield.” 

Local fighting was reported on 
the Smolensk front and along the 
Donets River southeast of Khar- 
kov. 

In the Barents Sea Russian 
ships sank a 12,000-ton enemy 
transport, the Moscow communi- 
que said. 

The Berlin radio commentator, 
Capt. Ludwig Sertorius, said that 
good fighting weather “for offen- 
sive as well as defensive opera- 
tions” was expected all along the 
Russian front by the end of April. 

Sertorius did not say whether 
the Germans planned offnsive, 
but declared that all Nazi units 
which participated in the winter 
campaigns had been reinforced 
and rested, and that large stores 
of ammunition and supplies had 
been concentrated at strategic 
“places of deployment.” 


‘Our Country Will Not Know 
Shortage” of Military Equipment,” 
Broadcast Asserts, 

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). 
—The Leningrad radio said tonight 
that Russia is receiving “great 
help” from the United States and 
Britain and that in the great bat- 
tles to come this summer “our 
country will not know a shortage 
of supplies, in spite of a difficult 
war.” 

The broadcast, recorded by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, said “thousands of tanks, 
planes and other military equip- 
ment” had been sent to the U. 8S. 
S. R. in British and American 
ships. 


U.S. Delegates to Food Conference 
Expected to Advocate World AAA 


Organization Would Control Farm Produc- 
tion, Trade in Commodities to Provide 
Balanced Abundance for All. 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 
Plans for an international AAA, 
designed to provide a balanced 
abundance of food for all peoples, 
are expected to be laid before the 
United Nations conference on food 
and agriculture to be held at Hot 


The conference was called by the 
United States as the first step 
toward carrying out the Atlantic 
Charter pledge of President Roo- 
sevelt and Prime Minister Church- 
ill to free the world from want. 

Roosevelt has expressed the be- 
lief that freedom from want of 
food must be the starting point 
in building a future world order. 

Although the agenda of the con- 
ference, to which 43 friendly na- 
tions have been invited to send 
delegates, has not yet been dis- 
closed, associates say the Amer- 
ican delegation is prepared to ad- 
vance the idea that some type of 
world organization, patterned 
somewhat after the American Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, must be established to con- 
trol and guide farm production 
and international trade in agricul- 
tural commodities if hunger and 
famine and their attendant ills are 
to be eliminated. 


Against Return to Rivalry. 

The principles of such an organi- 
zation have been outlined many 
times in recent years by President 
Roosevelt, Vice President Wallace, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
and other administration leaders. 

They hold the view that the 
world must not be allowed to re- 
turn to its prewar practice of 
throat-cutting for international 
trade, or that individual nations 
pursue policies aimed at making 
themselves self - sufficient. Such 
policies, coupled with tariffs and 
other barriers to trade, contrib- 
uted largely, they contend, to an 
international dilemma of hunger 
and famine, on the one hand, and 
unmarketable food sur luses and 
low farm prices on the other. 

Advocates of international co- 
operation contend that the only 
sound approach to argicultural 
problems is development of a 
world - wide production program 
patterned on the basis of nutri- 
tional and consumption needs of 
the world population. Such a pro- 
gram, they say, would require a 
greater output of food and un- 
doubtedly would stimulate world 
trade in farm commodities. 

Most of World Ill-Fed. 

Food ‘experts of the Agriculture 

Department estimate that the diets

of two-thirds of the world’s people 


are inadequate for healthful living, 
even in normal peacetime. They 
say a program increasing diets of 
the undernourished to minimum 
levels would require an expanded 
production of cereals by about 50 
per cent; meats, fish and poultry 
by nearly 100 per cent; vegetable 
oils by about 125 per cent; milk 
and dairy products by about 150 
per cent, and fruits and vegetables 
by more than 300 per cent, 


Even in the Unite@ States, where 
diets are rated comparatively 
good, an adequate consumption 
program for all, they say, would 
require greater production of 
meats, fish, poultry, eggs, milk, 
fruits and vegetables. 


The question of mechanism to 
give effect to such an expanded 
production and consumption pro- 
gram has brought a variety of 
views. Some administration quar- 
ters suggest that the United Na- 
tions create a “world food and ag- 
riculture authority” to administer 
and direct a world program. Oth- 
ers suggest that international com- 
mittees for each commodity be 
established to regulate production 
and flow. There appears to be 
general agreement that consumers 
as well as producer interests 
should be represented on the con- 
trolling agency or agencies. 

It would be the duty of such an 
international food authority, work- 
ing on co-operation with food and 
production authorities in eaeh 
country, to determine the con- 
sumptive needs of all countries. 
Such determination would provide 
an over-all picture of production 
requirements, C.ven this data, the 
international authority, working 
again with the individual coun- 
tries, would map out a production 
program under which each coun- 
try would produce those commodi- 
ties it was able to produce most 
effiicently. 


Exchange of Food. 


This program would involve a 
certain amount of exchange of 
food among countries. The inter- 
national authority would establish 
import and export quotas designed 
to divide the trade equitably 
among the various surplus-produc- 
ing nations. 


Such a program would involve 
readjustments in production pat- 
terns in most countries. Europe, 
for example, would reduce the pro- 
duction of cereals, which North 
and South America can produce 
more cheaply, but increase the 
production of fruits and vegetables 
and dairy products.

GAIN IN SHIPS BY 1944 
+ TO BE MORE THAN NAVY 
HAD IN ‘42, KNOX SAYS 


SYRACUSE, N. Y. 

April 17 (AP). 
ECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
KNOX said today the Amer- 
ican Navy at the year’s end 
will be augmented by more 
ships “than comprised the en- 

tire fleet at the end of 1942.” 

Addressing industrialists at a 
Chamber of Commerce lunch- 
eon, Knox asserted each ship 
will have a far greater striking 
power than before the war — 
“every battleship has more than 
100 times the striking power 
against enemy striking from the 
air.” 

Knox said yesterday that the 
Navy had been reorganized : 
into seven fleets, one of which 
is operating in the Australian 
area, 


would require the power and funds 
to provide financial assistance and 
technical aid to backWard nations 
in developing their resources. 
Another duty would be supervi- 
sion of an ever-normal granary 
supply of basic commodities for 
use in event of crop failures and 
other emergencies.

Americans’ Proposals. 

Indicative of the thinking of 
American officials on the postwar 
food problem is a report on post- 
war agricultural objectives issued 
by the office of foreign agricul- 
tural relations of the Agriculture 
Department. 


It lists the following requisi 
for an international program: 


1. Adjustment of production 
meet the recognized human needs 
of all classes of people in 
that producers may utilize and 
pand their productive capacity. 


2. Maintenance of an adequ 
supply of primary raw mate 
at all times to meet primary cc 
sumer needs. 

3. Access of all nations to 
export surpluses of primary 
materials on terms of equality. 

4. Maintenance of stable 
equitable international prices fe 
commodities in order that produ 
ers may receive prices adequate 
assure production to meet 
sumer needs.

Although last night’s heavy loss 
approached 10 per cent of the raid- 
ing force, a figure regarded as too 
high if sustained over a long pe- 
riod, authorities here believed it 
was not out of proportion to the 
damage done to such vital enemy 
targets. 


It was the fifty-sixth raid of the 
war on Mannheim, home of great 
war industries, which is connectéd 
with Ludwigshaven by a bridge 
across the Rhine. One of the prin- 
cipal bomber objectives in Lud- 
wigshaven is the I, G. Farbenin- 
dustrie, one of the world’s greatest 
chemical manufacturers.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, April 18 (Sunday) 
(AP).—A small formation of Lib- 
erators bombing Amboina in the 
East Indies archipelago encoun- 
tered spirited opposition Saturday, 
shooting down four of the 12 in- 
tercepting Japanese fighter planes 
and damaging another. 

The Liberators raided at dusk, 
setting fires in the dock and water- 
front areas of the former big 
Dutch naval base. The fires were 
followed by explosions. 

The battle with the interceptors 
ranged over much of Amboina 
Island, which is in the Banda Sea 
some 600 miles above Darwin, Aus- 
tralia. The raid was reported in 
today’s noon communique, 

A single Liberator bomber on 
reconnaissance off New Ireland 
sighted a 5000-ton Japanese ship in 
the Bismarck Sea, 90 miles south- 
west of Kavieng. The Liberator 
bombed the vessel but was not able 
to observe the results. 

A 1000-ton cargo vessel was at- 
tacked by another reconnaissance 
bomber at Bogia Bay, on New 
Guinea’s north coast between 
Wewak and Madang. Results were 
not observed.

MORE SHORTENING ALLOTTED

this quarter—April, May and June

Administration announced today. 
This allocation, which represents 
an increase from the 70 per cent 
ration originally granted under the 
fats program, will be made possible 
by issuing additional ration points 
before June 1 for use that month, 
the Office of Price Administration 
said. 

The American Bakers’ Associa- 
tion said the reallocation was 
“vital not only to the continued 
existence of 30,000 small  busi- 
nesses employing 300,000 persons 
but to the success of the whole 
wartime food plan.” Its statement 
said the curtailment of shorten- 
ing had threatened a reduction of 
virtually one-half in the supply of 
bakery products.

Crowd in Courtroom

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 17 
(AP).—George W. Welsh Jr. was 
acquitted today of a charge he bat- 
tered and hacked his pretty sister, 
Leila Adele, to death in her bed- 
room two years ago. 

Welsh smiled happily as the Cir- 
cuit Court jury reported its verdict 
of acquittal, then he turned to 
comfort his mother weeping with 


relief. The mother, Mrs. Marie 
Fleming Welsh, a witness in his 


defense, buried her face on his 
shoulder. 

The acquittal ended a two-week 
trial in which the State through 


circumstantial evidence sought to 
convict Welsh of the killing. 

On Sunday, March 9, 1941, the 
young woman’s body was found in 
her bed by her mother as she 
went to call her daughter for 
church. The daughter’s skull had 
been crushed, her throat slashed 
and the body otherwise mutilated. 

Saying he always knew he would 
be freed if tried by respectable 
citizens, Welsh thanked the jurors 
today and shook their hands. Then 
he told newspaper men he was 
ready to go to the Army. 

Nearly a year ago Welsh was ex- 
onerated at a preliminary hearing 
before a Justice of Peace but the 
State re-charged him with first de- 
gree murder, insisting on a jury 
trial. 

One of the first persons to rush 
to his side after the acquittal to- 
day was his other sister, Mrs. 
Mary Frances Turner, who like his 
mother had testified of his devo- 
tion to his sister. Spectators 
cheered the verdict.

Preparing for ‘Lockout’ 
of Miners Expected on 


May 1. 


NEW YORK, April 17 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
charged here:late today that, if 
soft coal wage negotiations are 
deadlocked, “it is only true because 
there is a conspiracy on the part 
of large financial interests and na- 
tional politicians to prevent a set- 
tlement on the basis of fact and 
merit.” 

He made the statement at a gen- 
eral press conference after Dr. 
John R. Steelman, head of the 
United States Conciliation service, 
had declared the negotiations with 
Northern Appa‘achian coal opera- 
tors dealocked following adjourn- 
ment of this afternoon’s session. 

Just before Lewis made his 
charge, Charles O'Neill, spokesman 
for .the operators, had said that 
collective bargaining and concilia- 
tion had failed. The wage confer- 
ences began here both for northern 
and southern coal fields March 10. 

Lewis charged that “railroads 
of the country are preparing in ad- 
vance for the national lockout of 
mine workers which they expect to 
accrue on May 1.” 

Statement by Lewis. 

Said Lewis: “If it is true as Mr. 
Charles O’Neill alleges that col- 
lective bargaining and _ concilia- 
tion has failed in this conference, 
it is only true because there is a 
conspiracy on the part of large 
financial interests and national 
politicians to prevent a settlement 
on the basis of fact and merit. The 
basis of that conspiracy in this 
conference is the captive steel in- 
terests dominated here by the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

“Mine workers have brought to 
the attention of representatives of 
the Government in this conference 
that the railroads of. the country 
are preparing in advance for the 
national lockout of mine workers, 
which they expect to accrue on 
May 1. They are holding on track 
storage thousands of cars of bit- 
uminous coal which they are se- 
questering in addition to the usage 
of usual facilities in the rolling 
stock for supplying their current 
needs, 

“We have given Dr, Steelman a 


in track storage by seven rail- 
roads. These cars hold an average 
of 55 tons each. This is in ad- 
dition to the ground storage of 
these railroads and the coal for 
current requirements on their part. 

“These cars are taken out of 
current traffic uses and they in- 
dicate the degree to which the in- 
dustry is preparing for the stop- 
page of coal production in line 
with Mr. O'Neill’s statement that 
no agreement is possible here. 
Many of these cars are foreign to 
the railroad on which they are 
held, 

Inquiry Requested. 

“We have requested the Govern- 
ment to investigate this startling 
condition. I assert it symbolizes 
the conspiracy to prevent a settle- 
ment here and decline to consider 
the mine worker's demands on 
the basis of merit. We're advised 
that the accumulation of coal will 
continue until the end of the 
month, We point out that by that 
period availability of equipment 
will be greatly limited with econ- 
omic repercussions in many in- 
dustries.

POR MILK TRUCKS. 
10 GITY APPROVED 


Committee Finds 509 Be- 
ing Used for Task That 


400 Operating at Capac- 
ity Could Do. 


Revision of schedules for trucks 
hauling milk from farms to St. 
Louis distributors, to save 2,150,000 
truck miles a year, has been ap- 
proved by the Office of Defense 
Transportation, A. D. Mason, dis- 
trict manager of the ODT trans- 
port division, announced yesterday. 
The new program, which is to 
be put into effect in one area ata 
time, has no relation to the retail 
distribution of milk. 

It was found that 509 trucks had 
been used to haul the milk pro- 
duced on 8000 farms to the St. 
Louis market, and that the same 
task could be performed by 400 
trucks operating to capacity on re- 
vised schedules. 

The new plan was devised by 
the St. Louis Milk Transportation 
Committee with the assistance of 
Dr.. R. W. Bartlett and R. J. 
Mutti of the University of Illinois 
and Dr. Herman M. Haag and J. 
E. Crosby of the University of 
Missouri. 

Meetings are to be held in each 
area before the plan is put into 
effect, to explain it to farmers and 
give them the opportunity to offer 
suggestions. The co-operation of 
county farm agents and county 
transportation committees will be 
sought to help carry out the plan. 

“New trucks are almost impos- 
sible to obtain,” Mason said, “and 
with the increased shortage of 
necessary parts, present trucks are 
difficult to keep in proper repair. 
Any trucks temporarily suspended 
by this plan will be needed to serve 
as replacements for present equip- 
ment. By the most efficient use of 
the trucks remaining in operation, 
the high quality of milk for St. 
Louis consumers should be main- 
tained and the supply should be un- 
interrupted.”

70 Pct. of 13-Billion Goal Subscribed Largely 
by Big Investors—‘Double Measure’ Asked 
of Men and Women on the Job. 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—Announcing that the second war 
loan drive had rolled up a total 
of nine billion dollars in subscrip- 


tions by the close of business Fri- 
day, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau cautioned today that 
this figure, although 70 per cent 
of the 13 billion dollar goal, was 
in one way misleading. 

“It is made up to a great extent 
of very large purchases—by insti- 
tutions, life insurance companies, 
etc.—whose officers recognize war 
bonds as sound investment for 
funds in their care,” said Morgen- 
thau. 

“This means that the pace set 
cannot be maintained throughout 
the drive, from the standpoint of 
dollars and cents, since many of 
the institutions, groups, and large 
investors have already subscribed 
to the full limit. 

“Much of the remaining four 
billion dollars must come straight 
from the people—from the men 
and women who have new jobs in 
shipyards and on war production 
lines: from the men and women 
who are still at their old jobs.and 
who are asked now to contribute 
in double measure as America pre- 
pares for its great offensive. 

“Up to this point, I am sorry to 


say that our reports do not reflect 
purchases by the individual buyer 
of small denomination bonds in an 
amount as great as we expect and 
must have,“ said Morgenthau. 


Figures released by the Treas- 
ury showed that the ordinary in- 
vestor of such small denomina- 
tion bonds had bought $904,000,- 
000 worth of securities—less than 
half the two-billion dollar goal set 
unofficially at the beginning of the 
drive for this class of buyer.

Eisenhower’s deputy in charge of 
land operations, earlier had cited 
Gen. Patton for the work of the 
Second Corps, saying that it had 
executed assigned tasks, foremost 
of which was to secure Gafsa as 
an administrative base for the 
Eighth Army. 

Gen, Alexander expressed “grati- 
tude and thanks” to Gen. Patton, 
his staff and his men for “their 
loyal support and active co-opera- 
tion in the part they played in 
this great victory.” 

Axis Supply Difficulties. 

Of Allied aerial and: naval 
tions, Gen. Eisenhower said: 

“Admiral (Sir Andrew Browne) 
Cunningham estimates tnat by 
combined Allied sea and air action, 
approximately 50 per cent of the 
shipping carrying supplies to Af- 


ac- 


rica has been destroyed. 

“It has been obvious since the 
start of the campaign that Tunisia 
is the key position of the African 
campaign. We landed and were 
mainly concerned only in securing 
Oran, Algiers and Casablanca. We 
did not bring along heavy forces, 
equipped for a drive eastward.” 

He then explained that Lieut. 
Gen. K. A. N. Anderson’s British 
First Army was only a small force 
which had “taken great risks” in 
an effort to seize Tunis late last 
fall from under the nose of the 
Axis. 

“Great Results” Obtained. 

“That early drive did obtain 
great results, although it did not 
reach Tunis,” he said. “It crowd- 
ed the Germans into a narrow 
front and provided lines from 
which we were able to hammer 
Rommel’s supply lines and never 
let him gather enough strength to 
stand against the British Eighth 
Army. 

“The results in the air have been 
astounding. For example on April 
10, our air forces destroyed 63 
German planes in the air, sank 
one Italian cruiser and damaged 
another.” 

Both Air Marshal Sir Arthur 
Tedder, air commander, and Lieut. 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, chief of the 
Northwest African Air Forces, at- 
tended the conference. 

Gen. Eisenhower estimated the 
Allied air campaign had drawn 25 
per cent of the German fighter 
strength to the Mediterranean and 
Marshal Tedder nodded agree- 
ment. 

Taking up the recent breaking 
of the Mareth Line in Southern 
Tunisia, Gen. Eisenhower asserted 
the operations had been a perfect 
example of what “co-operation of 
land, sea and air forces could do.”

Flying Fortresses bombed the 
Sicilian harbor of Palermo again, 
scoring direct hits or damaging 
near misses on »ix merchant ves- 
sels and two destroyers. 
Nineteen enemy planes were 
destroyed in combat over Tunisia 
and the coastal waters, 12 of 
them by the Desert Air Force, 
while the Allies reported eight 
planes missing. 

Their day convoys of Junkers- 
52 transports from Sicily almost 
wiped out by American Light- 
nings the past week, the Ger- 
mans now are trying to operate 
this air service at night, but 
Hurricanes broke up a forma- 
tion of JU-52s with one JU-88 
Thursday night and destroyed 
two planes. ° 


Raids in Tunisia. 


Aerial operations at the front 
were carried out by Spitfire-escort- 
ed American Bostons light bomb- 
ers which swept over enemy con- 
centrations in dry riverbeds. 
American Lightnings bombed 
three ships from low level and 
blew up a large barge, all in a cove 
near Cape Serrat. 
Mitchells and Marauders plas- 
tered Oudna air field south of 
Tunis and destroyed six to eight 
trucks and a nearby railway sta- 
tion. 
American Liberators struck at 
Catania harbor on the east coast 
of Sicily in daylight yesterday, 
scoring a direct hit on a tanker 
and causing fires and explosions in 
the vicinity of the oil storage de- 
pot gas works and railway station. 

Malta-based planes attacked a 
convoy off Palermo last night and 
reported scoring a torpedo hit on 
a supply ship. 

Delineation of Front. 

The present - Tunisian front 
starts at the northern coast east 
of Cape Serrat, approximately 25 
miles west of Bizerte; it proceeds 
30 miles southward to Oum 
Guerinat, thence eastward seven 
miles to jebel Ang and then 
southeast eight miles through 
Heidous to Foume Saint Eloi, 
four miles northeast of Medjez-el- 
Bab. From there it runs 18 miles 
south to a point north of Bou 
Arada, 16 miles southwest past 
Djebel Mansour, thence 10 miles 
southeast to Djebel Chirich, and 
33 miles due east’ through 
Djebibina to a point south of 
Enfidaville.

CHICAGO, April 17 (AP).—Ches- 
ter Margalus’ Victory garden pro- 
duced a more explosive answer to 
the Axis than he expected.

they performed well. It was ob- 
vious from the start that the 
Eighth Army, with six trained di- 
visions, would have tc be the 
spearhead of any thrust. 
Three American Tasks, 

“The Americans were given the 
job of doing three things: (1) To 
draw off Axis strength from the 
Mareth Line by pushing forward 
in the El Guetar region; (2) Es- 
tablishing a large supply base for 
the Eighth Army so that when 
Gen. Montgomery’s forces broke 
through, they would have the 
power to keep going; and (3) To 
capture air fields that could give 
cover for the Eighth Army drive. 

“Because they accomplished 
these tasks successfully, Gen. 
Montgomery was able to smash 
through the German defenses, 
catching Rommel by surprise.” 

Gen. Eisenhower said Rommel 
was caught by surprise because 
the Germans believed the Highth 
Army was not ready for the big 
push. 

“Meanwhile in the -north, the 
First Army carried out a series of 
attacks successfully engaging the 
Germans in that area,” he said, 
“as a result of this combined ef- 
fort, there was nothing for Rom- 
mel to do but run like hell when 
the Eighth Army broke through, 
which he did. 

“TI regard Gen. Alexander's dis- 
position of troops as a fine ex- 
ample of military work,” Gen, 
Eisenhower said. 

He was lavish in his praise of 
the American and British air 
forces which, he said, made the 
ground advances possible. He said 
that Admiral Cunningham had re- 
ported that Royal Navy subma- 
rines alone had “sunk more than 
1,000,000 tons of Axis shipping in 
the Mediterranean since the start 
of the war.” 

Gen. Eisenhower warned _ that 
hard fighting could be expected 
from now on. 

“Rommel is a master of light 
flak and he has concentrated great 
quantities of it in the bridgehead, 
which has made air operations dif- 
ficult,” he said. 

“No one must underestimate the 
fighting qualities of the German 
soldier which, combined with the 
lavish use of mines, is certain to 
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make progress slow.” 

He disclosed that the American 
Second Corps had captured 25,000 
land mines and 150 machine guns 
in addition to the prisoners and 
other material.

member of the board, who dissent- 
ed on the ground that the increase 
should have been larger. 

The increase has not taken ef- 
cet, Morse said, because a price 
ceiling is involved and a final rul- 
ing is being awaited from the 
Director of Economic Stabilization, 
James F. Byrnes. 


Morse, in his dissenting opinion, 
declared that America’s economy 
“is a dynamic one and cannot be 
successfully controlled by econom- 
ic strait jackets.” The lumber 
workers need the extra increase 
for the “necessities of life,” he 
maintained. 

His opinion disclosed that the 
WLB had voted to uphold a direc- 
tive order of its West Coast Lum- 
ber Commission in the “pine cases” 


involving 86 companies. 


That order, made public March 
23, granted a 7% cents an hour 
wag. increase, with certain excep- 


tions. Morse and the three labor 
members of the WLB favored an 
additional 2% cent increase. 

Morse said he had voted to deny 
“a great many wage increases” 
whenever he was convinced they 
were inflationary. 

But in this case, he said, the ad- 
ditional. increase was needed for 
maximum production of lumber for 
the war effort, and because of “ex- 


tra expenses to which many Ilum- 
ber workers are put because of 
the nature of their work and the 
conditions under which they must 
live.” 

Morse, who is Dean of the Uni- 
versity of Oregon Law School, said 
he is sufficiently familiar with con- 
ditions in the lumber industry in 
the Pacific Northwest to justify 
his taking judicial notice of the 
fact that the money would go to 
the purchase of the necessities of 
life. 

Morse said there can be no ques- 
tion that general wage increases 
of an inflationary nature must be 
not be granted, but he insisted 
that “flexible principles must be 
applied in controlling and regu- 


lating wartime wage policies.”

Regulations on Statement. 
The McNutt-Byrnes order provid- 
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ed that statements of availability 
be issued whenever the worker: 
“1. Is discharged by his last 
employer, 
“2. Is laid off for an indefinite 
period or for a period of seven 
Or more days. 


“3. Can establish that his pres- 
ent employment does not utilize 
him at his highest skill or that 
he is not being employed at full 
time.” 


But the order forbade issuance 
of a statement “solely on the 
ground that the individual's wage 
or salary rate is substantially less 
than that prevailing in the locality 
for the same or substantially sim- 
ilar work.” ‘ 


It directed that the statement 
show the worker’s name, the. name 
and address of the issuing em- 
ployer or WMC officer and office, 
the date of issuance, and “a state- 
ment to the effect that the worker 
may be hired elsewhere in an es- 
sential activity.” 

“The inclusion by an employer 
on such notice of any information 
other than that required by this 
regulation shall be deemed to be 
a violation of this regulation,” the 
order said in an apparent attempt 
to prevent inclusion of critical 
comment from disgruntled em- 
ployers. 

Binds Workers Also. 


Emphasizing that its terms bind 
employes as well as employers, the 
order said: “No individual shall 
accept new employment with an 
employer if the employer is pro- 
hibited from hiring him under this 
regulation.” 


i 


in this regulation shall be con- 
strued to prejudice existing rights 
of an employe under any agree- 
ment with his employer.” McNutt 
said this provision was adopted 
merely to “protect seniority rights.” 

By imposing controls over work- 
er-shifts from one employer to an- 
other, the regulations acted to 
plug the most obvious weakness 
in wage control as exercised by 
the War Labor Board. 

The WLB was empowered to 
hold down wage increases by an 
employer to persons he already 
had hired, but it was powerless to 
prevent an employer from ._taking 
on new workers at increased pay 
scales or to prevent workers from 
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getting increases by shifting to 
new employers.

Congress three times has refused 
to vote McNutt funds which he

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—The Senate War Investigating 
(Truman) Committee may lay be- 
fore Congress Monday a report on 
steel production embodying the of- 
ficial attitude of the War Produc- 
tion Board, Navy and Maritime 
Commission on relaxation of in- 
spection specifications. 

Hugh Fulton, comrsittee counsel, 
told reporters today such a report 
is in process of preparation. He 
was questioned about the action 
of WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel- 
son in telegraphing steel com- 
panies not to “lean over back- 
ward” in enforcing specification 
rules lest it slow production of 
needed steel plate. 

A hold-the-line policy, involving 
rigid adherence to current speci- 
fications unless and until they are 
modified by Government purchas- 
ing agencies, was put forward by 
some members of the Truman 
Committee. 

Taking the stand that ships and 
other war equipment must not be 
endangered by the use of ma- 
terial lacking in strength, they 
said that if the standards are 
higher than necessary they should 
be officially lowered by the Navy, 
Army and Maritime Commission, 
not arbitrarily by steel company 
inspectors. 

“The issue is pretty simple from 
our standpoint,” Senator Burton 
(Rep.), Ohio, said. “We aren’t 
trying to write the Navy’s speci- 
fications. But as long as the Navy 
or the Army or the Maritime 
Commission says they want steel 
plate of certain specifications, we 
want to help them get it. If the 
specifications are higher than are 
actually needed, let the Govern- 
ment lower them, or allow bigger 
tolerances—and reduce the price 
accordingly.”

A Month Produced at Plant Here

One St. Louis factory is produc- 
ing more bombs than the 10,000 
tons per month being dropped on 
Germany, Lieut. Col. Richard W. 


Coward, executive officer of the 
St. Louis Ordnance District, told 
t Missouri Junior Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday “at its war 
conference at the DeSoto Hotel. . 

He later identified the plant as 
the Midwest Piping & Supply Co., 
Inc., 1450 South Second street, 
which received an Army-Navy E 
pennant Friday for meritorious 
production. 

Stressing the vital role played 
by this region in war production, 
Col. Coward reported that no less 
than 81 ordnance items are being 
manufactured in Missouri, ranging 
from tanks and 1000-pound bombs 
to little arming wires for airplane 
bombs made in a hairpin factory. 

In this connection he paid trib- 
ute to the achievements of smaller 
plants in the eight and one-half 
states comprising the St. Louis 
Ordnance District. The law pro- 
vides that war contracts may give 
smaller plants a higher price than 
larger plants, on the theory that 
smaller units cannot operate so 
economically, he said, but this 
extra allowance has not proved 
necessary in this district. “Some 
of our lowest-cost producers will 
be found among the very smallest 
plants that we have,” he reported. 

Out of some 12 or 13 million dol- 
lars’ worth of contracts awarded 
from the St. Louis District last 
month, he continued, only $275,000 
went to plants employing more 
than 500 people. 

Col. Coward pointed out that 
American-made bombs can be used 
not only by the Army and the 
Navy Air Corps but by the British 
air force. All American bombs are 
equipped with two sets of lugs. On 
one side are two lugs which fit all 
Ameri¢an Army and Navv planes, 
including American-built ships 


used by the British. On the other 
side is a single lug which fits Brit- 
ish-built planes. “Thus, a bomb 
built right here in St. Louis will 
fit our Army and Navy or the Brit- 
ish air force. That is real team 
work.” 

The speaker denied reports that 
German 60-ton tank had caught the 
United States by surprise. “We 
‘enew about the German tank eight 
months before it appeared on the 
field,” he asserted, adding that the 
United States a year ago produced 
a 60-ton tank which was tested 
by our field forces and turned 
down because firepower was too 
small in proportion to weight. 

Referring to criticism of the 
quality of smal] arms ammunition 
being produced, Col. Coward de- 
clared: “In this connection, you 
will be interested in knowing that 
the Chief of Ordnance received re- 
quests from the South Pacific to 
have some defective ammunition 
shipped over there so that the ma- 
chine gun crews could be rtained 
in clearing gun stoppages. The am- 
munition shipped them Caused so 
few stoppages that they were not 
adequately trained enough to know 
what to do in the heat of battle.” 

He concluded by saying that 
more than 100 rounds of small 
arms ammunition—ammunition ur’; 
to and including 50 caliber for 
rifles, pistols, automatic rifles and 
machine guns— were produced 
every second in February, and “the 
figure is probably considerably 
greater today.” 

Basil Henriques, magistrate of 
the East London Juvenile Courts, in 
another address, described the 
blitz on England, emphasizing the 
appalling effect of bombing on 
adolescents. As one who served 
in the first tank attaok in the 
last war, he said, he would rather 
be in battle than in the awful sus- 
pense of a blackout expecting the 
next bomb any moment.

The company formerly had 12 
hamburger stands in St. Louis, all 
of them open all night, he said, 
but has been forced to close two 
of them and keep only three of 
the remainder open all night in the 
past few weeks, Late night hours 
at those three probably will be 
eliminated shortly, he added.

Butcher Says He Sold. 4 
Pork Chops Point Free 
Because They Were 
About to Spoil. 


Complaints that Hardesty’s Mas- 
ter Market, 10,005 Manchester road, 
Royal Oak, had sold four pork 
chops without meat coupons and 
that the Bohn-Lenartz Co., whole- 
sale food dealer, 812 North Broad- 
way, had overdrawn its ration 
banking account 75,000 points last 
month were taken under advise- 
ment by OPA Commissioner Israel 
Treiman at the conclusion of hear- 
ings yesterday. 

If the ration banking charge, 
first of its kind in this area, is 
sustained, the Behn-Lenartz Co. 
may be suspended from dealing in 
any rationed product, it was ex- 
plained by OPA attorneys. 

The OPA introduced in evidence 
copies of four checks made out by 
the company for 270,000 points and 
also a bank statement of the com- 
pany’s ration account for March, 
showing a maximum point balance 
of 20,600 and overdrafts totaling 
75,686 at the end of the month. 
The statement showed also that 
two checks were drawn before 
any deposit was made. 

Henry M. Bohn, president, testi- 
fied he had had no intention of ob- 
taining foodstuffs without ration 
points, that he had expected to 
have enough points to cover over- 
drafts by borrowing points on in- 
ventory. He added that a member 
of the ration board had told him 
he might make such borrowings. 

The food for which the checks 
were written, he said, had been or- 
dered on unexpired contracts and 
he had expected shipments in Feb- 
ruary before the points had to be 
presented. A teller at the bank, 
he added, had informed a com- 
pany representative that the bank 
expected “everybody to be over- 
drawn the first month” of ration 
banking. 

Moreover, he said, his son, who 
had taken’ care of details of book- 
keeping, had gone into the army, 
and he himself had been too busy’ 
to give all his attention to book- 
keeping matters. One of the 
checks, for 153,180 points, had not 
been “cashed,” he told Treiman, 
adding that the 75,000-point over- 
draft had been reduced to 34,000 
points.. 

Oliver J. Hardesty, owner of 
Hardesty’s market, testified that 
he had been unaware of the sale 
of four pork chops without ration 
* points, as he had left such matters 
to the butcher. 

The butcher testified he had mis- 
understood OPA regulations per- 
mitting sale of food in immediate 
danger of spoiling at reduced point 
and dollar prices. He said the 
four pork chops, sold to a customer 
who turned out to be an OPA in- 
vestigator, were part of a lot of 
frozen chops, subject to spoilage, 
and that in fact he had had to 
throw away the rest because no 
one would buy them. 

It is expected that Treiman will 
announce his decisions tomorrow, 
together with decisions on com- 
plaints charging two restaurants 
with violations of rationing regu- 
lations by reporting stocks of 
canned and processed food less 
than amounts actually on hand. 
The restaurants are Ruggeri’s, 2300 
Edwards street, and Van MHorn’s 
Farm, 9251 Litzsinger road, Brent- 
wood. 


CASUALTIES REACH 


U. S. FROM ALASKA 
ON DAY WOUNDED 


VANCOUVER, Wash., April 17 
(AP).—Speed in the air enables 
the Army to bring wounded men 
from the Alaskan war zone—where 
most of the casualties are from 
aerial action—to Barnes Hospital 
here within 12 hours after the men 
return to base from a battle mis- 
gion. 

The time-saving, and life-saving, 
use of aerial ambulances was dis- 
closed by Army officers today in 
the first official press inspection 
of the 52-byilding hospital. 

“There have been cases where a 
man has reached us before mid- 
night of the same day ‘he was 
wounded in the Alaska theater,” 
said Lieut. Col. Seth M. Kerron, 
executive officer at the hospital. 
“Our ambulances meet the planes, 
one of which sometimes carries 
as many as 15 wounded, and in a 
very brief time patients are under 
our care. 

“This naturally improves their 
chances of recovery, as a general 
hospital has facilities which could 
not be maintained in the field.” 

Since the 1000-bed hospital open- 
ed April 16, 1941, it has treated 
10,000 patients in cases of all kinds 
from the Pacific Northwest and 
Alaska areas. It has three com- 
pletely equipped operating rooms. 
An officer said the surgical staff 
frequently performs as many as 
15 operations in a single morning. 

Patients also arrive by slower 
méans of transportation when 
speed is not essential for their

St. Louisan Tells How Submarine 
Was Hemmed in by Foe’s Warship 


Lay Deep and Quiet While 


Japanese Dropped 
Depth Bombs All 
Around, He Relates on 
Visit Here. 


For several hourg one day last 
autumn Kenneth N. Cost, a Navy 
submarine torpedoman, was pretty 
sure he would never see St. Louig 
again, 

It happened in the Southwest 
Pacific, the 25-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Cost, 1808a South 
Compton avenue, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday. Cost’s 
submarine had torpedoed a Japa- 
nese warship, and was slipping 
away when “several other enemy 
ships” appeared and began drop- 
ping depth charges. The subma- 
rine was hemmed in, he said. 

“We lay deep and quiet,” Cost 
related, “that’s all a submarine can 
do at a time like that. Our en- 
gines and motors, of course, were 
turned off because ahy sound 
could be picked up by the enemy. 
And once they pick you up they’ve 
got you dead to rights. 


How to Tell Abor* Depth Bombs. 


“It wag plenty hot down there. 
The fans, naturally, were turned 
off. We just sat and waited and 
sweated. Every few minutes a 
depth charge would go off near 
us. You can tell about depth 
bombs; it’s like this: Suppose 
you’re- standing in a_ “steel 
locker’ with the door closed. Sup- 
pose somebody gives the side of 
the locker a smack—that’s the ex- 
plosion. And then suppose he

throws a tub of water against the 
side of the locker—that’s the other 
sound of the charge. 

“If you hear the explosion you 
know the bomb has gone off. And 
if you hear the rumble like the 


‘water—why then you know you're 


lucky. You know the bomb missed 
your submarine. When you're hit 
all you hear is the explosion.” 


Cost said he did not know how 
long they lay down there listen- 
ing to the charges exploding and 
rumbling all around the ship. It 
was long enough, though, “to scare 
the socks off everyone of us.” 
Finally, he said, the explosions 
stopped, and after another long, 
careful wait, the submarine crept 
away to safety. Later, he said, 
they learned the Japanese ‘had 


been diverted by American air- 
craft. 

Cost said that wasn’t the first 
time he had been depth bombed 
since he joined the Navy in April, 
1939—but it was the worst. Men 
in the submarine service, he said, 
learn to expect depth bombing 
just ag they learn to go as long as 
40 days at a time without seeing 
the sun. On patrol, he pointed out, 
a submarine surfaces only at 
night. 

Home for the first time in more 
than two years, Cost brought with 


|him not only a bride from Nor- 


wich, Conn,., but a generous mus- 
tache. He had a beard, he said, 
until he went on patrol in the 
Southwest Pacific. “I had to shave 
it off,” he explained, “in that heat 
it was wet all the time.”

SYMPHONY MUST 
PAY CITY $12,000 
RENT Thi YEAR 


Mrs. Gaylord, Chairman. 
Tells of Need for Every 


Cent in Current Drive 


for $125,000. 


The St. Louis Symphony Society 
must return to its practice of pay- 
ing the city $12,500 a year for use 
of the Municipal Auditorium Opera 
House during the 1943-44 concert 
season, Mrs. Clifford W. Gaylord, 
chairman of the baord of directors, 
said yesterday, in discussing the 
society’s current campaign to raise 
$125,000 for support of the orches- 
tra next season. 


She explained that the orchestra 
used the Opera House last season 
rent free, under an agreement with 
the city, and in return gave four 
free concerts in the Auditorium 
Convention Hall, which were at- 
tended by about 30,000 persons, 
who were guests of the city and 
the Symphony Society. 

Mrs. Gaylord described the city’s 
free rental policy of last season as, 


“kind and generous,” and pointed 
out there was a definite under- 
standing that the arrangement 
would last only for the last sea- 
son, when the Society was “in a 
period of financia] stress.” 

“It will be recalled,” the chair- 
man said, “that we entered the 
1942-43 season under a handicap of 
a long continuing deficit. This 
was erased by one generous indi- 
vidual, who, in return, was prom- 
ised that in the future the orches- 
tra would live within its budget. 
By omitting usual rental charges 
the city aided very substantially 
in enabling us to end the season 
on a debt-free basis.” 

Mrs. Gaylord said that the only 
way that the orchestra could oper- 
ate on a pay-as-you-go basis next 
season is to raise $120,000, at least. 
“Every dollar by which the goal 
is exceeded,” she said, “will per- 
mit us to raise the standards of 
the orchestra and to make a great- 
er contribution to the cultural] life 
of the city.” 

The campaign is scheduled to 
end May 1. Next season will be 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra’s sixty-fourth,

ter the world after the war,” Je-

Missouri Diorama. 

A diorama showing the types of 
life in Missouri during the Devon- 
ian Age, many million years ago, 
prepared by Jack Beamer and a 
group from Cote Brilliante High 
School, was explained by Bill 
Rickard. “During the Devonian 
Age,” he said, “the age of fishes, 
Missouri was covered by a vast 
sea. The living things here were 
then moluscs, sponges, coral and 
such simple forms of life as the 
cephalopods, brachiopods and tri- 
lobites.” 

In a talk illustrated by lantern 
slides, John Day of Central High 
School said, “Man can look to the 
future for heredity rather than the 
past. With the increasing knowl- 
edge of science on the secrets of 
life, we will soon be able to pro- 
duce a race of supermen.” His 
last word was illustrated by a re- 
production of the comic strip char- 
acter which appears daily in the 
Post-Dispatch.

SCHOOL JOB CLASSIFICATION 


Comptroller James J. Lee is 
drafting a revised schedule of job 
classifications for non-instruction- 
al employes of the St. Louis Board 
of Education, excepting those 
whose wages are determined by 
union scales. Lee said yesterday 
he hoped to have the revision in 
shape for submission to the board 
at its May meeting. 


Lee said he had not determined 
how many employes would be af- 
fected under the proposed new 
schedule. 

In discussions of wage increases 
granted recently by. the board, 
amounting to about $9600 for non- 
instructional employes and an es- 
timated $33,000 for teachers earn- 
ing $1900 annually or less for the 
rest of the fiscal year ending June 
30, it was brought out that em- 
ployes with similar duties are paid 
varying wages in different depart- 
ments. A clerk of the first rank 


in the finance department, for in- 
stance, receives $1900, while a clerk 
with a similar rating in the audit- 
ing department receives $1600.

Yanks Built Up Big Supply Dumps 
Around Gafsa for Use by 8th Army 


Freed British of Long Route From Egypt— 
Americans Defended Prize Against 
Strong German Attack. 


By NOLAND NORGAARD 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 31 (de- 
layed) (AP).—Hundreds of tons of 
supplies—ammunition, motor fuel, 
food and other requisites of mod- 
ern warfare—awaited the British 
Eighth Army when, after a his- 
tory-making advance, it joined 
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hands with the United States 
troops in Central Tunisia. 

This is the story that could not 
be told before—the story of care- 
ful planning, then swift action that 
piled up vast stores of war mate- 
rials for Gen. Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s warriors, ready for use 
the moment they made the junc- 
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tion with the Americans. 

When the American Second 
Army Corps of Lieut. Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr. recently rolled south- 
ward and a badly outnumbered 
Axis garrison fled quickly, it 
seemed to the casual observer the 
Americans were using a sledge 
hammer to swat a fly. The Ameri- 
cans moved swiftly to block an 
expected Axis counterblow. United 
States infantry seized a stronghold 
east of El Guetar on the Gabes 
road and an armored column 
smashed through Sened and Mak- 
nassy to block the other avenue 
of attack. 

Close behind the Army came the 
greatest fleet of motor transport 
yet mustered in the Tunisian cam- 
paign—hundreds of trucks rolling 
southward laden with. materials 


it arrived. Long convoys arrived 
during night and day. 

The stores they piled up in a 
few days would have been a rich 
prize for Marshal Erwin Rommel! 
and perhaps he knew it, for soon 
there came slashing tank assault 
on United States infantry positions 
near El] Guetar. It was a daring 
gamble and it might have won but 
for the gallantry of the American 
soldiers who remained at their 


|posts and battled the tanks at 


point-blank range with every weap- 
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on available after the panzer 
thrust had made a seven-mile pene- 
tration into the lines. 

That stand saved the dumps cre- 
ated to free Gen. Montgomery 
from further dependence on sup- 
ply lines stretching far behind him 
to Egypt and assured him ready 
access to material needed for a 
sustained pursuit of Axis troops 
retreating northward. 

The recapture of Gafsa, which 
had been evacuated a month be- 
fore, was the first tangible product 
of the present unified command of 
the Allied armies in Tunisia under 
Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, to 
whom both Montgomery and Pat- 
ton immediately are responsible. 

The actual contact by 
ground route between Americans 
and the Eighth Army first was 
made two months ago when 
bronzed survivors of an ambushed, 
British desert patrol came from 
the vicinity of Gabes, where an 
Axis patrol had captured their 
jeeps. 

A few others soon followed, driv- 
ing their jeeps wide around the 
Afrika Korps positions through 
the desert to reach the American 
lines. It was not a route, however, 
for heavy traffic and the Eighth 
Army could be supplied from the 
west only when the Axis forces 
were routed from southern Tunisia. 


dt was disclosed yesterday by 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower that 
one of the tasks assigned to the 
American Second Army Corps in 
Tunisia was to secure Gafsa as a 
base for the Eighth Army.

turned back $375,190.. Included in 
this item was $43,925 the city col- 
lected for old street-car rails torn 
up and sold for scrap; tin cans 
sold for scrap, $4662, and money 
collected by the Department of 
Streets and Sewers, $93,356. 

Nolte said in the future such 
funds would be turned back in ac- 
cordance with strict budgetary 
principals and not allowed to ac- 
cumulate year by year in accounts 
of the various departments. 

Economies, Increased Revenues. 

He attributed the balance large- 
ly to the reversions, which he said 
were largely due to economies in 
the government, increased reve- 
nues, the inability of several elee- 
mosynary institiuons to hire ade- 
quate help and to the cancellation 
of orders for materials and sup- 
plies because of wartime shortages 
and priorities. The complete lack 
of construction of public works 
also was cited as a factor. 

Total receipts for the year were 
$22,308,152, while expenditures 
amounted to $21,794,978. Total re- 
ceipts for the preceding or 1941-42 
year were $22,219,856, or 
$88,296 less; however, of that total 
amount, $137,000 was brought in by 
the cigarette tax, which since has 
been discontinued. 

Reversions from departmental 
appropriations include: Board of 
Election Commissioners, $163,324; 
Department of Public Utilities, 
$107,938; Department of the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, $39,492. Fire Department, $240,- 
334; Police Department, $370,186; 
Department of Streets and Sewers, 
$99,452; airport, $23,211. 

The Department of Public Wel- 
fare, which has control of all city 
institutions, in its breakdown of 
reversions included City Hospital, 
$60,842; Infirmary, $13,850; Koch 
Hospital, $60,314; Sanitarium, $55,- 
477; Homer G. Phillips Hospital, 
$48,618, and the jail and workhouse, 
$24,615. 

Yearly deficits since 1927 have 
ranged from a low point of $96,842 
in 1930, to a high of $3,332,581 in 
1938. 

Tentative budget estimate for 
the 1943-44 fiscal year have been 
placed at $23,260,432, or $777,228 
more than was appropriated last 
year. Figures on the city’s prob- 
able income for the next year have 
not been compiled.

HAMILTON, Bermuda, April 17 
(AP). — Chairman Harold Willis 
Dodds said today that the Ameri- 
can delegation to the refugee con- 


ference opening Monday would 
seek temporary places of refuge 
for millions from Nazi-persecuted 
Europe as far as practicable in the 
midst of war. 

“The solution to the refugee 
problem is to win the war,” Dodds, 
Princeton University president, 
told reporters in the hotel room 
where his group will meet for- 
mally with the British delegation 
Monday. 

“But 1 am just a college presi- 
dent on that point,” Dodds added. 
“I don't know how to win a war.” 

Dodds said the conference would 
examine “past experience and what 
can be accomplished in the midst 
of war.” 

Aid of Neutrals “in Picture.” 

The possibility of getting Eu- 
rope’s neutral countries to take 
refugees with the promise of their 
support by the United Nations was, 
he said, “in the picture.” 

If the German refused to let 
Jews, Poles, and other persecuted 
peoples leave Axis-dominated terri- 
tory, their feeding by the United 
Nations while under the Nazis was 
considered impossible by confer- 
ence quarters which cannot be 
named. 

Representative Sol Bloom 
(Dem.), New York, the only other 
delegate at the press conference, 
recalled that the United States al- 
ways had been willing to send food 
and medical supplies to Axis-occu- 
pied territories for war victims if 
assured that they would reach the 
people for whom they were in- 
tended. 

Such assurances have never been 
reecived, however, and the view is 
now taken that this has become 
entirely a military matter. With 
the Nazis devoid of any humani- 
tarianism, in this view, they would 
only admit food shipments if these 
helped the Axis to win the war 
for itself. 

Diversion of Relief Supplies. 

The virtual elimination of the 
possibility of feeding war victims 
while they remain under Nazi dom- 
ination ts understood to be based 
partly on unconfirmed reports that 
the Germans already are diverting 
some supplies sent to Greece. In 
this regard, however, the confer- 
ence is expected to hear in private 
from one American expert, George 
Warren, of Herbert Lehman’s of- 
fice of Relief and Rehabilitation. 

The third American delegate, 
Senator Scott Lucas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, is expected to arrive early 
next week after a delay occasioned 
by a sudden indisposition. 

British delegates played golf to- 
day and visited with Bermuda au- 
thorities who are hosts to the con- 
ference. 

The American delegates said 
they would begin their search for 
places of refuge for persecuted 
Europeans on a strictly practical 
basis, regardiess of pressure from 
various interested groups. 

Background of Conferees, 

Chairman Dodds has had a long 
career as a political scientist. R 
Borden Reams, secretary of the 
delegation, is acquainted with 
European problems, having been 
Secretary in the American Em- 
bassy at Copenhagen until the 
Germans invaded Denmark. 

Chairman of the British delega- 
tion is Richard Kidston Law, Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, son of the late 
Andrew Bonar Law, Canadian-born 
Prime Minister of Great Britain in 
1922 and 1923. 

Other British delegates are Os- 
bert Peake, Parliamentary Under 
Secretary for the Home Office, 
which handles immigration mat- 
ters, and George Henry Hall, Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary for the 
Admiralty, which has to deal with 
the shipping involved in transfer- 
ring refugees overseas.

They Prefer to Shoot 


With Guns Instead of 


Cameras, He Says in Interview at 
North African Office. 


By RUTH COWAN 
SOMEWHERE IN NORTH AF- 
RICA (delayed) (AP).—Col. El- 
liott Roosevelt sat at his desk in 
a strongly guarded building study- 


ing an aerial photograph of the 
harbor at Tunis which showed the 
effects of a recent Allied raid. 

The sentries outside were not 
just protecting the son of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, They are there 
whether he is in or not, protecting 
the vital work within. 

In his outer office a few men 
were busy at desks. Col, Roose- 
velt shares an inner office with 
his second in command, Lieut. Col. 
Frank Dunn of San Antonio, Tex. 

It was not easy to get him to 
talk about himself, but he was 
enthusiastic about his work. He 
is in.charge of a photographic 
reconnaisance unit, which he de- 
scribed as the “first complete com- 
bined American and Royal Air 
Force operation.” It’s the job that 
counts whether it is a British 
flyer or an American pilot using 
a piece of British or American 
equipment, he said. 

The work is highly technical— 
and, of course, highly secretive— 
but Col. Roosevelt’s eyes bright- 
ened as he talked about its impor- 
tance. He explained that a major 
part of all military intelligence— 
knowing where the enemy is and 
what he is up to—is air-intelli- 
gence obtained by reconnaissance 
flying. “A photo-interpreter can 
move armies and air forces,” he 
said. 


Americans Like Guns. 


One thing that distresses Col. 
Roosevelt—he seems much more 
serious than when last seen in 
Washington—is the failure of 
young American fighter pilots to 
realize the possibilities of aerial 
photography. Americans consider 
it more daring to shoot with guns 
than with a camera. 


Col. Roosevelt said that British 
photographic units are considered 
to have the most glamorous job in 
wartime flying. “They are consid- 
ered tops,” he said. Before they 
can qualify for this work they 
must have had many hours as a 
bombardier. There is a waiting 
list. 


Incidentally, Col. Roosevelt said 
the best photo-interpreters are 
women. Sixty per cent of that 
work in Britain is done by the 
Waafs, British women in uniform 
serving with the airforces. “Wom- 
en have the patience that it takes,” 
he said. 

Photo-interpreters in Roosevelt’s 
unit are especially trained from 
selected personnel. Students of 
architecture are desirable, and all 
need the research type of mind. 
Both aerial photography and inter- 
pretation are specialized stiences. 
Some pilots are experts at photo- 
graphing harbors and shipping and 
there are interpreters who special- 
ize in this field.

Teen-Age Girls’ Wartime Problems 
Discussed at Y. W. C.'A. Meeting 


New problems of teen-age girls 
in wartime St. Louis, as outlined 
by speakers at a public meeting 
of the Public Affairs Committee 
of the Y. W. C. A. yesterday after- 
noon, included the strain of duties 
in war plants, monetary obligations 
imposed on them by parents, the 
menace of venereal disease, and 
keener competition for the com- 
panionship of eligible young men 
not yet in military service. 

Miss Claudia Lide, vocational 
counselor of the St. Louis Y. W. 
C. A., where the meeting was held, 
said: “Many girls have found new 
opportunities to earn money and 
also new obligations. -Some are 
heads of families before they are 
prepared for such responsibility. 
Some of their fathers are incapable 
of working, while others have de- 
serted” . 

Dr. R. R. Wolcott, St. Louis rep- 
resentative of the United States 
Public Health Service, said there 
is need for all social agencies and 
individuals uniting in support of 
the venereal disease contro] pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Sydney B, Maughs, director 
of the psychiatric clinic of Wash- 
ington University, said the war 


had brought new complexities into 
girls’ lives, “Tremendous anxieties 
have come to many of them,” he 
said. “Often parents are much too 
anxious to push family responsi- 
bilities onto young girls. In indus- 
try, if a girl looks physically cap- 
able she is expected to handle any 
job her size. Their high earnings 
have resulted in many becoming 
the heads of families and their 
problems increase. Some readjust 
their moral values and seek some 
affection and some security in 
affairs with soldiers and sailors. 
If a girl goes against ‘her moral 
training it brings no peace, but 
more conflict.” 

Mrs. E. M. Harford, chairman 
of the Public Affairs Committee, 
said that it has become necessary 
to consider the subject of proper 
housing for girls coming to St. 
Louis from small towns. 

Dr. Harriet Cory, executive di- 
rector of the Missouri Social Hy- 
giene Association, introduced Miss 
Margaret K. Lumpkin as “the first 
medical-social worker to be at- 
tached to the St. Louis Health 
Division for the purpose of work- 


ing out a better system of pre- 
vention of juvenile delinquency.”

Pacific, and admits to having taken 
a look at Tunis from the air “a 
few times.” 

From a fellow officer it was 
learned that recently when Roose- 
velt was flying at high altitude 
over enemy territory with a pilot, 
something happened to the latter’s 
oxygen equipment and he passed 
out, Col. RooseVelt took over the 
plane and brought it back. to base 
safely. 

Roosevelt, who wears the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, was the 
first of the four Roosevelt boys to 
volunteer. This he did in 1940. 
His commissioning as a captain in 
aviation supply roused Congress. 
Now on this new job he is put- 
ting in from 14 to 16 hours a day. 
Like a lot of other Americans over 
here, the President’s son sometimes 
gets homesick. The last time -he 
was home—which is Fort Worth, 
Tex.—was in August. 

As for mail, he said: “It’s been 
so long since I had a letter.”

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).

Eugene Davison of St. Louis in 
good stead these days in his highly 
technical job of assistant chief of 
the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics. 


Davison, 47 years old, has a long 
background of flying experience. 
He shifted from a ship to the air 
branch in 1919. Davison has the 
worry of Navy plane production 
on his hands but American indus- 
try by its accomplishments hasn’t 
put any undue lines in his brow. 


Plane Output “Miraculous.” 


“What is being accomplished in 
airplane production can only be 
called miraculous,” he observed in 
an interview. “Naturally there 
have been real problems but all 
in all, we have made wonderful 
progress. The co-operation of the 
industry has been all we could 
have asked. There is no such 
thing as hoarding a trade secret. 
Everything goes into one pool— 
patents, ideas, improved methods 
and so forth.” 

The flying Admiral would rather 
be on the firing line but it’s his 
own fault—he does his job here too 
well. Davison gets in plenty of 
flying though, cruising the coun- 
try for personal studies of produc- 
tion. There isn’t much time in his 
long, hard day for personal pur- 
suits any more but when there's a 
chance, Davison likes to either 
talk or do some shooting, read 
mysteries or Marcel Proust, 


Aviation Aptitude, 


Born in St. Louis Sept. 12, 1895, 
Davison was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from St. Louis in 
1912. He served on the Oklahoma 
during the World War and trans- 
ferred to the Pensacola Naval Air 
Station in 1919. It was there that 
Davison showed such an aptitude 
that he was appointed an instruc- 
tor in torpedo planes. After that 
Davison had sea duty on carriers 
with both scouting and bombing 
squadrons, including service on the 
ill-fated Lexington. 

Davison was brought into Navy 
headquarters six years ago and 
had intermittent assignments here 
ever since, 


Admiral Davison is the son of 
Mrs. G. W. Davison, 764la Wy- 
down boulevard, Clayton. For the 
last several years he has been sta- 
tioned on the West Coast and in 
Washington. In addition to serv- 
ing on the Oklahoma, he also was 
captain of a submarine chaser off 
the coast of Ireland in the World 
War.

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Tokyo Bombed a Year Ago Today; 


U. S. Still Holds Up Details of Raid 


"Specter of Crushing Vengeance Must Weigh 
on Axis,’ Doolittle Says in Anni- 
versary Statement. 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 
A year ago tomorrow American 
planes bombed Tokyo. 

It was barely four months after 
Pearl Harbor and things seemed 
pretty dark. That day’s War De- 
partment communique told of 
fighting at Corregidor, Cebu, Pa- 
nay, and said “there is nothing to 
report from other areas.” 

Then came the first reports of 
the raid—from the Tokyo radio. 
They did not say immediately that 
the planes were American and it 
Was not until May 10 that the War 
Department confirmed the fact, 
already generally believed. 

Nine days later, Brig. Gen. James 
H. Doolittle, formerly of St. Louis, 
was disclosed as the leader of the 
venture. Even today many of the 
facts are not known—the Office of 
War Information planned to make 
the full story public this week end 
or shortly thereafter, but Director 
Elmer Davis announced last night: 
“After consultation with the War 
Department, this office finds that 
clearance of the Tokyo raid story 
has not been completed.” 

The biggest question yet un- 
answered is the bombers’ takeoff 
place. President Roosevelt smiled 
and said it was Shangri-La. The 
Japanese expressed belief the 
planes came from the United 
States aircraft carrier Hornet— 
extraordinary if true, since the 
planes were B-25 medium Army 
bombers. 

Doolittle, famed speed flyer of 
the ‘20s, igs now a Major General 
and commands the strategic air 
force, Mediterranean air command. 

“A year ago when American 
bombers thundered in Tokyo the 
Japanese people were undoubtedly 
badly shaken,” he said in an anni- 
versary statement to the Associat- 


“Today as the United Nations’ 
air might roars in an ever-height- 
ening crescendo, the specter of 
crushing vengeance must weigh 
like a sentence of death on the 
entire Axis. 

“Here (in Africa) far from home 
and facing a supply problem of 
incomparable dimensions, the 
Twelfth Air Force (now part of the 
Northwest African Air Forces) has 
demonstrated the heartening 
growth of the United States Army 
Air Forces since last April 18, 
when the Jap first felt our air 
strength on his home ground. 

“Our might must grow even 
more than that of the phenomenal 
growth of the last 12 months, un- 
til we can strike crushingly any- 
where on the globe.” 

Eighty flyers participated in the 
Tokyo raid. The War Department 
acknowledged in October that four 
of them may be in Japanese hands, 
with Secretary Stimson saying the 
names of four airmen used in Jap- 
anese propaganda broadcasts 
“fairly well correspond” with those 
of Americans listed by the Army 
as missing. 

One of the planes, Stimson said, 
was interned in Russia and several 
others were involved in forced 
landings in China—but most if not 
all of these are believed to be safe. 

When Gen. Doolittle received 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
in May he said “practically every 
bomb” showered on Japan ap- 
peared to hit its target. These tar- 
gets, he said, included the navy 
yard south of Tokyo and an air- 
craft factory near Nogoya. 

“One salvo made a direct hit on 
a new cruiser or battleship under 
construction,” he said, and “left it 
in flames.” The aircraft factory 
was strewn with incendiaries for

MAN TO FACE TRIAL AFTER 
20 YEARS IN INSANE ASYLUM 


YORKVILLE, Ill., April 17 (AP). 
—After 20 years in the Illinois 
Asylum for the Criminally Insane, 
Arthur Haskell, 36 years old, was 
adjudged sane today and ordered 
to stand trial May 24 on a 20- 
year-old charge of contributing to 
the delinquéncy of a minor. 

When Haskell was 16 he pleaded 
insanity while awaiting trial on 
the charge, and was committed to 
Meanard Penitentiary. Recently 
he petitioned for a writ of habeas 
corpus. Now at liberty on bail 
for the first time since 1923, Has- 
kell planned to visit his parents. 

Prosecution presents difficulties. 
Many witnesses, as well as the 
County Prosecutor, are dead. The 
complaining witness, 6 years old in 
1923, is now married and has a 
family. Haskell’s attorney 20 years 
ago, David C. Mewhirter, is now 
State’s Attorney. Had Haskell 
gone to trial originally and been 
found guilty his prison term would 
have been only 10 years, half the 
time he already has served,

NEW YORK, April 17 (AP).— 
The customary “official statement” 
by a league president on the eve 
of the opening of a new baseball 
season is a pretty silly thing at 
best.

CHICAGO, April 17 (AP).—Base- 
ball will open its second war year 
with fan interest higher for this 
time of the year than it has been 
in many seasons. 

This increase in enthusiasm is 
the principal reason for my belief 
that the public will accord a genu- 
inely warm-hearted welcome to the 
1943 campaign—one which I think 
will prove highly interesting in 
many respects. 

It is true the season will open 
with scores of the game's out- 
standing stars in the service of our 
nation and I have been asked 
many times what the attitude of 
the public may be in view of the 
departure to the armed forces of 
standout players now among the 
148 American Leaguers in uniform. 

Close Race Will Help. 

I think that attitude will follow 
the line it generally has followed— 
an avid curiousity and interest in 
the possibilities of the many rvok- 
ies and other newcomers to the 
active club rosters. For I do not 
believe it at all out of line to 
think that before the 1943 season 
is far under way another Ted Wil- 
liams or another Bob Feller or 
another Joe DiMaggio may have 
been uncovered, 

We know, from past experience, 
that competition is the No. 1 req- 
uisite of the real baseball fan and 


I think that competition in the|» 


American League will be much in 
evidence this season. Every club 
in our league has sent standout 
players into unifo:m and right now 
it’s anyone’s guess how the teams 
will finish next October. And the 
record books indicate that close 
ball games and close races are 
what most fans want to see. In 
1940, when Detroit, Cleveland and 
New York battled it out down to 
the final days of the season, the 
American League set an all-time 
attendance record of approximate 
ly five and one-half million. 

The fine manner in which our 
American League players and clubs 
have accepted unusual conditions 
brought by these war days indi- 
cates that they will produce the 
finest baseball possible this sum- 
mer. When it was announced that 
clubs, to conserve transportation, 
would train close to home, many 
players went into training early 
and reported in near-playing con-' 
dition. 

President’s Cheerful View. 

Many older players, particularly, 
sensed their responsibility to the 
game and have worked hard to re- 
gain playing shape. That they will 
take up some of the slack of those 
now in uniform is a certainty. 

President Roosevelt, in his letter 
to Commissioner Landis a year 
ago, said: “Even if the actual qual- 
ity of the game is lowered by the 
greater use of older players, this 
will not dampen the popularity of 
the sport.” 

Baseball has tried to meet the 

problems of the times as they de- 
velop. 
- The national game will continue 
to approach each new emergency 
determined to match the challenge 
of another critical war season in 
a manner worthy of the esteem in 
which the game is held by its mil 
lions of loyal fans.

gate. 

Although the injury bled consid- 
erably, it was not regarded as seri- 
ous after a preliminary examina- 
tion. So, tonight the tall son of 
Reigh Count pointed his long, 
brown “beak” at the $75,000 bank 
roll waiting at Churchill Downs on 
May 1—and the rail birds toid you 
it was strictly a case of shooting 
black birds at midnight if you had 
even a remote idea of picking 
against him. 

Today the pride and joy of Mrs. 
John D. Hertz pocketed a $20,150 
pay-check and at the finish had 
left Allen Simmons’ Blue Swords 
four lengths behind, with Jockey 
Johnny Longden easing him up 
from the eighth pole to the wire.

REPORTS SHARP RISE 
IN MENINGITIS HERE 


Dr. J. Earl Smith Explains 
Precautionary Measures 
in Radio Talk. 


A sharp increase in epidemic 
meningitis in St. Louis since the 
first of the year was the subject of 
a radio talk yesterday by Dr. J. 
Earl Smith, epidemiologist of the 
city Health Division. He de- 
scribed the disease and its symp- 
toms and explained precautionary 


measures against its spread. 

Up to last Monday, there were 
122 cases of epidemic meningitis 
and 14 deaths-here in 1943, in con- 
trast to an average of seven cases 
and two deaths a year during the 
preceding five years, ha said. 

Overcrowding caused by the in- 
flux of war workers into congest- 
ed areas could produce conditions 
for epidemics, he pointed out, es- 
pecially in ill-ventilated quarters. 


explained the infection might be 
carried through contact, coughing, 
sneezing or expectorating, and that 
it frequently attacked the most ro- 
bust persons. 

“It is largely a disease of child- 
hood and young adult life,” he con- 
tinued, “although the disease may 
be seen at practically any age. 
Transmission is believed to be prt- 
marily through the nose and 
throat; secondarily through the 
blood stream. Infection may be 
carried through contact and by 
carriers. 

“Epidemics are common in 
homes, schools, barracks and 
where persons are overcrowded in 
ill-ventilated quarters and where 
there are concentrations of peo 
ple, such as have been p 
by the large migration of people 
into defense areas, as in St. Louis, 
for example, 

“Early symptoms of the disease 
are sore throat, headache, chills 
and fever. If the disease is recog- 
nized early, it yields to treatment 
with the sulfa drugs. There are no 
recognized preventive treatments, 

“In controlling the disease, early 
recognition and prompt isolation 
are extremely important. Treat- 
ment of meningitis requires con- 
stant medical] and nursing care due 
to its high mortality rate and its 
serious complications.

Public Service Waits on Politics 


Republican Majority, Under Mandate to Do 
Better Than Democratic Predecessors,|; 


Have Booted the 


Ball—Whistle _ Hasn’t 


Blown, but Time Runs Short.

NE of the egregious peculiarities of politics is the rarity with 


which the directing heads of 


political parties recognize the fact 


that the balance of power in elections rests with a mass of voters 


who are more interested in good government than in partisan politics. 
The independent voters who do not hesitate to scratch ballots decide 


elections in Missouri. 

It might be expected that when 
the voters oust state government 
officials of one political party with 
a long record of sins of commis- 
sion and omission, the newly 
elected officials of the other party 
would study the score, find out 
just the reasons why the change 
was made, and then by a bold, 
egeressive public service policy 
make certain that the same thing 
did not happen to them. 

But it seldom works that way. 
New officials, with some excep- 
tions, of course, often mistakenly 
attribute their success to their own 
superiority rather than to the in- 
feriority of their opponents, as- 
sume that they are infallible, that 
they can flout public opinion and— 
to hell with what anybody thinks; 
and then, after a time, they find 
themselves repudiated by the 
voters, just as were their prede- 
cessors. 


True to Political Form. 


After its record of more than 
three months the present Repub- 
lican House of Representatives is 
beginning to be judged and there 
are those who see in the record 
that it is running true to the old 
egotistical and partisan political 
formula. 

The present House with a Re- 
publican majority of 40 replaced 
a House in which there was a 
Democratic majority of 20. The 
playing of small politics, utter dis- 
regard of public sentiment, exten- 
sive corruption had characterized 
the former body and several of its 
predecessors. The independent 
voters, that part of the electorate 
which puts public service above 
party name allegiance, “voted the 
rascals out.” 

They fell a little short of doing 
the same sort of job in the Sen- 
ate, due undoubtedly to the fact 
that only half the members of the 
Senate were up for election, the 
other half being holdovers; but 
they did about as well as they 
could. As a result of the election 
one-half of the Senators are Re- 
publicans, 17 of the 34, an increase 
from five Republicans in the pre- 
vious Senate. 


Majority Strong Enough. 


So, the new Republican House, 
a “Blue Ribbon” House as it was 
termed, came into being with a 
clear order from the voters to 
forget small partisanship and the 
selfish interests of individuals and 
to do a good job with the govern- 
ment of the state. 


The Republican majority was 
sufficiently large under proper 
leadership to do whatever it de 
sired to do and to do what the 
people of the state expected it to 
do. The Republicans in the Sen- 
ate were virtually in the same po- 
sition, although not in the ma- 
jority, there being enough public- 
spirited and conscientious Demo- 
cratic Senators who would join 
with them on any good and needed 
legislation. 

At the beginning of the session 
in January it appeared that the 
interests of a hopeful people were 
to be met. There was no doubt 
that individually, man for man, 
the Legislature was far superior 
to any for many years. There was 
public confidence that it was go- 
ing ahead to do its job well. 

Now that confidence is gradually 
petering out, a fact due to some 
extent to inexcusable small trick- 
ery by a few, but principally to 
an apparent lack of sense of re- 
sponsibility in big things. 

Missouri's political history is one 
of inefficiency and waste, a cer- 
tain and natural product of the 
political spoils system which has 
been in effect since the organiza- 


tion of the state more than 120° 
years ago. With an occasional, 
very occasional, exception, when 
some particular official, though 
operating under the spoils system, 
has attempted to obtain employes 
on a basis of efficiency, each in- 
coming administration has given 
its first attention to “getting the 
other fellows out and our fellows 
in,” regardless of experience or 
particular aptitude for the particu- 
lar job. 


When the present Legislature 
convened it was confronted by sev- 
eral, not many, big problems. 


There was the question of plac- 
ing the government on an efficient 
footing, involving consolidation of 
numerous departments into a few, 
departments which had overlap- 
ping duties with an excessive num- 
ber of employes, causing needless 
expense, and the placing of related 
departments under one head. Also 
there were involved the substitu- 
tion of a merit system for the 
spoils system, and a policy of rigid 
economy and no increase in taxes. 


There was the question of post- 
war planning, the creation of the 
legislation necessary to meet the 
local economic problems which 
will arise when several hundred 
thousand soldiers return to their 
Missouri homes and find no jobs 
and when several other hundreds 
of thousands wil] find their war 
industry jobs ended. 


There was the question of ade- 
quate preparation for Civilian 
Defense. 


Not Even Start Made. 


After more than three months 
no one of these problems has been 
settied. It cannot even be said 
that a real start has been made 


them. In fact, there exists nothing 
in the record to indicate that in 
these major matters the state will 
be in any better condition than it 
was when the discredited 1941 
Legislature adjourned two years 
ago. - 

Gov. Donnell, who had been 
criticised for failure during his 
first two years in office to take a 
position of leadership on any pub- 
lic matter, gave evidence in his 
message to the Legislature in 
January that he had been making 
a study of the state government 
and had realized the faults of the 
spoils syetem and had realized, in 
part at least, the inefficiency and 
duplications of several depart- 
ments doing the work which could 
better be done by one, 


He assumed leadership for the 


consolidation of many separate de- 
partments engaged in assessing 
and collecting the principal state 
taxes, 


Slow Death in Committee. 


He had the bills ready for intro- 
duction and had arranged for merit 
system and taxation experts to ap- 
pear before the legislative commit- 
tees. 


tened to the experts, but, except 
for one or two members, took no 
crusading interest in the bills. As 
a result, it is virtually certain the 
merit bill is dead in the Judiciary 
Committee, It probably never will 
be reported to the House. Some 
sort of tax consolidation plan may 
get out of the Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Reorganization, but, po- 
litical pressure being what it is, 
the plan will be far from the one 
proposed. 

In fact, the committee is work- 
ing on a plan which would actually 
increase many fold the tax collec- 
tion agencies instead of ‘educing

N this war, labor is fighting for its life. 
l 1 say this deliberately. 1 mean it literally. 

Life itself is at stake for us as individual 
men and women, as union members and as 
believers in the practice of bargaiming col- 
lectively with employers regarding the con- 
ditions under which we earn our families’ 
bread. 

Life is at stake for all men to whom free- 
dom is as precious as the air they breathe, but 
labor was the first to recognize Fascism as 
the mortal enemy of human dignity, decency 
and democracy. Both the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and, since its establishment in 
1935, the Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions have fought the growth and spread of 
fascism. We warned peoples and govern- 
ments against it. We saw our brother 
unionists in Germany, in Austria and in na- 
tion after nation shot or buried alive in con- 
centration camps. Long before this war 
started, labor Knew that the issue was hu- 
man freedom versus human slavery. 


Freedom More Than a Word 
To Labor; What Its Loss Means. 


If the war is lost, or if the peace is lost, 
union men and women will be hunted, beat- 
en, wrongfully imprisoned and murdered. 
Under Fascism, imported or domestic and by 
whatever name, collective bargaining is a 
crime. Even those who try to hold unions 
together are jailed, starved, tortured and 
shot to death. It will be so here if the 
war or the peace is lost. Blood, blacklists 
and terror on a nation-wide card index ba- 
sis will spread fear, suspicion, hatred and 
treachery. Unions and other people’s organ- 
izations will be pulverized and dissolved. 
The atomization of a pedple is the necessary 
first step in reducing free men to slavery. 

We are fighting against slavery; we are 
fighting FOR freedom. Freedom is 
than a word to labor. We have worked and 
organized and sacrificed much and long to 
win some measure of freedom in our daily 
lives as workers and as citizens. We know 
the meaning and the values of freedom be- 
cause we have not forgotten the meaning 
of slavery—wage slavery—in our Own lives. 
We know freedom is not a gift. We know 
it must be earned and that it must be de- 
fended. 

Only since 1937, when the Wanuor Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act was declared con- 
stitutional, has labor .been permitted the en- 
franchisement of citizens in the beginning of 
an industrial democracy. That right, that 
freedom, is not yet established everywhere. 
It must be established and defended now 
and after the war if we are to give sub- 
stance and meaning to our political democ- 
racy. 


We can still win or lose the war and the 
peace. We can win or lose the war by the 
way we fight it. We can win through to 
victory if we continue as we started, by en- 
listing the co-operation of free men in total 
mobilization and efficient utilizat.on of all 
our man power, all our resources, materials, 
mines, plants, machines and means of trans- 
port. We would be stronger today and near-

more along that route.

sion and expansion of production for war; 
labor is still in the lead in its willingness 
to put our entire economy on an all-out war 
basis. (See Truman and Tolan Committee 
reports.) The three national labor organ- 
izations and two organizations of working 
farmers have indorsed the Kilgore-Pepper- 
Tolan bill for establishment of a single Of- 
fice of War Mobilization. Twenty-eight Sen- 
ators of both parties support it. Unless the 
war ends more quickly than now seems like- 
Vly, we must come to this or let the whole 
production effort slide into military receiv- 
ership. 


At the moment, in the threatened col- 
lapse of our whole effort to stabilize prices, 
wages and to limit war profits, we face a 
major defeat on the home front that, in turn, 
threatens our fire power on the battle-fronts. 
Power-hungry and reckless men, whose 
deeds belie whatever lip service they have 
given to the aims of this war, attack Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s “indivisible” seven-point 
anti-inflation program all along the line. 


They propose to abolish effective price 
control, to lift price ceilings, to remove the 
limit on personal incomes, and to pass a 


law and to sweep aside the War Labor 
Board. These men display antagonism to- 
ward each other in public. But their de- 
mands dovetail in a curious and sinister 
way. If successful, they will have lighted 
the fires of inflation. Higher prices, bloated 
war profits and unlimited incomes force 
higher wages. 


Must We Suffer Dunkerque. 
On Production and Inflation? 


Must we suffer our own Dunkerque on 
the production and inflation fronts before 
all of us accept labor’s contention that total 
mobilization, total co-operation and equal 
sacrifice are not too high a price to pay 
for victory? 


There are those who would substitute 
compulsion for co-operation in the use of 
man power. They support the Austin-Wads- 
worth National Service bill, which would 
draft men for war production jobs—but not 
money or profits, as proposed in the old 
American Legion bill. We have made a 
small beginning in the intelligent use of 
our man power in industry and in agricul- 
ture; we still have areas of labor shortages 
and areas of labor surpluses; some plants

Government agencies have made a few 
timid proposals to improve labor supply and 
use, to reduce job absences largely due to 
irregular flow of contracts, materials and 
tools and to bad housing, transportation and 
community food supplies. 


Instead of attacking these production 
problems, the bully-boys of management 
and government complain that they can’t 
start until they have the compulsion of a 
National Service Act. There’s an old say- 
ing: The dumber the cop, the bigger the 
nightstick. Labor and many intelligent em- 
ployers insist that the first job, now months 
overdue, is to get our whole war production 
machinery and man power under one direc- 
tion, under one man (with authority to 
match his responsibility) who will act with 
the advice of a Board of’ War Mobilization 
composed of responsible representatives of 
labor, Management and agriculture. 

As a nation, we are fighting for freedom 
of speech, freedom of worship, freedom from 
want, freedom from fear. Yet in wide areas 
of the United States and for millions of our 
citizens, they are hollow words. We have 
discrimination against Negroes, against 
Jews, against Catholics, against members 
of other races and religions, against mem- 
bers of labor unions, against women, 


For Substantial Down Payment 
Now on the Four Freedoms. 


I recognize the fact that prejudice held 
for 300 years cannot be banished overnight. 
Yet I say that now, in the midst of war and 
to win the war and the peace, it will be 
wise for us to make some down payments 
on the Four Freedoms here within our own 
nation, no less than in North Africa and in 
the other countries we are to liberate. These 
payments should be substantial. They should 
be made at once. They will increase our 
strength materially and spiritually in win- 
ning this war, and the samples that democ- 
racy will have to show at the peace table 
will be cleaner. 

The South, where prejudices and dis- 
criminations against minority groups are as 
intense as anywhere in our nation, has had 
the most severe stresses and strains in the 
defense and war periods. It was, to begin 
with, the nation’s “Number One Economic 
Problem.” That fault was ours, as a nation, 
not the South’s. Exploited before and after 
the Civil War, discriminated against in 
freight rates, tariffs and in many other ways, 
the South turned in upon itself, each layer 
practicing exploitation upon the layers be- 
low, using the poll tax to keep control of 
the many in the hands of a few. The war 
brought new industries, new demands on 
the South's: agriculture and problems of 
wages, housing and fair employment prac- 
tices. 

Although in the lead in favoring interven- 
tion in the war, the South resists the 
changes that this war requires. We are 
now at a point where Southern Congressmen 
and Senators, principally those elected by 
small numbers of voters in poll tax states, 
are in position to dictate national legisla- 
tion and the’ appropriation of funds neces- 
sary to speedy and complete victory. Hav- 
ing formed a coalition with Republican 
leaders, they block, defeat, pervert or delay 
vital war bills. They harass administrative 
agencies and labor with their own bills 
and smear investigations. The Axis powers 
and the peoples of the occupied countries are 
given a false picture of disunity within our 
own nation.

debate, the man who deserved most of the credit was not 
With his suavity, his tact, 


his good will, his earnestness, his 


sense of humor, Edward R. Stettinius Jr. had safely steered the bill 


through Congress, 

The story of Stettinius in Wash- 
ington is the success formula in 
reverse. He was too successful. 
The white-haired boy, chairman of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion before his fortieth birthday, he 
had to be explained away some- 
how. The New Dealers said he 
was “big business-minded.” 


When he was chairman of the 
War Resources Board and later 
chairman of the priorities board 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement, he was blamed for fail- 
ure to convert industry to war— 
unwilling to interfere with “busi- 
ness as usual,” the New Dealers 
said. In the thick of charges and 
countercharges, with the war 
program bogged down in delay, 
Stettinius was about to be smeared 
with the blame. 


In Impossible Situation. 

He felt this was unfair, as indeed 
it was since he had been dropped 
into an impossible situation. More- 
over, the assignment was wrong 
for one of Stettinius’ temperament. 
Nevertheless, a victim was called 
for and the ax was about to de- 
scend. 


It was a New Dealer who came 
to his rescue. Harry Hopkins, the 
Presidential right hand, recognized 
Stettinius’ great facility with peo- 
ple, his capacity for making fhem 
pull together toward a common 
goal. Equally important, Stet- 
tinius’ political and social back- 


ground was unimpeachably respect- 


able. Trying to carry the burden 
of lend-lease along with half a 
dozen other jobs, the ailing Hop- 
kins decided he had found a man 
to take over. But first he had a 
talk with the candidate. 

“Now listen, Ed, you’ve been a 
dollar-a-year man,” Hopkins be- 
gan, “and that’s been a great 
handicap to you here. I want you 
to come and run this lend-lease 
show. But I want you to become 
an honest citizen and take a sal- 
ary like the rest of us.” 


$10,000-a-Year Man. 

After some consideration Stet- 
tinius took the job, as administra- 
tive assistant to the President, and 
a salary of $10,000 a year. In June 
of 1940, a week after his appoint- 
ment to the Council of National 
Defense, he had resigned, all his 
positions with United States Steel 
to become a dollar-a-year man liv- 
ing on his private income. This 
had meant giving up a salary of 
$100,000 a year. So as lend-lease 
administrator he is on an equal 
footing with any other Government 
employe. 

Having just finished chaperoning 
the one-year renewal of lend-lease 
through Congress, Stettinius has 
now taken on the equally touchy 
job of presenting a request for 
$10,000,000,000 for the coming fiscal 
year. And he is entirely on his own. 
Hopkins is so vulnerable to Con- 


*:| gressional criticsm on so many 
=|counts that he would never dare 
%| to go to the Hill. 


This is Stettin- 
ius’ show from beginning to end. 


Ten Days on Stand. 


For nearly four weeks he ap- 
peared before the Heuse Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, for 10 days 
a witness himself and then to hear 
what other witnesses had to say. 
At the outset certain members 
were none too friendly. When the 
hearings c.osed, Republicans and 
Democrats alike thanked him for 
his courtesy. ' 

While the measure was under 
debate Stettinius haunted Hcuse 
and Senate galleries. Each night 
he would go back to his office to

thereby averting an untimely political feud. 


gress who had participated in the 
discussion. To those who had 
spoken well of lend-lease he wrote 
polite thank-you notes. To those 
who in his opinion had misrepre- 
sented the work of his organization 
he wrote equally polite notes point- 
ing to errors in fact. 

“There’s no secret about it,” 
Stettinius told the Post-Dispatch. 
“If we get along well with Con- 
gress, it is because we are com- 
pletely frank. We have nothing to 
conceal. We are prepared to tell 
the entire story. 


‘Down Here to Do a Job.’ 


“That and the fact that no one 
in our organization has any in- 
terest in personal advancement. 
We are all down here to do @ 
job and win the war and when it’s 
over we intend to go bst-k te 
whatever we were doing before.” 

Before the 10-billion-dollar fige 
ure was presented to Congress, 
Stettinius familiarized himself 
with every component that went 
into it. First came lengthy con- 
versations with all the countries 
that benefit from lend-lease to de 
termine their need, Then their re- 
quests were checked against our 
own production necessities. Fine 
ally the War Shipping Admin- 
istration was consulted on how 
much could be carried over the 
Seven Seas to our Allies. 


It is not hard to imagine the 
extent of the computations in- 
volved. And before Congressional 
committees Stettinius must have 
at least the outline of this in his 
hedd. Before he bays that so many 
thousands of tons of tungstes 
are to go to Britain he must know 
all the whys and wherefores and 
be able to recite them. Seated 
before a committee of Congress 
his attitude is that of a respectful 
civil servant, He says yes sir and 
no sir, and means it. 


A number of the Congressional 
friends Stettinius has made were 
invited to the lend-lease anni- 
versary luncheon the other day, 
This lunch, at which only de 
hydrated foods of the kind shipped 
abroad were served, was the ad- 
ministrator’s own idea. He pre 
sided as a skillful master of cere- 
monies for Soviet Ambassador 
Litvinoff, Dr. T. V. Soong, the 
Chinese foreign minister; and 
Lord Halifax, the British ambas- 
sador. The lunch was paid for not 
out of government funds but by 
a $5-a-piece contribution from 150 
lend-lease employes. 


Out of the Limelight. 


Stettinius’ personal appearances 
have been few and far between. 
When he became lend-lease ad- 
ministrator, some of his friends 
urged him to get out and make 
speeches. He was slipping, they 
warned him. That was the only 
way to hold your own; get out and 
let people see how good you were, 
His invariable reply was: 

“If I'm any good, then results 
will show it, and, if I’m not, I 
should get out.” 

It is interesting to note that’ 
some of the business men whe 
urged him to become a speech- 
maker have sunk to low estate in 
Washington while Stettinius’ re 
sults are winning him recognition, 
His formula is long hours of work. 
He begins at 8:30 and runs through 
to 6 with numerous telephone calls 
after dinner. 

The man has a passion for 
memorandums and some days fires 
20 or 25 at his assistants. His 
man Friday is small, faithful Hay- 
den Rainer. Rainer has an extraor- 
dinary memory so that while he 
Continued on Page 4 Column 6.

A PEACE POLICY FOR THE WORLD. 
President Roosevelt’s idea of a postwar world 
structure along the lines of the Western Hemis- 
phere’s Good Neighbor Policy was described by 
Forrest Davis in a revealing article in last week’s 
Saturday Evening Post. That this idea is now being 
put forward as this country’s official doctrine was 
clearly shown in the Pan-American day addresses 
made by the State Department’s two top executives, 
Secretary Hull and Under Secretary Welles. 

This line of thought was the thesis of both ad- 
dresses. Each speaker showed how the 21 American 
republics had built a structure for maintaining 
peace, co-operating against outside aggression and 
working for mutual benefits in general. Mr. Hull's 
words, after describing this system, were a signifi- 
cant message to the outside world; 

These principles upon which we have built 
our inter-American life are no exclusive property 
of the continents of the Americas. They are not 
peculiar to this hemisphere, They are universal- 
“4 applicable and &ire open to universal adop- 

" SpSer 
; The jnternational law to which we submit 
ourselves is not an international law of the 
Americas alone, but is the law of civilized na- 
tions everywhere throughout the earth. 

The practice of equity is not a design for a 
hemisphere, but is a rule for living in a free and 
peaceful world. The liberty that we jealously 
safeguard as the right of every American nation, 
great and small, is the same liberty which we 
believe should be established throughout the 
earth. 

This is certainly a specific bid for the non-Ameri- 
can nations to join in making such a structure 
world-wide. Mr. Welles was even more pointed in 
his approach. He referred indirectly to Winston 
Churchill’s recent suggestion for a system of regional 
councils after the war, and then said: 

We of the Aiftericas have already created a 
regional understanding. ... There is already a 
solid cornerstone laid for a future world order 
in this hemispheric association of 21 sovereign 
and independent nations. 

The American Good Neighbor Association has 
come about with no restraints on its members, with- 
out an elaborate set of regulations, without such 
devices as an inter-American army or a Western 
Hemisphere capital. It did not spring. up over 
night, it is admittedly not perfect, but it has func- 
tioned well thus far in obtaining unity for war and 
good will in Pan-American relations. 

This peace structure ig the successor of a crude 
imperalism known as “dollar diplomacy,” utilized by 
this country to dominate the hemisphere and estab- 
lish economic sovereignty over its weaker neighbors. 
The results were armed intervention in some of the 
smaller countries, prolonged and troublesome occu- 
pation, supervision of elections, collection of taxes 
for the benefit of American bankers, and other vio- 
lations of sovereignty. Hatred and fear of the United 
States sprang up among the Latin American peoples, 
and some heritages of distrust still remain to plague 
our present relations with them. ; 

Interventionism began to be relaxed in the clos- 
ing days of the Hoover administration, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt formally announced the new dectrine 
in his first inaugural address, on March 4, 1933, 
when he said: 

In the field of world policy, I would dedicate 
this nation to the policy of the good neighbor— 
the neighbor who resolutely respects himself 
and, because he does so, respects the rights 
of others—the neighbor who respects his obliga- 


tions and respects the sanctity of his agreements 
in and with a world’ of neighbors. 


There had been many inter-American conferences 
before that, but those held after 1933 began the slow 
building of a new and genuine understanding. The 
results are seen in the wartime relations of the 21 
republics. In 1917, not even all the Caribbean re- 
publics broke relations or went to war with the 
Central Powers, and five of the 10 South American 
countries remained neutral. In this war, every 
Latin American republic has broken or gone to war 
with the Axis except Argentina, and that country 
gives the Allies the right to use its ports. 

The case of Argentina is a test for the Gédod 
Neighbor principle. It has been virtually isolated 
by the other countries, and enjoys none of the lend- 
lease benefits which its neighbors are getting. 
Should Argentina move from its present neutral 
position to one of Axis support, it is plain that 
great economic pressure could be applied, thus 
carrying out Mr. Roosevelt's idea of quarantine for 
aggressor nations. 

The Good Neighbor Policy is neither so rigid as 
the League of Nations structure nor so weak as 
the Kellogg Treaty, which had no teeth for enforcing 
its signatories’ pledge to renounce war. In offering 
the American system for the whole world’s consid- 
eration, the President and the State Department 
present a powerful challenge to the thinking of 
peace planners. Yet this move, as we said last Sun- 
day, is “an approach which blends practicality with 
realism.” 

The old systems have failed. Nations working 
alone could not avert war, nor could the balance of 
power policy or the efforts of Geneva. Many in- 
genious substitutes are now being offered, but the 
practical question is, will the various nations accept 
such violent departures from the past? 

The concept of a world-wide association based on 
the principles of the Good Neighbor Policy is a 
fresh and promising approach to the great problem 
posed to suffering humanity by the second colossal 
slaughter within a generation. 
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WAR WORKERS’ EFFECTIVENESS. 

A stout word for a practical attitude toward work 
and rest in wartime has been spoken by the chair- 
man of the War Production Board, Donald M. Nel- 
Son. Experience has shown, the WPB chairman ob 
served, that “if the workers tan restore their ener- 
gies through periods of physical and mental rest, 
change and relaxation,” production will be increased. 

This is sound counsel, spoken in a time that needs 
it. In the general eagerness to get along with the 
war of production, the notion hds become fairly wide- 
spread that the way to do the job is for everyone 
to forget about everything but work till the war is 
won. Thig theory has appealed to many people—to 
some because it seems plausible, to others because it 
offers an opportune disguise for labor-sweating. In 
consequence, there are undoubtedly large numbers 
of workers whose prospect is for little or no recrea- 
tion for farther ahead than they can see. 

This short-sighted policy will work worse the 
longer it is tried. It is not the mere presence of 
men and women on the job that is required, but their 
productive labor. Production suffers when the work- 
ers suffer the consequences of too much work and 
too little play by being tired or ill. 

Dr. Julian Huxley remarked on a visit to the 
United States last year that it was saddening to ob- 
serve Americans turning their backs on recreation 
at the very time when England was learnjog in the 
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most positive way that war makes recreation even 
more essential than usual, We can learn the same 
lesson from our enemy as from our ally. In Ger- 
many, a terrible history is being made in industrial 
fatigue. Work-weariness there is an enemy within 
the Nazi Reich. It is exacting a telling toll of indus- 
trial productiveness, of health, and—not unlikely 
also—of hope. The mistake is written large enough 
for us to have no need of stumbling over it. 
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FEVER THERAPY FOR TAX ILLS? 

It is solid common sense to say that the way to 
get rid of an ill is to cure it and not to spread it, 
but medical science has discovered that there is also 
some sense in the old paradox about fighting fire 
with fire. Thé result is fever therapy—the delib- 
erate induction of high fever to get rid of some other 
disease. But it is a grave question whether this 
method can be applied in the alien field of taxa- 
tion with equal success, 

Yet that is exactly the experiment which ostensi- 
bly has been undertaken by the State of Oregon. 
It will, on June 9, become the tenth community 
property state in the country. In other words, for 
purposes of taxation—Federal as well as State, a 
man will be able to divide his income equally with 
‘this wife, each filing a return and, of course, being 
taxed at a lower rate than if the man alone were 
compelled to report the entire amount. 

Those who sponsored this scheme did not argue 
that it is a sound and equitable method of levying 
taxes. On the contrary, many of them were willing 
to admit that it is quite inequitable. They were 
introducing it in Oregon, they said, only to get rid 
of it everywhere. If enough states followed their 
example, it was argued, Congress would have to 
act in defense of the Federal Treasury. 

There were special reasons why Oregon should 
take the lead in applying this fever therapy in the 
tax field, it was argued. All of its neighbors— 
California, Washington and Idaho—are community 
property states, and wealthy residents like Edgar 
F. Kaiser, the son of the Portland shipbuilder, were 
moving across the Columbia River to take advantage 
of bargains ih taxes. It seemed only fair that 
those who did not emigrate should be offered a sim- 
ilar chance to save on their Federal obligations. 
Why should a man with a $10,000 income be expected 
to pay $2194 to the Collector of Internal Revenue in 
Oregon when he needs pay but $1692 in Washington? 

Logic and experience, however, rebel against this 
kind of superficial reasonableness. Why set up an 
unfair standard in 39 states instead of getting rid 
of it in nine? Why overlook the glaring fact that, 
even if the community tax system were adopted 
from ocean to ocean, it would merely set up a spe- 
cially privileged class of taxpayers eyerywhere— 
married men with large individual incomes? 

Further, does not the suspicion arise that, now 
that Oregonians have given themselves a privileged 
status, they are going to be strongly tempted to 
preserve it? Are they not in grave danger of join- 
ing the defenders of the community tax system? 
Have they not gone over into the camp of the enemy? 

The plain truth is that there is no real hope 
for relief from this evil through state action. The 
states that enjoy its unfair advantage probably are 
too human to give it up, and their’ fellow common- 
wealths cannot legislate for them. Relief must 
come through the Federal Government—either 
through the Supreme Court or through Congress. 
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SAD STORY OF A PRETZEL-BENDER. 

These grim times are likely to be hard on those 
who hate a humdrum routine. Take, for example, 
the young woman of Elizabeth, N. J. She got a job 
in a factory, sitting in front of a machine and turn- 
ing out shirt after shirt for the Government. She 
didn’t like it. What is there about a shirt to tickle 
the imagination? 

So she quit the job and got a new one—bending 
pretzels. Now there was work that kept her eyes off 
the clock. It offered an. opportunity for self-expres- 
sion. Anybody who knows his pretzels knows that 
no two of them are alike. And since there are so 
many of them—you still get a whole bowl of them 
with a glass of beer—it is easy to see that an 
ingenious mind could occupy itself throughout a 
long career in keeping them different. 

But, alas, the young woman of Elizabeth felt the 
long arm of the Government. Pretzels are not essen- 
tial for victory. Those shirts are. So she is back 
in the shirt factory, consoled, we hope, by the 
thought that the wearer of one of her shirts will one 
of these days do a job of pretzel-bending on no less 
an Axis darling than A. Hitler himself.

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A SIGNIFICANT LYNCHING TRIAL. 

The Federal lynching trial which is scheduled to 
start tomorrow in Hattiesburg, Miss., is one which 
should be carefully watched in all parts of the coun- 
try. In the words of Frank Coleman of Roanoke, 
Va., special assistant to the Attorney General, the 
indictments of the five defendants are “based on a 
theory of law not yet passed upon by the Supreme 
Court” which may “chart a new law course.” 

The case grew out of the lynching of Howard 
Wash, 49-year-old Negro farm hand from a bridge 
at Laurel, Miss., last Oct. 16. Wash had been con- 
victed the day before for killing his white employer, 
Clint Welborn, with a milk pail, after Welborn had 
reproved him for being late with his work. A life 
sentence was made mandatory when only two of 
the 12 jurors voted for capital punishment. 

The indictments were returned under the civil 
rights statutes, which guarantee a citizen against 
deprivation of his rights, including the right to a 
fair trial, the right to franchise, etc. One of those 
so charged is a deputy sheriff and jailer who is 
said to have failed to protect Wash “as was his duty.” 

This trial heightens the interest in an article in 
the current issue of the Washington University Law 
Quarterly, written by Victor W. Rotnem, chief of the 
civil rights section in the Department of Justice, in 
collaboration with Prof. Elmer E. Hilpert and Ar- 
thur J. Freund of St. Louis. Entitled “The Federal 
Civil Right Not to Be Lynched,” this article makes 
the case for Federal responsibility in bringing lynch- 
ers to justice. It says: 


That lynching cannot be tolerated in a land 
engaged in carrying the Four Freedoms abroad is 
hardly arguable; and that state inaction exists, 
and will continue to exist, is scarcely subject to 
doubt. It therefore is important to reconsider 
the Federal authority to prosecute the private 
members of a lynch mob directly under Section 
19 of the United States Criminal Code. 

The evil of lynching exists and doubt as to 
whether or not Federal power now exists to 
remedy it can only adversely affect our national 
morale. Hence, it is highly desirable that what- 
ever doubt that may exist be authoritatively re- 
solved. 

The case of the lynchers of the conyicted Howard 
Wash may be the means for clearing away that 


doubt.

IVEN the total character of the present 
(; war in Europe, including privations and 

more rigorous changes in way of life 
for whole civilian populations than in pre- 
ceding wars, with evacuations, mass de- 
portations and severe restrictions, it must 
be recognized that the number of persons 
in Europe who have become apathetic can 
be estimated only in millions. 


To the families of these millions must be 
added the millions of families whose fathers 
have been killed in war or who have for 
long years been prisoners of war. The con- 
dition of the families of war prisoners is 
aggravated by the fact that in invaded 
countries the normal support of local gov- 
ernmental agencies cannot be assured. The 
mother, who becomes head of the family, 
takes the father’s place and is constantly 
absent from home, leaving the children 
much upon their own resources. 


The families not deprived of the father 
are nevertheless deeply affected by condi- 
tions in Europe. Mothers have to spend end- 
less hours in food line to obtain the little 
that starvation rations allow for their chil- 
dren. Their absence from home, coupled 
with the constant interruptions in school 
life, plays an important role in the life of 
children who are being deprived of suf- 
ficient parental attention, 


The Family’s Disintegration. 


Considering all the preceding categories 
of persons in Europe, and all the millions 
involved, we see a process of weakening and 
disintegration of the family, the natural 
collective formation that is the basis for 
European civilization. 

The process of the breakdown of the 
European family might be gradual if it 
were \jnot being greatly accelerated by the 
lack of food. The parents, unable to live 
up to their duty to supply enough food to 
their children, find themselves unable to 
maintain their authority over the children. 


Deprived of the normal protection of the 
family, children wish to act independently 
of the family. The will .of a single child, 
however, is too weak for him to risk action 
alone. Thus he turns to other children 
and together they form groups which can 
act, for the combined wills take on fearless- 
ness and power. 


Growth of Child Gangs. 


These child groups or gangs, aided by 
common misery and hunger, have the tend- 
ency to grow in size and to become a per- 
manent form of collective life. In Spain, 
where I made an extended investigation of 
the effects of progressive starvation upon 
children, because they were an example of 
what was to happen later to all the chil- 
dren of the occupied countries, I found 
gang life already highly developed, 


Many a time when I took a piece of 
chocolate out of my pocket to give it to a 
lone waif of 5 or 6, I suddenly found my- 
self surrounded by 50 or 60 children, pull- 
ing at my coat, holding out their hands, 
pleading for a share of chocolate, Natural- 
ly, I always gave them all that I had with 
me, and it was later that Spanish friends 
told me that it was just as well that I was 
able to show that I had given all. 


They described such cases as this: A 
man walking along the street is stopped by 
a boy or girl of 10, who asks him, quite po- 
litely, for the package of food he is carry- 
ing. When the man tries to wave the child 


off, the child’s tone becomes menacing. 


“I think you'd better give it to me,” is all 
that has to be said, for then the man knows 
that this means that behind walls and 
fences there are hiding 20 or 30 children 
who will jump on him and hite and scratch 
him if he refuses to give up the food, 


Children Rob Own Homes. 


It is also known that the children fre- 
quently “ride the rods” in order to meet in 
bands in regions where word has been 
passed along to them that a little food can 
be begged or stolen from farmers. This 
phenomenon was recently mentioned in re- 
ports from Belgium, but it is also common 
to other occupied countries. 


Many French mothers also informed me 
that it had become necessary to lock up 
the food rations in closets out of the reach 
of the children. When the influence of the 
gang becomes stronger than that of the 
family, the children do not hesitate to rob 
their own parents of food to give it to 
other members of their gang. 


As long ago as the spring of 1941, I 
heard constant reports of the alarming in- 
crease in child criminality among French 
children from officials of the French Red 
Cross in Lyon. There is little doubt that 
such criminality would be more openly bold 
if it were not restrained by Nazi terror 
methods. 


It must not be thought that the roving 
bands of children are composed primarily 
of children of the very poor. They are of all 
types, since all are hungry. In each band 
there is always a leader, who is the strong 
one, and he is usually the child of a fa- 
therless family. 


Turning on Loved Ones. 


The most important common bond to 
unite the children of Europe is that they 
have lost what they loved most—the de- 
pendability of the family. Psychoanalysts 
say that the loss of a loved person or of 
a loved family group causes a bitter auto- 
humiliation which always inspires an ir- 
resistible urge toward vengeance against 
the lost loved one or against the lost loved 
family, and not against the person or per- 
sons who may be responsible for the loss. 


This urge to vengeance, which is being 
engendered in the children of today, will 
be paralleled in the postwar society in 
which they will have become the strong and 
active element. Following the norma! course 
of such a psychic process, it will be directed 
first, not against the aggressor, but against 
the loved family itself—or, in other words, 
against the existing society. 


Can we feel ourselves in security if all 
Europe becomes barbarian and pagan? One 
single symbol of paganism, the swastika, 
has already answered the question. 

There is only one conception of what 
should be done to stop the process of dis- 
integration of the European family and the 
resultant sinister effects upon the coming 
generation—the humanitarian and charita- 
ble conception. Only a program of food 
relief can be effective.

Nation’s Credit Structure Bloated by Now 
Idle Capital, Speculators Reaping Harvest, 
Fascist Groups Using Unrest to Nurture

MEXICO CITY, April 17. 
O’S imminent visit to the United 


States is believed to be intimately connected with Mexico’s grim, 
| eleventh-hour battle against the inflationary trend which threatens 
many of the achievements of the present government. 

Inflation in Mexico is a bitterly familiar process. Even before the 
outbreak of the present war, the country already had taken an infla-

tionary beating as a result of the 
government. 

The «wholesale price index for 
consumer’s goods, which had stood 
at 81.6 in March, 1934, had risen to 
130.1 by September, 1939, due to the 
petroleum boycott, the drop of the 
peso, and the fall in agricultural 
production caused by the breaking 
up of the larger farm~. The Mexi- 
can standard of living never has 
left much of a margin above the 
merest biological subsistence, and 
when this index reached 166.5 in 
March, 1943, it implied untold hard- 
ships for the mass of Mexicans. 
“The index, moreover, based as it is 
on wholesale prices, understates 
the plight of the consumers. The 
inflationary process, piling up mo- 
mentum, threatened to get com- 
pletely out of control. 


Speculators Blamed. 


For weeks the press featured 
scare stories on the mad dance of 
prices. The Third National Con- 
gress of the C. T. M. trade unions, 
meeting in April, adopted angry 
resolutions accusing the specula- 
tors, profiting by their political 
connections, of responsibility for 
the price bulge. .lonths ago popu- 
lar organizations had petitioned 
the President to introduce the 
death penalty for speculators. Mex- 
fico, fortunately distant from the 
world’s battlefields, found gaping 
trenches opening within its bor- 
ders, 

Though tion undoubtedly 
was a serious factor in the situa- 
tion, deeper economic forces un- 
derly it. Wartime exports to the 
United States have boomed as 
Mexico's essential contribution to 
the United Nations: metals alone 
have increased in tonnage from 
221,444 in 1939 to 519,110 in 1943. 
Imports, on the other hand, have 
falien off due to United States 
shortages and export restrictions. 
A sizeable dollar balance has re- 
sulted in Mexico's favor. Added to 
this is the influx of several tens of 
million dollars of refugee capital. 
Much of this is “capital with 

ea return ticket” — brought in- 
to the country for safety from 
the European maelstrom, to 
evade United States taxes, or 
to profit by the higher rate of 
interest in Mexico. But even that 
introduced to remain generally is 
forced to lie unused because of the 
difficulties of obtaining equipment. 
Mexico's dollar reserves, normally 
amounting to 45 million dollars, 
have swollen to no less than 130 
million dollars. This has served to 
bloat the credit structure and push 
prices skyward, In addition Mexti- 
can monetary circulation, due 
largely to the unbalanced govern- 
ment budget, had risen at the end 
of 1942 to 350 per cent of the 1934 
figure. 

The critical condition of the 
railway system, heavily burdened 
by increased metal shipments to 
the United States, has crippled the 
distribution of foodstuffs within 
the country. 

These factors alone are sufficient 
to explain most of the sensational 
price rise. But in this unhealthy 
atmosphere, speculators have 
ghoulishly cornered markets and 
equared prices. 


Drastic Action Needed. 


Measures to halt the increase of 
prices have been faint-hearted and 
ineffective. Camacho, who has 
achieved so much by reconciling 

factions, attempted the 
game technique in a field where 
action is essential. 

Given the corruption that per-/ 
vades public fife, controlling prices 
im Mexico is a nigh-hopéless task. 
A high government official had 
the following to say; “If you ap- 
point 15 inspectors to enforce max- 
imum prices, the following week 
you must appoint a further 15 to 
watch over the first 15, and then a 
third 15 to keep an eye on the 
gecond, and so on.” And the graft 
pocketed by these successive in- 
spectors is naturally added to the 

ces. 

Over a lengthy period, the Labor 
Ministry, headed until recently by 
the leftist Ignacio Garcia Tellez, 
. resisted all suggestions for wage 

ceilings, arguing that effective 
price ceilings ought to be estab- 
lished first. Meanwhile he even 
encouraged the workers to increase 
their wage demands. For its part, 
the Ministry of Economy, under 
Francisco Javier Gaxiola, who is 
inextricably entangled with priv- 
ate business interests, demanded 
that wages be frozen before ap- 
plying price ceilings that really 
meant something. Under the re- 
sultant of the two contending 
forces, prices moved in a vicious 
spiral. 


Anti-U. S. Reaction. 


Organizations of doubtful char- 
acter cast their lines in these 
troubled waters. The Sinarquistas, 
the mass organization which toes 
the line laid down by Franco's Fal- 
ange, incited the population, ex- 
plaining the most improbable 
shortages with the neat refrain: 
“the gringos are buying up every- 
thing.” Actually it has been the 
policy of the United States Govern- 


extremist policies of the Cardenas 


The gay colony of European and 
American moneyed expatriates of- 
fered scenes that contrasted 
sharply with the hardships that 
the incipient inflation inflicted on 
the mass of Mexicans. Swank 
night clubs have been opening in 
large numbers, the most lavish is 
owned by a fugitive from the 
United States income tax-collec- 
tors, Ben Smith's new race-track, 
in which the omnipresent Ed 
Flynn ig a junior partner, has 
gobbled up vital steel for which 
Mexico’s railways have been call- 
ing in vain, and has cast doubt 
on the earnestness of the Amert- 
can war effort in Mexican minds. 
Fascist pamphlieteers have made 
it the butt of their sallies; at 
labor demonstrations the cry has’ 
been heard: “If the price of meat 
does not go down, we will eat the 
horses at the race-track!” 


Steps by Government. 

Impressed by the serious turn 
taken by the situation, the Gov- 
ernment has been throwing up 
hasty barricades to stem the in- 
roads of inflation. 

A month ago it established a 
consortium of three semi-govern- 
mental agencies to operate mar- 
ginally in the market to keep 
prices down and insure the proper 
distribution of foodstuffs through- 
out the country, as well as to con- 
centrate in its hands the export 
of foodstuffs whenever surpluses 
are available. Considerable skep- 
ticism exists concerning,.the con- 
sortium’s effectiveness because of 
the purely marginal nature of its 
powers. 

In the first week of April the 
cabinet took the decision to dis- 
courage further wage increases 
for a period of two years. | 

At the same time an effort has 
been launched to obtain a more 
libera] policy of machinery and 
raw materials exports on the part 
of the United States. Up to now 
the one consoling aspect of the 
economic situation has been that 
the higher prices have stimulated 
increased production. The point is 
being reached where further ex- 
pansion of production is becoming 
more and more difficult because 
of the lack of machinery. Unless 
a remedy is found the inflationary 
trend will take on the proportions 
of a catacylsm. 


Plea for U. S. Machinery. 
The bombshell exploded in the 
form of a speech delivered by the 
head of the Banco de Mexico, 
Eduardo Villasenor, on April 6. 
Among his more pungent remarks 
were the following: “If Mexico 
had remained neutral, it could 
have fixed the prices at which it 
sold its strategic materials to the 
United States, and demanded that 
these prices be paid not in money, 
but in equipment and raw ma- 
terials required by Mexican indus- 
try. ... But Mexico was never 
neutral; it gave aid to the first 
victim of international Fascism, 
Spain. ‘It can, indeed, be said 
that it has not been Mexico which 
has joined the democracies in the 
war against Fascism, but they 
who have become convinced in the 
correctness of Mexico's position in 
being anti-Fascist years before 
they ...” Ridiculing the endless 
red tape in which the American 
priority system is entangled, he 
suggested “if irony were permitted 
that both governments effect a 
considerable savings for their bud- 
gets, by abolishing all bodies deal- 
ing with priorities and establish- 
ing a single C. R. A. P.—Commis- 
sion for the Rejection of All Peti- 
tions.” After pleading with the 
United States to grant Mexico fur- 
ther tractors for its agriculture 
and machinery for its industry, he 
warned the United States not to 
burden its conscience with “re 
sponsibility for the decline in pro- 
duction of a country whose aid is 
essential to the war effort.” He 
ended by urging Mexicans to be- 
ware of “forfeiting their culture 
without receiving in return even 
a higher level of civilization.” 
In a speech prepared before that 
of Villasenor had been given, Am- 
bassador George S. Messersmith 
replied to such criticism two days 
later: “In the United States it 
is now impossible to obtain ma- 
chinery for establishment of fac- 
tories except for war purposes even 
when they would be of profit to 
our economy. We havé, however, 
even during the period of war en- 
deavored to aid in industrial and 
agricultural development in Mex- 
ico and in others of the American 
Republics, where such develop- 
ment is believed essential to the 
economy of the country concerned.” 
Informed observers believed the 
Villasenor speech to be a prelim- 
inary barrage to prepare the way 
for, President Avila Camacho’s 
plea for a more liberal export pol- 
icy towards Mexico on the part 
of the United States during his 
visit to the-States. The President, 
it was said, would carry in per- 
son with all the force of his pres- 
tige and sincerity the urgent re- 
quest of a Good Neighbor and ally 
for aid essential to the continua-

Enemy Bombs 
Hospital Base in 


North Tunisia 


Officer Killed, Two 
Aids Hurt Removing 
Antipersonnel Ex- 
plosives.

AN ALLIED HOSPITAL BASE IN 
NORTHERN TUNISIA, April 15 


(Delayed) (AP). 

YOUNG British Lieutenant 
A lost his life today removing 

a number of “Butterfly” anti- 

personnel bombs dropped by an 
Axis night raider in a triangle 
formed by the famous Thibar Mon- 
astery and two Allied hospital units. 
The bombs were the first of the 
war to drop on this undefended 
city which houses no military in- 
stallations. One 6500-pound bomb 
landed 30 yards from the mon- 
astery, tearing out a great crater 
and blasting out windows of the 
monastery. 
A smaller bomb fell within 50 
yards of hospital tents and a Red 
Cross marker, which was ripped by 
the plane’s cannon shells. 
One yellow-cannistered “Butter- 
fly” bomb expjoded as the Lieuten- 
ant was preparing to detonate it, 
killing him instantly and wounding 
two British sergeants with him. 
He was just married before he 
came over here,” said a British 
hospital driver as four comrades 
shouldered the Lieutenant’s cloth- 
draped body on a litter. 
“Only a few minutes ago, he was 
over here showing us how to make 
one of these bombs harmless.” 
The explosion raised the number 
of injured from the bombing last 
night to five, but the Lieutenant 
was the only fatality. 
“Aren't we under the Geneva 
convention, sir?” the driver of a 
medical supply truck asked. 
“You certainly are, “said‘a Ma- 
jor, “Jerry doesn’t usually break 
conventions when he is losing as 
he is now. He does that when he 
is ahead and doesn’t care. I’m in- 
clined to think he did this accident- 
ally, aren’t you, sir? the Major 
asked, turning to a Colonel. “I 
don’t know,” said the Colonel. “T 
don’t trust him at all, winning or 
losing.” 
Other Tommies took up the task 
left uncompleted by the dead 
Lieutenant. Within an hour they 
found and blew up or removed all 
the remaining bombs in the hos- 
pital zone, : 


FASCIST PARTY LEADER QUITS, 
MUSSOLINI NAMES NEW ONE 


LONDON, April 17 (AP).—Aldo 
Vidussoni resigned today as secre- 
tary of the Fascist party, and Pre- 
mier Mussolini appointed Under 
Secretary Carlo Scorza to succeed 
him, the Rome radio reported in a 
broadcast recorded by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Vidussoni submitted his resigna- 
tion at the end of a party meeting, 
saying, according to the Rome 
radio: “Duce, I put my post at 
your disposai. As a war-wounded 
man my capacities are limited.” 
Vidussoni, 28 years old, was 
crippled in the Spanish war. 

The Rome broadcast said Vidus- 
soni’s statement was applauded, 
and that Mussolini, accepting the 
resignation, said “the applause has 
shown the appreciation in which 
you are held.” 

The secretaryship is the highest 
rank in the party under that of 
Mussolini himself, Vidussoni was 
said to have’ been appointed presi- 
dent of a council charged with as- 
sistance to the armed forces.

Interpreting the War News 


HITLER OR JAPAN FIRST?

R 


IVAL claims of the conflict against Hitler and that against Japan 
on Allied military resources became stronger than ever last week. 
In the United States especially was there increased questioning of 


the soundness of the beat-Hitler-first plan, inspired by indications that 
the Japanese were returning to the attack in the Southwest Pacific 


with stronger forces. 


Against the background of three 
determined raids within a week 
against Allied bases on New 
Guinea by 50-plane and 100-plane 


‘Japanese squadrons, Gen. Douglas 


MacArthur and his sybordinates 
emphasized repeatedly the con- 
tinuing peril of the United Nation’s 
position in the Southwest Pacific. 
The Japanese, they declared, main- 
tain a great combat naval force 
at their big base at Truk, three 
days’ steaming from Australia, 
keep about a quarter million tons 
of shipping always in the Rabaul 
area and hold some 200,000 troops 
in their islands above Australia. 


Promise of Help. 


All this evoked from Secretary 
of War Stimson the assurance 
that military supplies, especially 
planes, would flow in increasing 
measure to Gen. MacArthur's 
command. While this did not in- 
dicate any deviation from the 
strategy of concentrating the 
major United Nations’ effort 
against Hitler while holding Japan, 
it did strengthen the expectation 
of early dramatic developments in 
the Pacific, | 

Meanwhile Gen. MacArthur's 
flyers more than held their own 
against the reinforced Japanese 
air fleets, taking a 40 per cent toll 
of the forces which tried to raid 
Port Moresby, Oro Bay and Milne 
Bay and maintaining their heavy 
punishment of all enemy shipping 
that ventured within their bomber 
range. A nine-ship convoy that 
put into Wewak, on New Guinea’s 
northern coast, fled after two of 
its ships had been sunk, another 
beached, a fourth badly damaged. 


Tunisian Theater. 

The campaign in Tunisia, mean- 
time, settled down to a state of 
siege. 

Counting on a few more weeks 
to be purchased by the expenditure 
of his Tunisian forces, Hitler in- 
tensified hig preparations for the 
still larger siege to come, that of 
the continent of Europe. A pro- 
cession of his junior partners, Bul- 
garian, Italian, Rumanian, visited 
his headquarters to receive notice 
of their -quotas in the defense 
against the impending Allied in- 
vasion assaults. Preparations went 
ahead in Italy, Southern France 
and the Balkans. 

In the politica] field the week 
was highlighted by a speech by 
Spain’s foreign minister, Count 
Gomez Jordana, urging peace “be- 
fore the war is prolonged longer 
than necessary.” In most Allied 
capitals this was interpreted as a 
feeler on .Hitler’s behalf to test 
the temper of the United Nations. 
If so, Hitler learned that the price 
of peace still was unconditional 
surrender. 

By midweek the siege lines 
around the Axis Armies hemmed 
in Tunisia’s northeastern corner 
had been drawn. Marshal Rom- 
mel’s long flight from Egypt was 
ended, the final dash having been 
the most rapid of all. Sunday he 
abandoned Kairouan to the British 
First Army and the next day Gen. 
Montgomery’s Eighth Army surged 
through Sousse, 


Siege Under Way. 

But the Afrika Korps halted at 
well prepared positions anchored 
on the coast at Enfidaville and 
stretching 30 miles to the West. 
The siege of the “coffin corner” 
had begun. 

Rommel] and Gen, Von Arnim, 
with forces estimated at 200,000, 
are jammed into an area of about 
4000 square miles, bounded by the 
sea on the east and north and by 
a battle line 140 miles long on the 
south and west. At the week end 
the Eighth Army was probing the 
Enfidaville line with patrols while 
bringing up its heavier weapons 
for the crusher. The First Army 


was maintaining strong pressure 
against the Northern wing, espec- 
ially in the hills north of Medjez- 
el-Bab from which on clear days 
the British can look across 30 
miles to Tunis on the coast. Be 
tween the two British Armies 
were French contingents. 

Dispatches describing the Allied 
dispositions did not mention Amer- 
ican units; it was presumed the 
divisions which had fought in the 
South were being regrouped for 
the final phase. But the week did 
bring fresh light on the American 
share in the clearing of Southern 
and Central Tunisia, Secretary 
Stimson and Gens. Eisenhower 
and Alexander in Africa said Gen. 
Patton's Second Corps had had an 
important mission and had per- 
formed it well; containing nearly 
40,000 of Rommel’s best troops in 
the El Guetar area and thus facil- 
itating Gen. Montgomery's. break- 
through and establishing a supply 
base for the Eighth Army to per- 
mit it to pursue Rommel without 
check. 


Italian Ports Hammered. 

More and more was the war car- 
ried across the Mediterranean and 
the Italian phase may be said al- 
ready to have begun. Naples and 
the chief ports and cities of Sicily 
and Sardinia, under steady, devas- 
tating almost daily attack, are def- 
initely in the war zone, 

Most indications were, however, 
that Rommel and Von Arnim were 
preparing to fight to the finish 
rather than attempt a “Dun- 
kerque.” Time is precious to Hitler 
and so are the planes and ships 
that would have to be sacrificed 
in a rescue attempt, 

The great thaw still imposed rel- 
ative quiet on the long Russian 
front. The Red Army increased 
its pressure in the western Cau- 
casus, the Germans continued to 
probe the Donets line in the 
Ukraine and there were some fair- 
ly large clashes below Leningrad. 

Indicating that both sides were 
marshalling new forces was the in- 
creased activity of both air forces 
against rear areas. Russian bomb- 
ers flew far into German territory 
to blast Koenigsberg, Danzig and 
other supply centers. 

From the West the Royal Air 
Force and the Americans kept 
their share of Hitler’s domain un- 
der steady air punishment, the 
British bringing the week to a 
thunderous climax with heavy 
raids on Pilsen, in Czechoslovakia, 
and Mannheim and Ludwigshaven 
on the upper Rhine, two of the 
largest centers of the Reich’s arms 
industry. It was a costly night’s 
work, however, for 55 of the big 
British bombers were missing. 
The chief American contributions 
were daylight Fortress and Lib- 
erator raids Friday on the U-boat 
nests of Lorient and Brest and 
one yesterday on the Focke-Wulf 
plant at Bremen. 


War Against U-Boats. 

As for the war on the U-boats 
at sea, the all important battle 
of the Atlantic, the Allied publics 
had to be content with the assur- 
ance of Prime Minister Churchill 
that “we are more than holding 
our own.” 

In the Orient, the Burma front 
appeared to be settling into mon- 
soon-imposed, summer-long dol 
drums. The daily blasting of the 
Japanese supply lines and bases 
continued, Gen. Bissell, the Amer- 
ican Air Force commander in 
Burma, said use of the country’s 
main port, Rangoon, had virtually 
been denied to the enemy. But 
the basic fact remained that the 
Japanese held Burma apparently 
in greater strength than ever. 

China, virtually cut off from its 
Allies’ aid except for the Ameri- 
can air force there, fought on in 
local and inconclusive operations 
against the invaders. 


Little Interest

OUNT FRANCISCO GOMEZ 
(Csorpana. Spain’sa Foreign 

Minister, appears to have cre- 
ated even leas interest here than 
in the United States with his offer 
of Spanish mediation to end the 
war, although the Spaniards have 
been carefully preparing the ground 
for some weeks. 

In the last six weeks, there have 
been indications of some re-orien- 
tation of Spain's foreign policy. 
While in Spain, Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco has continued 
to make vehemently pro-Axis 
speeches stressing the menace of 
Bolshevism, the rest of his speeches 
have emphasized Spain's neutral- 
ity. 

This is in striking contrast to 
Franco’s former “non-belligerent 
line.” Pro-Axis and anti-Red talk 
is attributed to Franco’s necessity 
for keeping the Falangists in line. 

At the same time, the Spanish 
Government has announced its in- 
tention of releasing civil war pris- 
oners and facilitating the exit of 
refugees who have not committed 
offenses against Spanish criminal 
law. The latter code covers a 
multitude of offenses, including 
political crimes. But the steps are 
evidently intended to impress the 
anti-Axis world with Spain’s lib- 
erality. 

Ten days ago the Duke of Alba, 
Spanish Ambassador to London, 
and his staff entertained Prime 
Minister Churchill, Chief of Staff 
Sir Alan Brooke, Under Secretary 
Lord Croft of the War Office, 
Foreign Office Under Secretary 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, Minister 
of Education R. A. Butler and 
Minister of Agriculture Robert 8.

Hans H. Dieckhoff, former Ger- 
man Ambassador to Washington, 
has been appointed Ambassador to 
Madrid, replacing Dr. Hans Adolf 
von Moltke, who died in Madrid 
March 22 in the German Hospital 
in mysterious circumstances. The 
selection of Dieckhoff, who is 
known in the United States, ap- 
pears here to coincide interest- 
ingly with the Spanish peace pro- 
posals. 

OF INDIA’S FOURTH DIVISION 

LONDON, April 17 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill praised the 
valor of Indian soldiers in a mes- 
sage today to the Viceroy of India, 
Lord Linlithgow. 

“We watched with admiration 
the splendid achievements of the 
Fourth Indian Division at the bat- 
tle of Mareth and in the recent 
victory at Wadi Akarit,” the mes- 
sage said. 

The Fourth Indian Division first 
went into action in Egypt in De 
cember, 1940. By the middle of 
last February it was reported to 
have suffered 15,000 casualties, but 
to have captured 100,000 German 
and Italian prisoners,

GERMANS REPORTED RUSHING 
SECRET DEFENSE MAZE ON 
BULGARIAN-TURKISH BORDER 


Travel Restricted, Trains Blacked Out in Area 
Nazis Added to Frontier Guard—Bunkers 
on Balkan Coast Trebled, 500 Airfields 
Made Ready to Resist Allied Invasion.

ITH feverish speed Europe's Nazi masters are strengthening 
the Bulgarian-Turkish frontier, according to information ap 
pearing in the important Swiss weekly, Weltwoche. 


So secret are the defenses, the 


newspaper says, that trains cross 


ing the border are blacked out even in the broadest daylight by the 
lowering of curtains. Frontier passport contro) has been drastically 
tightened and local traffic completely suppressed, while Bulgarian 


troops guarding the frontier have 
units. 

Balkan defenses today cover 
virtually all strategic points of the 
peninsula with barbed wire barri- 
cades and concrete “bunkers.” 
Bunkers along the coast have 
been trebled since 1941, while air- 
dromes at the Luftwaffe’s dis 
posal have now reached the im- 
pressive figure of 500, according 
to the Swiss paper's estimate. 
Four thousand kilometers (2480 
miles) of new roadg have been 


bullt during the last six months. 

A strange feature of the Nasi 
Balkan defenses is that Northern 
Greece is much more strongly 
fortified than the rocky coastline 
or mountainous central region. 
Apparently, the Nazis feel that 
they .would be better advised to 
give up than to hopelessly defend 
the more untenable districts. 


Crete Hinge of Defenses. 


The important island of Crete, 
the last. bit of Greek territory 
held by joint English-Greek forces 
in May, 1041, is regarded by the 
Nazis as one of the “hinges” of 
the Balkan defenses. 


The Nazis have paid specia] at- 
tention to Salonika and the Vardar 
Valley, which in World War I was 
the strong point of Gen. Louis 
Franchet, D’Esperey’s successful 
offensive — the military expedition 
which brought defeat nearer to 
Germany than any of the West- 
Front attacks. The whole local 
population of this great Aegean 
Port has been evacuated, includ- 
ing even consular representatives 
of small Axis powers. (Note: Gen. 
Franchet D’Esperey commanded 
the French Armee de L’Orient.) 

The Balkans not only are 
threatened from the south and 
west but, in event of a Russian 
advance, from the north also. 
Weltwoche suggests that if the 
Russian offensive had not been 
halted at Kharkov, the Red Army 
would have found the Balkan 
eastern flank completely unpro- 
tected. Now, however, the Nazis 
are seeing to this. 


Not Impregnable. 


It would be a great mistake to 
consider the Balkans’ new defenses 
impregnable, suggests Weltwoche. 
The manifold variety of the 
threats to thig part of the Euro 
pean fortress compels the Axis to 
a tremendous dispersal of their 
forces, 

There is, also the danger of a 
Balkan “inner front.” Apart from 
the partisan menace, the Nazis 
must always reckon with the pos- 
sibility that one or more of their 
Balkan satellites may desert the 
Axis camp. 

Rumors are rife in the Balkans 
of peace negotiations between the

Allies and various Southeastern 
European countries. In such 
event, not only would defense posi- 
tions built within the “deserting” 
satellite be lost, but the Axis

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EUROPE WORKERS 
GROUP PROPOSES 
POSTWAR SYSTEM 


Urges Socialistic Democ- 
racy. Based on Planned 
Economy to Replace 
Nazism, Fascism. 


CALLS FOR LABOR 
VOICE IN THE PEACE 


Expatriate Leaders Work- 
ing in Sweden Would 
Disarm Axis, Punish 
War Criminals.

STOCKHOLM, April 17 (AP).— 
Delegations which said they repre- 
sent millions of workers in eight 


European countries, including Ger- 
many, announced today the frame- 
work for postwar reconstructions 
calling for a socialistic democracy 
based on planned economy to re- 
place Nazism and Fascism. 

Members of an expatriate inter- 
national group of Democratic-So- 
cialists with headquarters here 
drafted a platform calling for the 
common man to have a voice in 
planning the peace. 

They say they represent work- 
ers’ groups in Germany, France, 
Austria, Hungary, Czecho-Slova- 
kia, Poland, Norway, Sweden and 
the Sudetenland. The sponsors em- 
phasized that the program was de- 
signed only as a framework for 
pursuing reconstruction problems. 

Chief Points of Plan. 

Major points in the program in- 
clude (1) a socialistic democracy 
based on planned economy and 
the barring of economic imperial- 
ism; (2) overthrow of the “fatal 
alliance” between Germany's 
heavy industry and Junkers and 
Prussian militarism, and (3) pro- 
vision for the participation of in- 
ternational trade unions in the 
peace conference. 

In the economic fief the group 
urged an “extended social control 
of economy in order to prevent 
crises, to creat order and efficien- 
cy and to attain the greatest pos- 
sible economic and social equal- 
ity.” 

“In the reversion of states’ con- 
trol of economy extended in war- 
time back to the so-called free 
capitalistic conditions would be 
mere retrogression,” the program 
said. 

Predicting that democratic and 
socialist movements would emerge 
in Germany and other European 
countries after the Allied victory, 
the workers’ group said interven- 
tion against such a trend would be 
contrary to the Atlantic Charter. 

The platform said that “the Ger- 
man revolution, like the revolution 
in many other European countries 
- « « Will not be limited to the 
sphere of politics. If we will over- 
throw Nazism we shall have hit 
the chief social powers that have 
supported it: The fatal alliance 
between heavy industry and the 
Junkers and the Generals. 

“The working class will be an 
important factor in that reform. 
No doubt it will try to fix democ- 
racy by measures of a socialist 
character, A corresponding con- 
tinuation of a democratic revolu- 
tion on a socialist line very likely 
will become actual in other 
countries too. 

“The question will be very im- 
portant whether the resources of 
the victorious powers and the 
troops they will keep on the Con- 
tinent will be used to support such 
a development or to render it 
more difficult.” 

Small Nations and Minorities. 


This is the first effort that has 
been made to air the views of 
Democratic Socialists, whose voices 
on the Continent are stilled by the 
Nazi-Fascist gag. The leaders of 
the international group working 
in neutral Sweden said they aimed 
to see that the working class 
would guarantee that the war 
catastrophe would not be repeated. 

Their program also advocates a 
union of smaller countries in re-. 
gional groups with federative 
arrangements to protect national 
minorities; a league of nations; 
punishment of war criminals by 
international courts; disarmament 
of the Axis and continuation of 
the close co-operation between the 
Anglo-Saxon nations and Soviet 
Russia. 

The group suggested’ that 
workers’ organizations proclaim 
the peace aims of Democratic So- 
cialism on May 1,

the people of the South. The 
people of the seven Southern 
states are not accurately repre- 
sented in the Congress. The men 
who irresponsibly misrepresent 
them are the most powerful mem- 
bers of the Congress. 

Shall we now, in the midst of 
war, do something about the 
South? I say, Yes, do at least 
two things: Pass through the Con- 
gress the anti-poll tax bill, then 
clean up as fast as’ possible other 
major economic discriminations. 
Let the Four Freedoms run in the 
South, not by ukase, but by first 
removing old injustices imposed 
from without. Bring the South 
back into the Union on a basis 
of economic equality. Do that 
and her political stranglehold will 
be broken. Hers is an old and 
deep wrong. I do not pretend 
that all bitterness can be removed 
before the end of the war. But 
the more we do now, the better 
for all when we face the new 
strains of peace, 


What Do We Do 
With Potential Excess? 


INCE Munich, when World 

War II was seen to be inev- 

itable, civilized men have looked 
forward with apprehension to “the 
outbreak of peace.” Millions of 
men and women now in the armed 
services and working at top speed 
in war production are haunted by 
fear of the moment when abun- 
dant production for war is cut off 
and we are again face to face 
with the unsolved problem of our 
century: 

WHAT DO WE DO WITH THE 
POTENTIAL “TOO MUCH” 
WHICH OUR MODERN INDUS- 
TRIAL, SCIENTIFIC AND BUSI- 
NESS MACHINE IS ABLE TO 
PRODUCE? How can we make 
that abundance, never possible be- 
fore in all the history of the 
world, the blessing it should. be, 
rather than the dark curse it has 
been so far? How can we learn 
to live with plenty and like it? 

That question, that fear, that in- 
security, are in my opinion, the 
cause of what some have called 
the “listlessness” of this war. One 
of the great contributions that 
could be made to the effective 
prosecution of the war should be 
to answer it. I believe it can be 
answered. I believe labor, indus- 
try and agriculture can agree upon 
an answer. I believe the Senate 
can agree upon an answer. I sub- 
mit that the answer, or at least 
so much of it as can quickly be 
agreed upon, should be written 
now and posted in every Army 
mess hall, aboard every ship, in 
union halls, chamber of commerce 
offices, schools, postoffices and 
other places of public assembly. 

Work Sheet for Prosperity. 

Let it be headed POSTWAR 
WORK SHEET FOR PROS- 
PERITY. List by principal indus- 
tries the accumulated backlog of 
work in the production of raw ma- 
terials, steel, automobiles, farm 
machinery, building materials, re- 
frigerators, planes, furniture, etc., 
showing each total in dollar value 
and, vastly more important, in 
millions of man-years of employ- 
ment. De the same for farm com- 
modities. 

These two headings will require 
an assumption as to the level of 
annual nationa] income and pur- 
chasing power. I will come to that 
in a moment, 


Next, list in the same way the 
backlog of maintenance and re- 
pair of public works and services, 
exclusive of new projects. 

These three main headings will 
takw care of the work and em- 
ployment for which there is both 
a@ current and an accumulated de- 
mand. The total man-years will, 
I believe, come close to meeting 
the postwar employment needs— 

n assuming we plan and pro- 
vide for high level peacetime em- 
ployment and prosperity. 

But an immediate and complete 
change-over from top war to 
top peace Rmoduction is imprac- 
ticable. And unless private enter- 
prise can see a market (continu- 
ing purchasing power) there will 
be a tendency to go slow, not to 
duplicate the lightning conversion 
and expansion to war th-t took 
place in the automobile industry 
after Pearl Harbor. 


~ Long-Term Improvements, 


So our Work Sheet for Pros- 
perity must have another head- 
ing: Construction and Long Term 
Public Improvements. (In an 
earlier article in this series, Presi- 
dent Eric Johnston of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce 
conceded the need for a reserve 
of such work to help the per- 
petual motion machine of private 
enterprise over occasiona] humps.) 
This program should include 
modernization of our entire trans- 
port system, including railroads, 
highways, waterways, pipelines 
and airports; public buildings for 
business, culture, recreation and 
health; a nation-wide drive to 
check erosion, to repair and ex- 
tend our irrigation systems, to 
put into effect reforestation plans 
now on the shelf, to renew the 
rural electrification program and 
to bring urban and rural housing 
up*to date, 

This «ne heading can, I am in- 
formed, total enough man-years 
of employment to take up all the 
postwar slack in employment. In 
fact, undertaking sizable parts of 
it will create so much consumer 
demand upon private industry that 


we would not have enough man 
power to meet the whole work 
sheet. Thus this last heading will 
support the first three. 
Do-Nothing Policy Worst. 


We can make up several] dif- 


ferent kinds of Postwar Work 
Sheets. The worst would be a do- 
nothing schedule, in which private 
enterprise would be left com- 
pletely to itself to provide employ- 
ment and purchasing power for 
its own production, with perhaps 
$60 for each discharged veteran 
and 26 weeks’ unemployment com- 
pensation for each laid-off worker. 
That has been called a boom-and- 
bust or revolution schedule. 

Slightly better is a schedule 
that would give additional pur- 
chasing power by means of 
hastily contrived programs of leaf- 
raking and boondogsxling. 

Better, but not good . enough, 
would be a schedule including 
programs of conventional public 
works, but excluding the great 
undone ‘jobs which stretch across 
the continent and which must be 
done to make us a healthy, strong, 
prosperous and ~losely united na- 
tion that can be shown to the 
world as Democracy’s Exhibit A. 

We can drop our sights to a 
national income of 70 billions and 
misery and disorder; we can try 
to hold it up to 80 or 865 billions 
by wasteful halfway measures; 
we can be “conservative” and aim 
for 90 to 100 billions, or we can be 
bold in peace as we have been in 
war and set our aim at not less 
than 120 billions a year. To my 
mind, nothing less will do if the 
peace is to have the meaning we 
are promising the young men who 
are fighting this war. 

Outlines for such a work sheet 
are in the recent proposals of the 
National Resources Planning 
Board. The facts, figures, plans 
and know-how have been assem- 
bled by many agencies, public and 
private, including corporations that 
have a wholesome interest in per- 
manent postwar prosperity. If the 
people want such a work sheet, 
they can get it now. 

Such a work sheet is only a first 
step. If used, it will tide us over 
a few years. It will give us time 
and practice in keeping the nation- 
al income in healthy circulation. 
We can learn to make abundance 
our servant, not our master. 

III. 
Kind of Peace Depends 

On How It Is Won. 

HE making of the peace will 
T as I have indicated, largely de- 

pend upon how the war is 
fought and won. If it is fought 
more and more as a people’s war, 
the people will be represented at 
the peace table and there will be 
the possibility of international jus- 
tice and economic fair dealing 
among peoples and nations, Only 
on such a foundation can we build 
@ people’s peace. Only a people’s 
peace can prevent another world 
war. 

I have read with interest and 
growing concern stern proclama- 
tions of intent to establish an in- 
ternational authority, an interna- 
tional police force or army to en- 
force the decisions of an interna- 
tional or world governing body. 
Such a body and such force are 
necessary, but even more necessary 
are the making of a just peace and 
the establishment of a people’s par- 
liament of the world that’ will 
reach just conclusions, 

Labor must be represented at 
such a peace conference. It must 
be admitted to full participation in 
the making of the peace and in its 
enforcement. We have found out 
that although we might prefer to 
limit ourselves to the negotiation 
of working agreements with em- 
ployers, labor must sit at all the 
council tables to protect its stake 
in a free world. 

Labor Knows Principles, 

We have international agree- 
ments now on the Atlantic Char- 
ter’s stipulation that all nations 
must have equal access to raw ma- 
terials and to world markets. This 
is good as far as it goes. But it 
does not go very far. Labor knows 
p< these. principles, if they are 

to stand, must be supported by an 
international fair labor standards 
law. It must include the right to 
organize and bargain collectively. 
It must provide the dumping of 
“hot goods” produced in violation 
of the law will be barred in inter- 
national trade, 

The writing and enforcement of 
such a statute is more complicat- 
ed and difficult than any interna- 
tional agreement ever attempted. 
However, it is not more difficult 
than the waging of global war in 
each gener@tion. We, the people, 
must learn to talk back to govern- 
ment officials when they plead 
“administrative difficulty” as an 
excuse for inaction, delay or half- 
measures.

All countries, particularly small 
nations, must actually have the 
right af self-determination, up to 
the point where the advantages 
sought impose unfairly upon oth- 
ers, in the view of the people’s par- 
liament. 


It Won’t Just Happen. 


Within the United States, we 
must remember that some 14 bil- 
lions of dollars of taxpayers’ money 
was spent for industrial expansion 
to produce the materials of war, 
large industries being given plants 
and options to purchase them after 
the war. When the time comes 
for conversion back to peace pro- 
duction, we must see to it that the 
new equipment now in the hands 
of these large industrial corpora- 
tions is not used to develop mo- 
nopolies farther and to squeeze the 
little manufacturer and business 
m out of existence. Government 
assistance must be given to small 
businesses and enterprises to re- 
establish themselves, to take over 
all or parts of war plants for peace 
producton. Such plants and busi- 
nesses must again become the eco- 
nomic hearts of small communities 
throughout the country. This won’t 
just HAPPEN, as some business 
spokesmen suggest; it must be 
planned, ordered and carried out 
as the people’s will. 


The CIO, which now “excuses 
members who are in the armed 
forces from payment of dues and, 
under many collective bargaining 
agreements with employers, pro- 
tects them in the accumulation of 
seniority status, will assist -return- 


non-members of the CIO, in get- 
ting back into productive work at 
fair wages. It will assist in get- 
ting thorough educational and tech- 
nica] training for all those willing 
and able to resume and complete 
their schooling. 

The CIO wholeheartedly supports 
President Roosevelt's proposal 
that we now plan our economy 
so as to insure full employment 
for every man and woman who is 
willing to work. We support the 
extension of social security which 
he has recommended. But an 
American Beveridge Plan is not 
enough. We must have full em- 
ployment within the United States. 
To make that a permanent fact, 
we must assure to all peoples who 
are willing to join and abide by 
the terms of the people’s peace, a 
fair chance to share the world’s 
new abundance to all peoples.

The Governor, efficient and con- 
scientious in his preparations, 
lacked the fighting qualities of 
leadership necessary to force ac- 
tion from an unfriendly Legisla- 
ture. 

On the problem of economy the 
record so far is no better. The 
Governor, himself, was the first 
offender He recommended ap- 
propriations approximately $14,000,- 
000 in excess of the revenue he es- 
timated would be available. 

Representative O. K. Armstrong, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Governmental Reorganization, in- 
troduced a series of bills Friday for 
consolidation of many other State 
departments, but, though there is 
no doubt of Armstrong's sincerity, 
this can be considered little more 
than a gesture. Introduced this 
late in the session and in view of 
the demonstrated attitude of the 
House, the bills can be said not to 
have even a remote chance of 
passage. 

Junge’s Difficult Problem. 

Representative C. P. Junge, 
chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, in preparing the ap- 
propriation bills for introduction 
in the House, cut deeply under the 
Governor’s recommendations, but 
his bills fall far short of meeting 
the urgent demand for restricted 
expeditures. His total, according 
to estimates of the Missouri Pub- 
lic Expenditure Survey, will mean 
allotments from the general rev- 
enue fund of about $5,000,000 more 
for the biennium than was ap- 
propriated for 1941 and 1942. 

Admittedly Junge had a diffi- 
éult problem. Economic condi- 
tions required higher appropria- 
tions for penal and eleemosynary 
institutions than in the previous 
biennium because of increased 
costs of all foods, drugs and other 
supplies, but in taking care of this 
and some other emergency prob- 
lems, little was cut from the ad- 
ministrative departments, 

By the exercise of some skill, he 
switched allotments forthe Social 
Security program by reductions in 
the amount of direct relief and aid 
to dependent children, to provide 
more money for old age pensions, 
and in the face of the strongest 


sort of pressure so far has limited 
Social Seourity funds to only $150,- 
000 more than was appropriated 
and expended in the last biennium. 

Junge, skillfu] as he has proved 
himself to be on numerous legisla- 
tive and political manipulations, is 
no magician. He couldn’t wave a 
wand and find the needed five mil- 
lion dollars. Ergo, the necessity 
for evasion of the Republican 
pledge that no new taxes should 
be created. 

The sales tax law, enacted each 
two years under the pretense of an 
emergency, had to be repassed by 
this Legislature. Change of a word 
or a phrase here and there in the 
law could reach sales heretofore 
untaxed, and apparently would 
provide the missing money. So 
Junge came before the House with 
two amendments. One proposed to 
tax sales on purchases made out- 
side the State of articles to be 
used in the State. The other pro- 
posed to tax sales of steam heat. 
Junge told the House the first 
would increase the revenues by six 
million dollars in the biennium, and 
the second $200,000. The House, 
although it had committed itself to 
@ program of no tax increases 
early in the session, adopted both 
amendments, 

Civilian Defense Muddle. 

Civilian Defense is in a muddle. 
A House committee has reported a 
Civilian Defense bill which the 
State Council of Defense consid- 
ers grossly inadequate, and the 
outlook for an appropriation suf- 
ficient even to approach the needs 
is dark. After three months the 
defense bill is resting on the 
House calendar. Little more than 
a skeleton organization for State 
defense appears possible under the 
present legislative plans. If there 
should be no enemy air raids, no 
extenBive sabotage, if the war 
should not come directly to Mis- 
souri, that would be enough. But 
who knows? Whose would be the 
responsibility for unpreparedness 
if disaster came? Before Pear] 
Harbor there were those who knew 
there would be no war touching the 
United States. 

States surrounding Missouri and 
in no greater danger have enacted 
adequate Civilian Defense acts, 
have provided definite appropria- 
tions and have set up emergency 
funds to be used if needed. 

Although no definite indications 
have appeared of a full realization 
of the situation into which the 
Republican majority has permitted 
itself to lapse, there are signs of 
fidgeting, perhaps only political 
fidgeting, by some members. Some 


of them are getting jittery under 
the criticism, which has resulted 
from the inadequate handling of 
these major problems, and also 
of lesser things. 

What About the Senate? 

So far, the House has had the 
handling of the major legislative 
problems. By forceful action it 
will be possible for fhe Senate to 
bring about economy through its 
consideration of the app 


ropriation 
4 bills, but, the other bills having 


been introduced in the House, 
there is no probability that the 
Senate will bother itself with the 
merit system or with consolidation 
of departments. It could rewrite 
the Civilian Defense bill to make 
it effective.

It has been two months since 
Lahey, by persistent efforts forced 
the House to appoint a small loan 
investigating committee, and not 
yet has the committee made any 
investigation of the small loas 
lobby. 

G. O. P. Has Booted the Ball, 
The Republicans had the oppor 

tunity for legitimate political ad- 
vantage which might be expected 
to follow conscientious nompoliti- 
cal solution of nonpolitical prob- 
lems of state government. * They 
have booted the ball, but there is 
still the chance to recover it and 
make the touchdown. The whistle 
has not yet blown. 

Two and possibly three months 
of the legislative session remain. 
They can still cut appropriations 
to the bone, force State depart- 
ments to retrench as individuals 
must retrench in war time. They 
can still pass a merit bill, still can 
consolidate State departments, still 
take care of civilian defense needa, 
still can make postwar plans. They 
can abandon sych arrogant tactics 
as have characterized the handling 
of the small loan subject. 


man in St. Louis, he had become 
engaged to Judith Carrington of 
an old Virginia family. This was 
one reason why he sent Edward 
Jr. to the University of Virginia. 

At Virginia young Stettinius fol- 
lowed his older brother, William 
Carrington, now dead. The latter 
was known as “Big Stet” and Ed- 
ward Jr. as “Little Stet.” Big Stet 
had been conspicuously successful 
at the university and Little Stet 
found himself under a double han- 
dicap—a famous father and the 
precedent of a brother’s high rec- 
ord. 

The way he chose to overcome 
this handicap was not at all in the 
Virginia tradition of conviviality 
and good living. He went in in- 
stead for Y. M. C. A. work. He 
started a student employment bvu- 
reau to find jobs for worthy stu- 
dents. For a time he even thought 
that he wanted to become a 
preacher. 


While his father helped to de- 
flect him from this objective, Lit- 
tle Stet got his job on his own 


and it came about through the 


extra-curricular work he had done 


at the University of Virginia, John 
L. Pratt, a vice-president of Gen- 
eral Motors, and also a Virginia 
graduate, had heard of Stettinius’ 
job placement bureau. He asked 
him to come to General Motors to 
study that huge corporation’s em- 
ployment policy. After a three- 
year training course, in 1926 he 
was made Pratt's assistant. 

The fashion among certain of 
Little Stet’s contemporaries and 
even among some oldsters has 
been to derogate his rise by refer- 
ences to “pull” and family. That 
was what they said after he left 
GM for Big Steel and started his 
rapid climb up that colossus of 
Wall street. True, he was the 
protege of the retiring board chair- 
man, Myron Taylor. The malicious 
whispered that he was merely Tay- 
lor’s stooge. But actually he 
stood up against a considerable 
faction in Big Steel that bitterly 
opposed his policies.

Because of the need to conserve 
paper, those paper boards stuffed 
inside shirts will disappear when 
the present supply is exhausted. 


Because of the rubber shortage, 
deliveries have been curtailed gen- 
erally to one a week. In this way 
laundries figure they have lopped 
40 per cent off their annual deliv- 
ery mileage. 


Machinery Restrictions. 


The Government has prohibited 
the sale, lease or exchange for 
use of any new or secondhand ma- 
chines with a value over $100 
without permission from the War 
Production Board. 


Thus: A laundry operator wish- 
ing to discontinue business could 
sell his plant intact if the new 
owner intended to continue’ the 
business, but he could not sell the 
machinery part-by-part to anyone 
who just wanted the machinery. 


Therefore laundry equipment has 
to be kept patched and repaired. 


Because of the heavy load, many 
a laundry won’t accept what the 
trade considers luxury items—eve- 
ning dresses, lace curtains, bed- 
spreads, shower curtains, pot-hold- 
ers.

Added to the general civilian 
burden—result of more people 
working and therefore having less 
time to do their own washing— 
the laundries also are doing much 
work for the military services. 


Goff estimates that the commer- 
cial laundries are now doing 85 
per cent of the work for the Air 
Forces in this country. 


Some Operated by U. S. 


The Government has taken over 
some laundries on lease from 
their owners. Others, close to Gov- 
ernment hospitals, often get a stag- 
gering load of work. 

“A 1500 bed hospital would mean 
300,000 pieces of laundry to be 
done a month,” Goff says. 

In certain areas, overworked 
laundries also must handle sudden 
tremendous increases. For in- 
stance at Norfolk, Va., when the 
fleet comes in. 

That means not only laundry 
for the sailors but also increased 
laundry from such places as bar- 
ber shops and restaurants where 
the sailors flock as soon as they 
leave a ship. 

Goff adds one more factor which 


‘|he considers a hardship: 


Laundries are operating under 
price ceilings established at the 
level of March, 1942. He says he 
is going to ask the Office of Price 
Administration for revisions to 
give the industry relief.

BROUGHT 10 ST. LOUIS 


About 150 Evacuees Already 
Here, 100 More to Come, 
Director Says. 


About 150 men and women of 
Japanese ancestry have been lo- 
cated in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County since last fall and 100 more 
probably will be settled here, Em- 
ory Kennedy, director of the St. 
Louis War Relocation Authority 
office, disclosed yesterday. 

This careful’ resettlement work, 
which is carried on similarly in 
other mid-American cities, was de- 
scribed by Kennedy as “an ex- 
democracy.” 


is to assure loyal Americans of 
Japanese ancestry an opportunity 
to establish themselves as “ordin- 
ary members of the community.” 
Before they were brought here, 
a few at a time, the Japanese- 
Americans had been evacuated 
from the Pacific Coast area to 


-|one of the 10 relocation centers 


established shortly after the United 
States entered the war. Many of 
the new St. Louis residents had 
been in the Rohwer and Jerome 
centers near Little Rock, Ark. 

About 100 of the Japanese- 
Americans here now are students 
The others 
have been brought here in recent 
weeks to work in various fields. 
Kennedy began his work here 
about two months ago. He said 
the preliminary work consisted 
largely of sounding out civic, re- 
ligious and labor leaders to get the 
feeling of St. Louisans regarding 
Japanese-Americans. After that he 
devoted himself to making ar- 
rangements for re-establishing the 
newcomers here in self-supporting 
capacities. 

Kennedy said about half of the 
Japanese-Americans in the nation 
were vegetable or fruit growers. 
Most of the others had been em- 
ployed as domestic servants or

Best in the World

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LONDON, England. 


N my travels about the United States I seem to re- 

member occasionally seeing some ugly towns, some 

homely girls, some terrible roads, some bleak, bare 
country and some pretty rotten climate but I must have 
been dreaming. Such things do not exist in the United 
States. Absolutely not. I have it on the word of thou- 
sands upon thousands of American soldiers over here 
that there isn’t so much as a pinpoint of a town at home 
that couldn’t borrow a quart of milk and a pound of 
honey and come close to qualifying as the Promised 
Land. 


There isn’t an American soldier in the British Isles 
who isn’t willing to put up a strong argument that the 
city, town, village or hamlet he came from isn’t a suburb 
of heaven and that if he ever sets a foot in the place 
again nothing short of a half-ton truck and four mules 
will be able to drag him away from it. 


To judge by the conversation of our Army, one of 
America’s big postwar problems will be that of trying 
to get the population to move around a bit. To hear 
them tell it, the soldfers aren’t going to stir a lick once 
they get back to the old home town and hang their caps 
on Main, Elm, Oak or Olive streets. They are simply 
going to get a rocking chair, prop it on the front porch 
and enjoy the delights and pleasures of the town they 
were born and raised in.

If the boys mean what they say, no town will ever 
need a Chamber of Commerce booster any more, 
The boys from Coon Hollow will shout the praises of 
Ceon Hollow and the boys from Scrubbrush will let 
it be known that little ol’ Scrubbrush is the sweetest 
town in the world. 
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@ 1 HAVE HEARD soldiers praise the scenery and 
climate of towns I know a jack-rabbit wouldn't live in 
if he could help it, and paint the glories of whistle stops 
that even locomotives hurry to get through. I have 
heard them say this while surrounded by some of the 
most glorious English countryside—countryside that has 
inspired poets to sonnets and songs. 


An English friend asked me the other day if I had 
ever been to Jersey City, N. J. When I told him yes, he 
looked at me as if he were looking on someone who 
had just returned from a vacation to Valhalla. Envy 
was written all over his face. “You lucky, lucky chap,” 


he said. 


This puzzled me a bit because while Jersey City is a 
fine town, it doesn’t have tne reputation of weing one of 
the garden spots of the country. Even Mayor Hague 
would admit that. “Why am I so lucky?” I asked.

When He Sings They Almost Swoon 


Frank Sinatra Well on His Way to Becoming Successor 
to. Crosby as King of All the Crooners—In Fact He 
Has Finished Ahead of Bing in Recent Important Polls.

NEW YORK, April 17. 


ROM the dewey-eyed maidens 

who jitterbug in unsophisticat- 

ed,joy to the strains from Man- 
hattan’s thousand-and-one juke 
boxes to the jaded dames who in- 
habit the swank night spots and 
plush upholstered haunts of the 
Broadway sun-dodgers, Frank Si- 
natra is terrific. This worship ex- 
tends—although in somewhat les- 
ser degree—to a growing number 
of members of the alleged stronger 
sex and all adds up to the fact 
that the lad who once belonged to 
a Hoboken back-alley gang and 
whose vocal style is way over on 
the sweet side, is well on his way 
to permanently dethroning Bing 
Crosby. 


The Sinatra craze is growing like 
an Allied Army advance in North 
Africa. For the past two years, 
Frank has won both the Downbeat 
and Metronome polls as “America’s 
favorite male vocalist” to relieve 
the b-b-b—ooing Mr. Crosby of the 
eight-year-old title. Frank also re- 
cently finished an eight-week run 
at New York’s Paramount Thea- 
ter. Which, incidentally, was some- 
thing of a feat in the way of an 
extended run. The last time any 
one performer held forth at Para- 
mount that long was when Rudy 
Vallee was holding sway as the 
nation’s vagabond lover back in 
1929. Soon Frank will make a pic- 
ture for RKO and as soon as Czar 
Petrillo’s music war is settled, he 
will start making records for Co- 
lumbia. On Saturday nights he is 
the featured vocalist on Lucky 
Strike’s Hit Parade and at present 
is also doing three shows a night 
at a spanking new night club here 
in New York called the Riobamba. 


“There’s hardly a night goes by,” 
Frank told us at dinner at the Rio- 
bamba, “that some  unescorted 
women don’t send me a note to 
join them at their table. Beauti- 
ful babes, too. No broken-down 
morons. Of course, I don’t go in 
for that kind of stuff. But I'm 
always nice to them. I figure I've 
got where I am by being nice to 
people. It doesn’t cost a thing.” 


Frank is 25, but his voice has 
“an ageless appeal.” 


“My fan mail,” he estimated, “is 
now running about 5000 letters a 
week, It comes from all ages— 
from 16 to 60.” ’ 

The current Sinatra boom 
started while he was a vocalist 
with Tommy Dorsey’s orchestra. 
Last September, after three and 
one-half years with Dorsey, Frank 
started out on his own. He’s 
happy, but unspoiled, over his pres- 
ent growing success and his big 
ambition igs to some day have a 
radio program of his own, like 
Bing Crosby. 

“It took a lot of nerve,” he ex- 
plained, “to break away from 
Dorsey and the band. I was mak- 
ing $250 a week and doing all right. 
But I’m doing even better now and 
is makes me feel pretty good to 
think that I’m the first vocalist 
since Crosby to leave a band and 
be successful on my own.” 
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INCE last September and the 

$250 salary figure, Frank’s in- 

come has zoomed to more than 
$3000 a week. There are now more 
than 700 Frank Sinatra fan clubs 
scattered around the United States. 
Since August 15 and the start of 
the Petrillo. ban on record making, 
Frank hasn’t made a single plat- 
ter. But his Victor record of “I'll 
Never Smile Again,” made while 
he was with Dorsey, has sold 750,- 
000 copies; and his “This Love of 
Mine”—he also wrote the tune— 
has reached more than 1,000,000 in 
sales. Frank, as all Sinatra fans 
know, is at his. best in numbers 
like these, and such others as 
“You’d Be So Nice to Come Home 
To,” “That Old Black Magic,” or 
“Night and Day.” These lend 
themselves to “the intimacy” in 
the Sinatra style and the croon 
in the Sinatra voice. 

The son of a Hoboken, N. J., 
fireman, Frank grew up in a 
neighborhood where, he says, “you 
He began 
singing when he was 14 accom- 
panied by moonlight and his own 
ukelele on the beach. 

“Ah,” he signs, “I was then the 
man of the moment.” 

Frank’s folks wanted him to be 
a civil engineer, but he had dreams 
of becoming a sports reporter. In 
high school in Hoboken he was on 
the championship basketball team, 
won a trophy in swimming and 
was an outstanding member of the 
track team. He sang with his 
school band, at proms and as- 
semblies, and helped form the 
school glee club. He earned 
pocket money after school by 
working as a helper on a news- 
paper delivery truck of the Jersey 
Observer and when he graduated 
from high school got a job with 
that paper as a copy boy. Nights 
he took shorthand and journalism

at Drake Institute and finally got 
a chance in the sports department 
as a cub reporter covering col- 
legiate sports events. 


The turning of the tide in the 
Sinatra life came one night when 
he took his best girl, Nancy Bar- 
bato, to a Bing Crosby movie, The 
next day Frank walked into the 
city room of the Jersey Observer 
and gave his notice to the city 
editor. The reason for this sud- 
den decision to give up newspaper 
work? Well, he explained, after 
seeing Crosby he was convinced 
that he wanted to be a singer more 
than anything else in the world. 
From that day on, it was either 
sing or starve for Frank Sinatra. 
There were a few periods of near 
starvation. 


Frank’s first move in his plan 
to some day storm the citadel then 
held by Crooner Crosby was to 
apply for an audition with Maj. 
Bowes and his “Amateur Hour” 
show. He got a whack at the 
hour and won first prize singing 
“Night and Day.” He was sent 
out with a “Bowes unit” headed 
for the West Coast, but after 
three months got homesick for 
his folks and his best girl and 
came home. He applied for radio 
auditions at New York studios and 
was soon heard on 18 sustaining 
shows every week over WOR, 
WNEW, WMCA and_e£=<Jersey’s 
WAAT. 


“That sounds,” Frank explained, 
“like I should have been doing all 
right. But I was singing for my 
health. I didn’t get a dime’s worth 
of pay. All I got was carfare 
from the Jersey station. They gave 
me 70 cents a week because they 
didn’t think I ought to spend my 
own money running from New 
York over to Jersey to sing on 
their program,” 

Next Frank got a job with a 
little band playing at the Rustic 
Cabin, a New Jersey roadhouse. 


“They paid me $25 a week,” 
Frank explained, “and for that I 
emceed the show, sang with the 
band, and sang with a blind piano 
player during intermissions and 
after the show. In addition I kept 
up my 18 sustaining programs be- 
cause I figured if I could sing on 
the air enough I'd eventually reach 
every type of listener from the 
housewife to the high and mighty 
big shot. And I knew someday the 
grind would pay out.”

Cabin, Frank came to the attention 
of band leader Harry James. 
James offered him a featured 
singing assignment and Frank 
went on tour with the James 
band. About six months later, 
while appearing in Chicago with 
James, Tommy Dorsey 
Frank to join his band. Frank 
jumped at the chance and it was 
then that the young baritone with 
the romantic singing style began 
to gain the popularity that has to- 
day mushroomed into proportions 
that have toppled Crosby off his 
long-held throne and placed the

Frank sighs. “It would have been 
wonderful for me if he had. Think 
of the prestige it would have 
given me.” 

Unspoiled and thoroughly with- 
out conceit, Frank takes his pres- 
ent success in a sort of matter of 
fact way. He tells you that Para- 
mount set a world record for at- 
tendance during his eight-weck 
run there in a pleased, but some- 
what humble way. 

“Bob Weitman, the Paramount 
manager, told me that a million 
and a half persons went through

the Paramount doors while I was 
there,” he shakes his head. “Imag- 
ine that.” 


When Frank left the Dorsey 
band last September, he was none 
too sure of solo success. But 
things happened—and rapidly. Two 
months after he left the band, he 
was signed for the “Hit Parade.”

His first starring picture, “Reveille 
With Beverly” is just now being 
released. 


Five feet 11 inches tall, Frank 
weighs around 140 pounds, has 
blue eyes and brown hair.

Frank says he only recently 
could tell the color of his own 
eyes—offhand without’ thinking. 
Now he’s pretty good on “the per- 
sonals,” because he has to furnish 
such information for the little 
paper that is circulated among 
the members of the 700 Frank 
Sinatra fan clubs throughout the 
United States. 


“They want to know what I eat, 
what movies I see every week, 
whether I used toothpaste or tooth 
powder,” Frank laughs.

Of course the 
kids have been boosting my stock 
for about three years. What tickles 
me now is that the older folks 
have taken me up.” 

All Frank’s plans for the future 
depend right now on when Uncle 
Sam says “I want you.”

HE Hays office has a com- 

paratively easy job censoring 

movies today. Out of the war 
has come the most important cen- 
sor of all—the newspaper head- 
line.

Finger Nail 
Manicuring 
In the Home

USY working gals find that 
B they have to do much of their 

own finger nail care, without 
the help of beauty shops. 

In home manicuring, these are 
the things to be careful about: 

Be sure that manicure instru- 
ments are clean. This means boil- 
ing the cutting implements or 
washing them with soap and hot 
water. 

Don’t cut too much tissue at the 
sides of the nails, or about the 
cuticle. When the skin is soft 
from soaking, it is easy to cut too 
deeply and this makes infection 
possible. Too much cutting may 
cause the finger tips to look 
ragged in a few days. Cuticle re- 
moving preparations should be used 
with care, especially if the nails 
are thin and brittle. 

Avoid roughness in pushing back 
the cuticle, or in shoving instru- 
ments up under it. The nail grows 
from beneath the moon and root 
under the cuticle, and roughness 
here may damage the nail to come. 
Infections under the cuticle are 
very common; they often become 
chronic and cause ugly thickening 
of the tissues here, 

Don’t clean under the nail with 
a file. This roughens the under 
surface of the nail and makes i 
easier for dirt to lodge there. 

Splitting of the nails may result 
from careless filing, or injury to 
the nail, or brittleness. Try rub- 
bing olive oil into the finger tips 
and about the nails at night. Drink 
plenty of milk to get enough 
calcium. Vitamins A and D might 
also be included in your diet in 
greater quantities. Vitamin A oc- 
curs in butter, carrots and green 
vegetables. Vitamin D is supplied 
by cod liver oil. 

A hangnail should be cut short. 
Infections often start from such 
little things, so keep the nail clean. 
If there develops redness or ten- 
derness, apply a small bandage 
wet with boric acid solution until 
the soreness and redness have dis- 
appeared. If it becomes worse, see 
a doctor. 

Polish acts as somewhat of a 
protective coating and may even 
lessen the amount of splitting of 
the nails. But polish removers are 
drying to the skin and nails, and 
may cause redness and stinging of 
the skin. Massaging oily creams 
into the finger tips may help coun- 
teract the drying action of polish 
removers,

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How to Get Big Yields From Small Gardens 


AYBE “big fish don’t grow 
M in small puddles,” but large 

yields can be gathered from, 
small garden plots if you'll think 
over and carry through on this 
list of suggestiorts. 


Water the seed rows, for there 
are important “doings” in the top 
1% inches of soil during the first 
two weeks after you sow the 
seeds. It’s “germination,” the 
growth within the seed and until 
the tiny seedling pushes through 
the soil, and it requires constant 
moisture, 


But don’t wash out the young 
seedlings, and don’t let the soil 
dash up against the delicate 
leaves. 


I've seen some gardeners try to 
keep their thumb over the stream 
of water from the hose—and then 
change fingers—so that the water 
landed on the seed rows in big 
heavy drops. Especially on clay 
soil, this “thumb pressure” hose 
work is likely to wash out the 
shallow seedlings. When the seeds 
aren’t “through” the soil, it’s apt 
to make a hard surface crust that 
will keep the plants from ever 
seeing the light. 


In watering, use a nozzle on the 
hose. Adjust it to the very finest 
spray possible, Stand back from 
the garden plot and let the fine 
spray drift down onto the soil. 
Don’t let the soil puddle. Wet one 
#ection, then another, then go back 
to the first and Bo on. 


In windy weather, the surface 
soil is often quickly dried out. If 
the soil shows dry, give it a fine 
“misting” every other day. Water- 
ing in spring is ordinarily unnec- 
essary when the plants are about 
1% inches high—for their roots 
have begun to reach down far 
enough to feed where the water 
level is constant and we want to 
direct them toward deep growing. 
Also, wetting the leaves increases 
the tendency toward various plant 
diseases, 

Successful veterans of many a 
vegetable growing campaign and 
agricultural experts are divided 
among themselves on the “culti-

vating question.” Some say, “Cul- 
tivate to keep a ‘dust mulch’ on 
the surface; it aids growth and 
checks evaporation as well as 
keeps down the weeds.”. I am on 
the side that believes in cultivating 
only to destroy the weeds. 


Cut the weeds off close to the 
surface by very shallow raking or 
hoeing—just when they peep 
through the ground. Get them 
young, before they have a chance 
to rob the soil of moisture and 
plant nutrients. Now, when the 
weeds are tiny, I can use the hoe 
lightly and weed the whole garden 
in an hour, If a rainy spell should 
interrupt my weed destruction pro- 
gram—they’ll shoot up and it will 
take three times as long to do the 
job. 

Hand-pull the weeds that grow 
up along the rows. I hope you 
planted your vegetables in straight 
rows. Then it is comparatively 
easy to “sight” down the row and 
tell which belong and which are 
the enemy stragglers. If you wait 
too long, you will disturb the veg- 
etable roots when you pull out the 
nearby weeds. Get them small and 
prevent any setback to your plants. 

Side dressing as a “liquid tonic” 
has been proved a_ tremendous 
boost to crop production. In our 
small gardens, it is easy for us to 
pep up our plants in this way. 

Here is the recipe for this “side 


dressing” tonic, to be used about 
three weeks after planting, when 
the seedlings stand about two 
inches high. Put a cupful of “Vic- 
tory Garden Fertilizer” (a commer- 
cial balanced plant food) into a 
cloth bag. Tie it with a string and 
then use the string to suspend the 
bag in a scrub bucket or pail hold- 
ing about 10 quarts of water. Let 
the mixture stand over night. All 
of the nitrogen and potash, some 
of the phosphorus and other chem- 
icals will be dissolved. (Scatter 
what remains in the bag any- 
where on the bare surface of your 
garden, or just on the grass.) 


Give the tonic by making a very 
shallow furrow with your hoe a 
few inches out from the stems of 
the plants and down the row. Pour 
in the liquid—the recipe given is 
a proper dosage for 50 feet of row. 
Cover the furrow again. Fertiliz- 
ing this way makes the nutrients 
immediately available to the plant 
roots and avoids the possibility of 
“scorching” them, It’s much, much 
more effective than using the fer- 
tilizer dry, as a “side dressing.” 


One treatment for the “quick” 
crops, such as bush beans, beets, 
spinach, etc.—and two (the second 
to follow in three or four weeks) 
for lima beans, cabbage, carrots, 
tomatoes, etc.—is a wise invest- 
ment for larger and quicker yields 
as well as vegetables that will be 
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higher in vitamin and mineral con- 
tent. 


With the addition of one table- 
spoon of washing ammonia to 
sweeten the solution, the “side 
dressing” tonic becomes an ideal 
“transplanting solution.” Not too 
much—just one cupful is plenty 
to pour into the ground when you 
set cabbage, tomato, pepper or 
any other plants in your garden. 
It will help them to a quick, sturdy 
start. 


Save all your grass cuttings. 
They are an excellent source of 
plant nutrients—and the ideal 
“mulch” for small gardens! Spread 
the clippings thinly, not over one- 
half inch thick, along the rows 
and quite close to the plants. Cover 
all the bare space you can (maybe 
some “gardenless” neighbor will 
donate his grass cuttings). This 
is especially worth doing around 
St. Louis for it will prevent the 
“puddling” that turns clay sur- 
faces to a good imitation of build- 
ing brick. Under the “mulch” the 
soil will stay loose, well aerated 
and moist—and the weeds will be 
discouraged, possibly even pre- 
vented, from growing. 


As you cut your grass, you may 
add layers of the mulch, during 
the growing season, And some hot 
day, scrape away a bit of the 
mulch and feel the soil under- 
neath. Then feel bare, exposed 
soil. You can feel how much of a 
cooling protection the mulch gives 
from the broiling sun. , 

The Post-Dispatch couldn’t print 
what I think about the weather 
this spring! My garden looked like 
a newspaper scrap pile during the 
early part of the week while the 
thermometer stood around the 
freezing point. I’m _ postponing 
bean planting until the ground 
warms up again—but don’t worry 
about the beans that are already 
planted. They just won't start 
growing until conditions change. 
If the weather is too much against 
us—you may have to replant—but 
let’s not cross that bridge until, 
and unless, me must.

URING a recent conversation 
D about establishing day nurse 

eries for little ones, whose 
mothers were at work during the 
day, I remembered what a woman 
said regarding the same problem 
many years ago.

When I asked her what the re 
quirements were for such teachers 
she said, “The first thing I look 
for is the size of her lap.

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RULES are cold things at best.

Rules belong entirely in the adult 
world. Children are elementary, 
primitive, alive and eagerly grow- 
ing. They need physical care and 
that of the best, but if that is not 
accompanied by warmth, friendly,

affectionate, motherly feeling, 
will not answer. The children wil, 
not thrive by it. But if the ! 
are administered and modified by 
affection and motherly under- 
standing, the children will thrive 
though the rules are broken seven 
times seventy.

Down the “turn road” between 
the fields the weman who owns 
the plantation comes riding and 
the darkies say “Heah come Mis’ 
Lizzie,” and when she comes near 
they touch their hats and say 
“Mawnin’, Mis’ Lizzie,” and she 
gives them her greeting, naming 
them one by one. “How are you 
boys this morning?” she asks and 
they say they’re jes’ fine. For 
Uncle Charley she has a special 
word, for he has been with her 
longer than any other. He’s the 
best plowhand on the place, says 
the mistress of Holly Grove, and 
makes the straightest furrow. To 
the women at their cabin doors 
or at their chores she waves and 
they wave back, 


Lizzie Jones Wade, “Mis’ Lizzie” 
to the 55 families who live on 
her land, and “Mamma Wade” 
throughout the countryside, 
doesn’t call her plantation big be- 
cause she has “only” 1500 acres. 
She has owned it and managed it 
since 1935 when her husband, 
Robert Turley. Wade, died. “I 
took it over,” she says, “to man- 
age it the best I could, for my 
children to have when I am gone.” 


Holly Grove plantation is long 
but not wide, stretching two 
miles along the low bank of the 
Tallahatchie where Sunnyside 
landing used to be in steamboat 
days. Robert Turley Wade bought 
its original 956 acres when he 
came. from the hills about 40 
years ago to be a Delta planter, 
bringing Charley Carpenter with 
him, for Charley went wherever 
“the fambly” went. Now he is 
Uncle Charley, 77 years old, with 
43 years of service in the family, 
still the best plowman on the 
place. 

Marse Robert prospered as a 
cotton planter. At one time he had 
10,000 acres, with hundreds of fami- 
lies in his cabins. As his children 
grew up he turned over to them 
parts of his holdings, keeping for 
himself the original plantation and 
some adjoining leased lands. So 
when he died there was only the 
1500 acres for Mis’ Lizzie to man- 
age, which she says as a planta- 
tion is not so big. 

It is so big, though, that it takes 
60 mules to do the plowing and 
tending, three tractors, two com- 
bines, 25 walking cultivators and 
a lot of minor equipment, all of 
which are provided by Mis’ Lizzie, 
for the plantation is run on the 
sharecropper plan and the tenants 
do not own stock. None of them 
do, that is, except Uncle Charley, 
who because of his long service is 
allowed to have a team of mules 
of his own, bought and paid for 
as he proudly says. 

Under the single-crop system it 
was simpler than it is now, Then 
it was cotton and nothing else. 
The economy of the place was 
geared to cotton. The hands knew 
cotton and, as long as they were 
contented, worked willingly at the 
one task to which they had been 
trained. Now it-is diversified farm- 
ing, with less than half of the 
acreage in cotton. Into the soil 
that is being plowed will go corn, 
oats, wheat, beans. The Govern- 
ment asks it and Mrs. Wade is 
glad to do as the Government 


asks because she has found that 
diversification works out very well 
and has advantages that 
single-crop system lacked, food for 
the tenants and feed for the 
animals. 


One thing that has helped, Mrs. 
Wade has had no great difficulty 
in holding her croppers. It used to 
be, and still is in less degree, that 
when fall came the Negroes on the 
plantations, living under conditions 
that did not conduce to permanen- 
cy, became restless, and there was 
a great shifting about. It has not 
been so on Holly Grove plantation. 
Mrs. Wade’s croppers seldom move 
off. When she is asked if they 
stay because they like her, she 
says she doesn’t know about that, 
but they stay. Many of them have 
been with her a long time, though 
none of them as long as Uncle 
Charley. Last fall she lost only 
one family and in that case there 
were special circumstances. There 
was a widow who had stayed on 
when her husband died. Her boys, 
growing up, got out of hand. The 
lights of the city lured them. To 
keep them from leaving her the 
mother took them to Chicago, but 
she hated to leave. Occasionally 
families ‘do move, but almost in- 
variably they come back, for they 
don’t find anybody as good to 
them as Mis’ Lizzie is. 
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ALL is moving time but March 
F and April are trouble time. Itis 

between seasons, when there’s 
springtime in the air but work on 
the crops hasn't begun. It is then 
that discords occur and Mis’ Lizzie, 
who is judge and jury in such mat- 
ters, sometimes has her hands full. 
She had them rather full on the 
Sunday that this writer spent at 
the plantation. The night before, 
W. L. Truitt, her manager, had 
come to her and told her that one 
of the older tenants was fixing to 
leave. Last fall he had married a 
plantation widow and it hadn't 
turned out very well. Now in the 
March-April trouble season they 
were squabbling and it looked like 
a bust-up was about due. She told 
the manager to hold things steady 
until Monday morning and she 
would try to fix it up then. “He's 
a good old man,” she said, “and 
his wife's a good woman. Prob- 
ably I will be able to smooth it out

and there won't be any more 
trouble.” 

Mrs. Wade has worked out a sys- 
tem in dealing with her croppers 
that differs from the one her hus- 


band had. He tried a plan of pay- 


ing the croppers in cash. It didn't 
work very well. The men just 
couldn't stand it to have money in 
their pockets. They gambled and 
lost and brought no groceries home 
with them. The result was under- 
nutrition and pellagra and im- 
paired efficiency, 


Mrs. Wade's plan is to pay them 
25 per cent in cash and the other 
75 per cent in groceries, with an 
issue every two weeks. Thus, when 
the head of a cropper family gam- 
bles and loses his money there still 
are groceries for the family to keep 
the pellagra away. If the cash is 
not lost at craps there is enough 
to pay the burial association dues 
and leave some for spending at the 
stores in town. The burial associa- 
tion dues are usually kept up be- 
cause the Negroes dearly love their 
fine funerals. When there is a 


death Mrs. Wade does everything 
that she can for the bereaved fam- 
ily but the burial association meets 
most of the expenses. There are 
services at a funeral home in town 
and interment in the plantation 
graveyard and, as in the southern 
mountains, the “funeralizin’” is 
held later at an appropriate season, 
perhaps months after, when the 
preachers extol the virtues of the 
deceased at great length. If, as 
sometimes happens, in the case of 
a deceased wife, another has taken 
her place before the funeralizin’, it 
is quite all right. 


The annual settlement with the 
croppers is made just. before 
Christmas. 


It is at this time of the year 
that romance comes knocking at 
Mrs. Wade's office door. One of 
the boys stands there twisting his 
hat in his hands and by his side 
there is a giggling girl. “Mis’ 
Lizzie,” says the boy, “we wants 
to git mahried.” Mrs. Wade gives 
her consent. “It's all right with 
me,” she says, “if you think you

can get along and be happy.” 
They are sure they can if Mis’ 
Lizzie will fix them up in a 
cabin of their own and help them 
to get started. She tells them she 
will see what can be done and 
they go to town together to get 
the license. A preacher is sent 
for and there is the beginning 
of a new family on the plantation. 
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HERE is a church on the plan- 

tation for the croppers, wherea 

Baptist preacher from Clarks- 
dale holds forth once a month, 
with Preacher Delaney, who lives 
on the plantation, looking after 
the spiritual welfare of the 
croppers between times. And there 
is a school for the plantation 
children. 


Doctors are scarce in the Delta 
now, but the health of the Holly 
Grove croppers is looked after by 
a plantation doctor who is paid by 
the month. 


On a bright Sunday morning 
Uncle Charley comes to his gate, 
at his cabin up the river road, to 
greet the mistress of the planta- 
tion with his “Mawnin,’ Mis’ Liz- 
zie.” It happens that Preacher 
Delaney comes along at the same 
time, making his rounds to talk to 
his people concernin’ the Bible. 


Uncle Charley, his right cheek 
bulging with his inevitable quid of 
tobacco, of which he consumes a 
pound a week, with an occasional 
seegar when he takes the notion, 
talks of his life on the plantation. 
Forty-three years he has been on 
the plantation, except for a time or 
two when he got restless and went 
away to work on the railroad. He 
has seen the world, for once he 
went up as high as Cairo. But he 
didn’t stay away very long, for he 
loves farmin’ and he likes Mis’ 
Lizzie, her ways and transactions 
and the way she treats him. If 
trouble comes he knows who to 
go to. He spects to stay as long 
as he lives—as long, anyway, as 
he can do a day’s work and give 
satisfaction. Yes, boss, that’s his 
expectation. 

“And when you can’t work any 
more, Uncle Charley,” says Mis’ 
Lizzie, “we'll take care of you.” 

“Yassum, Miss Lizzie, I knows 
dat,” says Uncle Charley.

Words

Y READERS ask an amazing 
M number of questions about 

words. I do not know all the 
answers—no one man could. But 
by means of a rather extensive li- 
brary which I have built up over 
many years, the answers usually 
are forthcoming. I like this re- 
search reading, for it enables me 
to add constantly to my own 
meager knowledge of words and 
word usage. Hence, I am grateful 
for the opportunity of learning 
while I teach. 


Here is one poser I have not yet 
found the answer to: Why is the 
English “B. C.” (Before Christ) 
used instead of a Latin form, as in 
“A. D.” (Anno Domini)? Why is 
English used for the one, and Latin 
for the other? If any reader knows, 
I should like to hear from him. 


M. F. G., of Memphis, wants to 
know whether I think our soldiers 
will come home with British ac- 
cents after the war. Not many 
will, I am sure. But they are cer- 
tain to leave behind many a sou- 
venir of their stay in the Isles in 
the form of American idioms and 
robust slang. It is said that al- 
ready the American “O. K.” has 
practically replaced the traditional 
“Righto” among the British. 


Mrs. O. D. P., of Pawtucket: 
What is the origin of the expres- 
sion “To take French leave,” mean- 
ing to leave secretly or without no- 
tice? 

Answer: In the Eighteenth, Cen- 
tury, at French social affairs, it 
was considered proper to take one’s 
leave without seeking out the host- 
ess for the now customary polite 
compliments of farewell. 
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D. H., of Louisiana, Mo.: What 
is the preferred plural of “fish” ?- 
My biology teacher says “fishes.” 
I say “fish.” 


Answer: Both are correct. The 
plural is “fish” if the idea is col- 
lective, as: “The water seemed 
alive with fish. We caught a large 
number of fish.” In designating 
different species, the proper plural 
is “fishes,” as: “There are many 
kinds of fishes in the lake. We 
caught three fishes—a perch, a 
bass, and a pickerel.” 


H. M. C., of Ann Arbor: Why 
do we say that something is blown 
to “smithereens”? 

Answer: The word comes from 
the Irish smidirin, meaning “a lit- 
tle piece; a small fragment.” 

S. R., of Oakland: Does a thing 
correspond “to” or “with” some- 
thing else? 

Answer: Either “correspond to” 
or “correspond with” is correct. 
My personal choice is “correspond 
to,” since “correspond with” sug- 
gests the exchanging of letters. 
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MRS. EF. H. R., of Roanoke: 
When you speak of a pronuncia- 
tion or usage as being “colloquial,” 
exactly what do you mean? 

Answer: Colloquial, from the 
Latin colloqui, “to converse; to 
speak,” is used in the sense of “as 
custonfary in informal conversa- 
tion.” Hence, pronunciations, ex- 
pressions, or usages that are per- 
missible in informal speech or 
writing are seldom sanctioned in 
formal use, such as in public 
speaking, or in serious writing. 

Mrs. E. D. N., Salt Lake City: 
A certain broadcaster always pro- 
nounces the word pleasure as 
“PLAY-zhoor” and measure as 
“MAY-zhoor.” Why? 

Answer: As old Samuel Johnson 
once said when confronted with an 
error in his dictionary: “Igno- 
rance, madam, just pure igno- 
rance.” Reference to any reliable 
dictionary will show that pleasure 
and measure should rhyme with 
treasure, thus: MEZH-er, PLEZH- 
er, TREZH-er. Incidentally the 
first choice pronunciation of lei- 
sure is: LEE-sher, The second 
choice is LEZH-¢r, 

Answer: The origin is lost in 
antiquity, “With a grain of salt,” 
however, is the translation of the 
Latin phrase “Cum grano salis.” 

H. 8S. M., Waco: Please explain 
what is meant by the term 
“leftist” in political use? 

Answer: the term “leftist” usu- 
ally designates one who is very 
liberal, if not radical, in his be- 
liefs; one who does not conform 
with established principles. The 
term originated in certain legisla- 
tive assemblies of Europe. The 
members of the liberal party are 
seated on the left of the officer 
who presides, The conservatives, 
or monarchists, are seated on the 
right, 
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Cc. M. G., ST. LOUIS: I notice 
that some radio speakers pro- 
nounce again and against with the 
long “a” sound as in pain. Please 
explain. 

Answer: “Agayn” and “agaynst” 
are Briticisms, In the traditional 
American pronunciations, the sec- 
ond syllable has the short “e” 
sound as in hen, men, as if the 
words were spelled “agen” and 
“agenst.” That the rhyme with 
“pain” has long been customary 
in England is shown by Old 
Father William's answer to his 
son's query as to why the old man 
incessantly stood on his head 
(Alice’s Adventures in Wonder- 
land):

ATIONING meats really means 

share the meats, but if one is 

unable to obtain the quantity 
based on the prescribed points I’m 
afraid we shall have to adjust and 
appease our appetites with foods 
that are not rationed. It’s not go- 
ing to be so bad while fresh fish 
and poultry are available. 

Do you like your fried chicken 
dipped in batter and cooked in 
deep hot fat or dusted with flour 
and fried in shallow fat? Both 
methods of cooking fried chicken 
are indeed good, but perhaps the 
latter method will recommend it- 
self to you if you are short of 
cooking fat. Also the latter is 
usually served with a cream sauce 
made from the essence remaining 
in the frying pan. Suppose we 
give that recipe first and then you 
can decide for yourself. 


FRIED CHICKEN, CREAMED 
GRAVY. 

Have a young chicken cut into 
eight pieces. Singe, wash in cold 
water, dry and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Dip in flour and fry 
in shallow fat (have about one- 
quarter inch of shortening in pan 
while cooking chicken until all 
sides are nicely browned. When 
chicken is cooked remove it to a 
hot platter, drain off all the fat 
in the frying pan, add two table- 
spoons of fresh butter to the fry- 
ing pan, blend in two tablespoons 
of flour and gradually add two 
cups of thin cream. Bring to boil- 
ing point, stirring constantly until 
perfectly smooth and all essence 
remaining in pan has blended. 
Season with salt and pepper. Strain 
gravy into platter with chicken. 
Serve with corn fritters. 


CORN FRITTERS. 


One egg, one cup corn, one-half 
cup flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, few 
grains cayenne pepper. 

Separate egg and beat yolk and 
white separately. To the beaten 
yolk add corn and dry ingredients 
sifted together. Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg white. Fry in deep 
hot fat or drop by spoonfuls on a 
hot well greased griddle. 


FRIED CHICKEN (DEEP FAT). 


‘One frying chicken. Have chick- 
en disjointed or cut into quarters. 
Make batter as follows: 1 cup 
flour, one egg, one and one-half 
teaspoon salt, three-fourths cup 
milk. ‘ 

Beat all together until batter 
is smooth. Dip each piece of 
chicken in batter and deep fat fry. 
Heat fat to 375 degrees, or hot 
enough to brown a cube of bread 
in 45 seconds. The pieces of chick- 
en will be browned and thoroughly 
cooked in from 12 to 15 minutes, 
depending on the size of chicken 
or thickness of breast, leg and 
second joint. Do not cook too 
many pieces of chicken at one 
time as this lowers the tempera- 
ture of fat. Rather do a few 
pieces and wait for them to be 
cooked before adding the rest. 
Drain on unglazed paper.

Suppose we wind up the oyster 
geason with this old Creole spe- 
cialty. The authentic Creole re- 
cipe, however, calls for a dash of 
absinthe to be worked into the 
butter. If you have a bottle of 
absinthe, more power to you; add 
a dash, otherwise forget about the 
absinthe and go on with the recipe. 

OYSTERS ROCKERFELLER. 

Two dozen medium sized oys- 
ters, one tablespoon finely chopped 
shallot or onion, one tablespoon 
finely chopped parsley, three ta- 
blespoons butter, salt, cayenne 
pepper, two tablespoons minced 
bacon, one-half cup spinach puree, 
fine bread crumbs. 

Have the oysters opened on the 
deep shell. Imbed them in a shal- 
low baking pan which has been 
prepared with a layer of rock 
salt, as this will hold them steady 
while baking. Cream half the but- 
ter and add the finely chopped 
shallot (if you can’t get shallots 
use onions) and parsley to it. Dot 
each oyster with a bit of this but- 
ter. Season with salt and a few 
grains of cayenne pepper. Now put 
a pinch of minced bacon on each 
oyster and spread finely chopped 
(puree) spinach over the _ top. 
Cover with fine bread crumbs and 
dot with remaining butter. Bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees) 
about 15 minutes. Serve with quar- 
tered lemon. 


LEMON CUSTARD SPONGE, 


Two eggs, one cup milk, heated, 
one cup sugar, one-third cup 
flour, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
grated rind and juice of one 
lemon, one tablespoon butter. 

Separate eggs; beat yolks until 
thick and lemon colored. Add 
butter to milk, then pour heated 
milk over beaten yolks slowly, 
mixing thoroughly. Add sugar, 
flour and salt which have been 
mixed together, and stir in rind 
and juice of lemon, Beat egg 
whites until stiff and fold lightly 
into mixture. Pour mixture into 
greased custard cups (use short- 
ening or butter), having them 
two-thirds full. Place cups in pan 
of hot water and bake in moder- 
ate oven about 45 minutes. When 
cooked the custard will be on 
the bottom of the cups and the 
cake will rise to the top.

NDETERRED by the uncer- 

tainties of the times, the Little 

Symphony Concerts Association 
has begun preparations for its 
1943 season, which, if started and 
completed, will be its ninth. As 
this enterprise has always been 
beset with difficulties, it is not 
likely that the peculiar hazards 
which prevail in this year of grace 
will be regarded as anything un- 
usual. 


These concerts have always been 
managed with a minimum amount 
of professional assistance and a 
microscopic budget. Nevertheless, 
the artistic program has been 
maintained with a consistent ad- 
herence to its original intentions. 
What was wanted was a kind of 
music that would offer a suitable 
diversion on a typical St. Louis 
summer evening and which at the 
same time would be of a high 
quality.

It was inspired, it was lyrical, it 
was direct in its appeal and its 
several parts were not too long.

The St. Louis Symphony Society 
is the logical inheritor of these 
summer concerts. Enough has 
been done so far to demonstrate 
that there is a demand for sum- 
mer concerts and there is reason 
to believe that an increased patron- 
age would follow, if their scope 
were widened... At the moment of 
‘course, the St. Louis Symphony 
Society is in no frame of mind to 
undertake new ventures. All of 
their energies are concentrated on 
holding their own. 


Nevertheless there is something 
to be said for the idea that the 
assumption of a summer season 
would turn out to be an asset rath- 
er than a liability. -As matters 
stand the regular symphony sea- 
son is one of the shortest in the 
country, which makes it difficult 
to compete with the other orches- 
tras in procuring and keeping the 
best musicians. If the Symphony 
Society were in a position to offer 
longer contracts to its players, the 
maintenance of a high playing 
standard would necessarily be 
easier. 


Moreover, the added effort would 
not necessarily mean a _ propor- 
tionately larger expense, since the 
Symphony Society already has its 
administrative organization oper- 
ating on a 12-month basis.

FM Station Permit 


REQUEST for reinstatement 
Ae an application for permis- 

ion to erect a frequency modu- 
lation broadcasting station, to be 
operated in addition to KSD, has 
been made by the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Co, to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. If the 
permit is granted, this FM station 
will be erected after the war and 
will broadcast programs on 45.5 
megacycles. Because of frequency

The bomb 
shells weigh 260 pounds each, and are complete except for the fuse, 
the TNT explosive and the tail fin. From the Wrought Iron Range 
Company they are sent to any one of several loading plants where 
they are filled with TNT. The bombs weigh 500 pounds when com- 
plete. They are versatile in that they may be used for piercing 
armor plate, or for demolition p ses. They also may be used by 
either Army or Navy planes, and by American or British bombers.

None of the work of Siegfried Reinhardt, 17-year-old St. Louis surrealist 


artist, falls within the realm of abstraction, for each picture, he says, 
_ has aconcrete meaning. In this study, “Triumph of Reminiscence,” the 
central figure represents man and surrounding him are disturbing ele- 
ments. the face in the crystal is that of his dead love whom he is 
unable to forget.

Siegfried is a 

senior at Central High School and has had no 

art training except that which is part of the regu- 

lar public school curriculum. Yet he has devel- 

— oped a technique which has won recognition in 

einhardt. St. Louis art circles for its craftsmanship and 

sound artistic conception. Reinhardt calls himself a surrealist, but denies 

that he has been influenced by that most publicized of all surrealists, 

Salvador Dali. On the contrary, while admiring Dali's technique, he 

considers Dali's subject matter “irrational” and often beyond the under- 

standing of Dali himself. But no part of Reinhardt’s work is without 

meaning, at least to Reinhardt. His chief influences, he says, have been 

Albrecht Durer, German painter of the fifteenth century, and Hieronymus 

Bosch, a Dutch painter of the same period, known for his bizarre types. 

Reinhardt won his first awards last year in the annual city-wide exhibit 

of high school students’ work. He took first prizes in oil, pencil, pen 

and ink. This year he won first place in — and oil, and second 

place in ink. He is striving now toward a egie scholarship, which, 

if he gets it, will give him his first formal, comprehensive training in 

art. Plans are now under way for a one-man show of Reinhardt’s work 

at the St. Louis Artists’ Guild—which will make him the youngest artist 
to achieve that distinction in St. Louis.

For that 
was the night that the British Eighth Army, led by 
General Montgomery, launched a series of furious 
assaults against Marshal Erwin Rommel, breaking 
the German stronghold at El] Alamein, and sending 
the German Army into retreat. While the breaking 
of the German stronghold was cheered by the United 
Nations, there was some speculation as to whether 
Montgomery, who, with General Sir Harold Alex- 
ander, formed the third British team to face Rommel 
since the September drive of 1940, could maintain 
his advantage and outsmart the “desert fox.” That 
question has now been answered. He not only has 
outsmarted him, but he has chased him some 1700 
miles from Egypt, through Libya and into Tunisia. 
Rommel tried to hole up at Buerat el Hsan and at 
Tripoli, but Montgomery drove him out. Rommel 
made his strongest stand with the Mareth line, but 
there Montgomery, in the biggest gamble of the

Promoted to Major-General in 1938, 
he took the Third Division to France, led them 
through the campaign in Western Europe, and em- 
barked with them at Dunkerque. August 18, 1942, he 
was named Commander of the Eighth Army in North 
Africa, succeeding Lieutenant-General N. M. Ritchie. 

He is 55 years old. He neither drinks nor 
smokes and makes a fetish of physical fitness. He 
is a field man and not a desk fighter and he scorns 
personal comforts. He is readily recognized by his 
headgear—a black beret of the tank corps with 
military badges stuck in it. General Montgomery 
has been compared to Oliver Cromwell of whom it 
was said, “while firm in discipline, he was the 
master of the hearts of men.”
